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CHAPTER  I 


MACRO-ECONOMIC  FRAMEWORK  FOR  THE  ANNUAL  PLAN  1983 

Assessment  of  Performance  of  Annual  Plan  1982 

In  the  Annual  Plan  1982,  GDP  was  planned  to  grow  in  real  terms  at  4  per  cent,  from 
Kl,345  million  in  1981  to  Kl,400  in  1982.  The  statistical  base  of  Kl,345  million  and  a  preli¬ 
minary  estimate  of  actual  1982  GDP  of  K  1,406  million  indicate  an  over-fulfilment  of  the  Annual 
Plan.  However,  the  base  has  since  been  revised  by  the  Central  Statistical  Office  to  read  Kl,358 
million.  This  gives  3.5  per  cent  actual  growth  as  against  the  planned  4  per  cent  (Table  LI). 

2.  The  actual  growth  of  GDP  is  attributable  mainly  to  the  mining  sector,  where  pro¬ 
duction  of  copper  is  estimated  to  have  increased  to  614  000  tonnes  in  1982  as  compared  to 
559  000  tonnes  in  1981.  Other  sectors  which  showed  some  growth  in  value  added  in  1982  were: 
Electricity,  Construction,  Real  Estate  and  Business  Services. 

3.  The  significance  of  the  mining  sector  in  achieving  positive  overall  growth  in  the 
economy  in  1982  is  confirmed  by  Table  1.2  which  gives  sectoral  growth  rates  during  1977-82. 
The  Table  shows  that  annual  percentage  change  in  GDP  has  been  positive  each  time  the  mining 
sector  has  achieved  positive  growth  and  has  been  negative  each  time  the  sector  has  experienced 
a  fall.  This  reflects  the  heavy  dependence  of  the  economy  on  mineral  production  and  exports. 

4.  The  short-fall  of  0.5  per  cent  in  GDP  growth,  however,  is  partly  accounted  for  by 
poor  performance  of  Hotels  and  Restaurants.  Instead  of  achieving  the  planned  sectoral  growth 
of  13  per  cent,  a  fall  of  11.5  per  cent  occurred.  Financial  institutions  and  insurance  also  did  not 
perform  well,  registering  a  fall  of  7.7  per  cent  as  compared  with  the  planned  growth  rate  of  10 
per  cent.  In  the  case  of  non-service  sectors,  agriculture  went  down  by  11.3  per  cent.  The  partial 
failure  of  rains  during  1981  sowing  season  was  the  main  reason  for  shortfall  in  agricultural 
production  in  1982.

5.  In  terms  of  use  of  aggregate  resources,  the  positive  growth  of  3.5  per  cent  in  GDP  was 
a  joint  result  of  decreasing  both  Government  and  private  consumption  and  increasing  gross 
fixed  capital  formation  and  exports.  There  was  a  shift  of  resources  between  1981  and  1982  from 
the  latter  to  gross  fixed  capital  formation  and  exports.  Government  consumption  declined  by 

15.5  per  cent  from  K310  million  in  1981  to  K261.8  million  in  1982.  Private  consumption  fell  by 

1.5  per  cent  from  K543.9  million  in  1981  to  K535.9  million  in  1982.  The  respective  increases  in 
gross  fixed  capital  formation  and  exports  were  7.3  per  cent  and  12.6  per  cent  (Table  1.3).

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Objectives  of  Annual  Plan  1983 

6.  The  main  objective  of  the  Annual  Plan  1983  is  to  raise  GDP  in  real  terms  by  3.5  per 
cent  above  its  1 982  level.  This  calls  for  target  sectoral  growth  rates  indicated  in  Table  1.4. 

7.  The  agricultural  sector  is  expected  to  grow  by  9  per  cent  from  K157  million  in  1982  to 
K170  million  in  1983.  A  number  of  factors  will  contribute  to  the  increase.  Firstly,  the  rainfall 
situation  has  been  better  than  in  1981/82  season  in  terms  of  quantity  and  distribution.  Secondly, 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  cultivated  hectarage  for  major  crops,  particularly  for  maize, 
wheat,  rice,  sunflower,  cotton  and  tobacco.  Increased  producer  prices  and  other  incentives  given 
by  Government  will  also  contribute  to  growth  in  agricultural  production  during  1983. 

8.  The  mining  sector  is  planned  to  grow  at  3.0  per  cent.  The  growth  will  come  mainly 
from  cost-saving  measures  currently  being  implemented  by  ZCCM. 

9.  The  performance  of  the  manufacturing  sector  is  largely  dependent  on  imported  inputs. 
The  foreign  exchange  difficulties  will  continue  to  constrain  the  performance  of  the  sector  in 
1983.  Besides,  the  devaluation  of  the  Kwacha,  announced  in  January  1983,  is  likely  to  adversely 
affect  the  sector  by  making  imports  more  expensive.  In  view  of  this,  the  sector  is  planned  to 
register  only  a  marginal  growth  rate  of  one  per  cent  during  1983,  if  a  deliberate  policy  of  giving 
this  sector  priority  in  the  allocation  of  foreign  exchange  is  followed.  Besides,  the  recently 
announced  measure  of  de-control  of  prices  is  expected  to  improve  the  performance  of  this 
sector  through  higher  generation  of  resources. 

10.  Electricity,  gas  and  water  supply  is  targeted  to  grow  by  six  per  cent.  Extension  of 
the  country's  electricity  distribution  system  will  account  for  the  greater  part  of  this  growth. 

1 1 .  The  construction  sector  is  envisaged  to  grow  by  one  per  cent,  taking  into  account  the 
following  constraining  factors : 

(а)  low  level  of  investment  stemming  from  the  Government’s  reduced  capital  budget ; 

(б)  effects  of  the  Kwacha  devaluation ;  and 

(c)  the  critical  shortage  of  foreign  exchange,  limiting  importation  of  vital  inputs. 

12.  The  planned  increase  in  the  level  of  domestic  production  is  likely  to  arrest  the  poor 
performance  of  the  transport  and  communication  sector  recorded  in  1982  and  begin  a  trend 
leading  to  one  per  cent  growth  in  1983.

13.  Other  sectors  of  the  national  economy  are  all  targeted  with  positive  growth  in  order 
to  contribute  to  the  planned  GDP  growth  of  3.5  per  cent.  The  necessary  strategies  are  sum¬ 
marised  in  Chapter  II. 

Macro-Economic  Projections 

14.  Aggregate  resources  are  projected  for  1983  as  shown  in  Table  1.5,  with  investment  in 
stocks  and  fixed  capital  formation  amounting  to  a  total  of  K810  million.

The  overall  deficit  will  be  met  mainly  by  drawing  on  the  standby  facility  of  the  International 
Monetary  Fund. 
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16.  The  planned  investment  figure  for  1982  was  K901.9  million  and  comprised  Govern¬ 
ment,  parastatal  and  private  sectors.  Table  1.7  shows  details  of  the  planned  figure  and  plan 
performance  (by  giving  the  ratio  of  actual  to  planned  figures).  Private  estimates  are  only 
rough  indicators,  as  actual  figures  are  not  available.  However,  the  Table  shows  that  about  80 
per  cent  of  planned  Government  and  parastatal  investment  was  realised.  In  the  private  sector 
the  realisation  was  K18.7  million  more  than  what  was  planned  for  this  sector,  but  as  mentioned 
earlier  this  has  to  be  accepted  with  caution.  On  the  wrhole,  actual  investment  wras  about  84 
per  cent  of  planned  gross  investment.

17.  For  the  year  1983,  planned  gross  investment  stands  at  K975  million,  distributed  as  in 
Tables  1.8  and  1.9.  Investment  in  the  mining  sector  is  the  largest  at  30.2  per  cent  of  the  aggregate. 
Bulk  of  it  is  comprised  of  ZCCM’s  investment.  Investment  in  Transport  and  Communications 
is  14.2  per  cent;  and  in  manufacturing  15.4  per  cent.  Table  1.9  gives  a  more  detailed  breakdown 
of  the  aggregate  investment  planned  for  1983.

CHAPTER  II 


STRATEGY  OF  THE  ANNUAL  PLAN 

In  Chapter  I,  the  planned  growth  rate  is  given  as  3.  5  per  cent  for  the  Annual  Plan  1983. 
This  Chapter  summarises  the  strategy  for  achieving  the  rate  of  growth  and  the  objectives 
appearing  in  the  sectoral  and  regional  chapters  of  the  plan. 

I.  Government  Budget  For  1983 

(a)  The  constrained  Government’s  financial  position  has  created  conditions  where  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  increase  the  capital  budget  over  the  1982  level.  In  1982,  the  capital 
budget  was  K331.6  million  and  this  was  reduced  to  K250  million  in  1983.  The  necessity  to 
reduce  overall  Government  deficit  and  the  practical  problems  of  reducing  re-current  expenditures 
below  certain  minimum,  resulted  in  the  reduction  of  the  capital  budget. 

Despite  this  reduction,  the  strategic  distribution  of  the  capital  budget,  emphasising  econo¬ 
mic  services  more  than  social  and  others  (Chapter  III),  is  a  significant  means  of  achieving 
the  planned  growth  rate. 

( b )  As  regards  the  measures  necessary  to  reduce  the  level  of  re-current  expenditure, 
which  presently  restrict  the  growth  of  the  capital  budget,  the  following  shall  be  undertaken : 

(i)  Reduction  in  spending  on  travel. 

(ii)  Reduction  of  wastage  in  Government  operations. 

(iii)  Reduction  of  level  of  subsidies  in  line  with  the  available  resources. 

II.  Foreign  Exchange  Expenditure  and  Import  Licensing 

The  Annual  Plan  1982  addressed  itself  to  controlling  and  regulating  all  imports  into 
the  country.  Stricter  controls  shall  be  imposed  with  a  view  to  increasing  capacity  utilisation 
in  industries.  Allocations  of  foreign  exchange  will  be  aimed  at  stimulating  directly  productive 
sectors  and  increasing  the  capacity  utilisation  in  all  enterprises.  Through  increased  domestic 
production,  the  import  bill  will  be  reduced. 

III.  Agriculture  Sector 

In  1982,  agricultural  production  experienced  a  set-back.  The  continued  unfavourable 
weather  conditions,  outbreak  of  cattle  diseases,  and  shortage  of  spare  parts  reduced  agriculture 
output  by  11.  3  per  cent.  In  order  to  improve  the  performance  of  this  sector,  the  following 
is  the  strategy : 

(a)  National  Level 

(i)  Farmers,  big  and  small,  will  be  encouraged  to  construct  dams,  weir  and  sink 
bore-holes,  in  order  to  propagate  irrigation  and  adoption  of  multi- crop  practices; 

(ii)  planning,  management  and  utilisation  of  water  resources  will  be  strengthened; 

(iii)  multi-purpose  cooperatives  to  regulate  supplies  of  agricultural  inputs  and  marketing 
of  agricultural  produce  will  be  set-up ; 

(iv)  increased  credit  to  the  farming  community  will  be  made  available; 

(v)  steps  will  be  taken  to  tighten  managerial  control  and  strengthen  the  planning 
division  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development;  and 

(vi)  data  collection  and  planning  systems  will  be  improved. 

( b )  Provincial  and  Local  Level 

At  provincial  and  local  levels  agricultural  output  will  be  increased  through  the  following 
measures : 

(i)  technical  and  extension  services  will  be  imptoved  and  rationalised  to  cover  all 
areas  of  Zambia ; 

(ii)  the  targets  set  in  agricultural  sector  will  be  fully  disscussed  and  agreed  upon 
by  all  concerned  institutions,  and 

(iii)  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  will  monitor  and  ensure 
that  the  targets  are  met. 
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Agricultural  institutions  that  would  participate  in  the  fulfilment  of  1983  production 
targets  are : 

(a)  Public  Sector 

(i)  State  Farms 

In  line  with  the  objectives  of  the  Operation  Food  Production  Programme,  area 
under  cultivation  will  be  increased  through  development  of  pilot  projects  of 
land  clearance  and  cultivation  at  some  of  the  State  farms  for  which  investment 
studies  have  already  been  completed. 

(ii)  Rural  Reconstruction  Cooperatives  and  Zambia  National  Service  Production  Units 

The  programme  to  consolidate  Rural  Reconstruction  Co-operatives  (RRCs) 
as  viable  and  self-supporting  production  units  will  be  continued  and  funds  in 
the  1983  capital  budget  have  been  provided  for  this  purpose.  The  programme 
of  improving  accommodation  and  sanitation  in  Zambia  National  Service  Production 
Units  will  continue  as  it  is  a  pre-requisite  for  resuming  school  leaver’s  National 
Service  Programme.  Technical  assistance  and  equipment  will  be  provided  to 
some  of  the  camps. 

(iii)  School  Production  Units 

Systematic  evaluation  programme  of  the  units  will  be  undertaken  in  order  to 
regulate  production  in  these  units. 

(b)  Parastatal  and  Public  Sectors 

The  Party  and  its  Government  will  continue  to  give  assistance  to  parastatal  firms,  large- 
scale  commercial  farmers,  medium  and  small-scale  farmers  through  the  steps  outlined  earlier 
under  ‘National  Level’  to  enable  them  to  contribute  significantly  in  making  the  nation  self- 
sufficient  in  food  production. 

IV.  Mining  Sector 

The  1983  Annual  Plan  aims  at: 

(a)  Reducing  cost  of  production  in  the  mines.  In  1982,  the  Zambia  Consolidated  Copper 
Mines  Limited  (ZCCM)  adopted  effective  cost-saving  measures  to  reduce  operational 
costs.  This  drive  worked  very  well  in  the  first  six  months,  ending  September,  1982. 
The  programme  will  be  continued  in  1983  to  reduce  the  operational  costs  further. 

(b)  Diversification  of  the  mining  sector: 

(i)  In  the  Annual  Plan  1983  steps  will  be  taken  to  develop  mining  and  processing  of 
precious  and  semi-precious  minerals :  gold,  emeralds,  emethyst,  tourmaline,  etc. 

(ii)  Exploration  of  phosphate,  iron  ore  and  gold  will  be  strengthened  in  1983.  The  oil 
exploration  programme  launched  in  1982  will  be  continued  in  1983.  Exploration 
of  industrial  minerals  also  will  be  strengthened  in  1983. 

V.  Manufacturing 

Owing  to  inadequate  foreign  exchange,  the  output  of  the  manufacturing  sector  will 
once  again  experience  only  a  marginal  growth.  The  key  strategic  measures  are  as  follows: 

(a)  the  foreign  exchange  allocation  mechanism  will  be  re-organised  in  order  to  ensure 

optimal  use  of  the  scarce  foreign  exchange  resources  of  the  country; 

(b)  implementation  of  small-scale  and  village  industries  programmes  will  be  based 

on  use  of  local  raw  materials ; 

(c)  steps  will  be  taken  by  ZIMCO  management  to  regulate  prices  of  parastatal  products 
in  order  to  reduce  inflationary  pressures  within  the  country  and  encourage  export 
of  domestic  products. 

VI.  Parastatal  Management 

To  make  the  parastatal  work  better,  the  Government  has  taken  a  major  step  in  abolish¬ 
ing  price  control  on  many  commodities  and  allowing  the  parastatals  to  charge  economic 
prices  for  their  products.  It  is  hoped  that  this  measure  will  generate  enough  internal  resources 
for  parastatal  organisations  to  finance  their  rehabilitation  and  expansion  programmes,  promote 
internal  savings  and  thus  become  an  important  source  to  finance  future  investments. 
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VII.  Building  and  Construction 

The  strategy  for  this  sector  is  simply  to  complete  on-going  projects  of  Government  and 
parastatal  organisations. 

VIII.  Employment  and  Manpower 

(a)  The  growth  of  employment  in  1982  showed  a  significant  increase  compared  to  1981. 
This  trend  will  be  encouraged  in  order  to  foster  the  spirit  of  self-reliance  and  create  increased 
employment  opportunities  in  view  of  the  serious  unemployment  situation,  particularly  among 
the  youth.  Generation  of  increased  employment  opportunities  in  1983  will  be  achieved  by  intensi¬ 
fying  activities  of  Small-scale  Industrial  Development  Organisation  (SIDO),  Village  Industries 
Services  (VIS)  and  Operation  Food  Production  programme; 

(b)  The  objectives  of  the  Zambianisation  programme  can  only  be  achieved  if  there  is 
an  adequate  supply  of  Zambian  trained  manpower.  In  order  to  enable  Zambians  to  acquire 
technical  and  professional  skills  the  1983  Annual  Plan  provides  for  increased  training  of 
Zambians  at  home  and  abroad,  particularly  by  maximising  utilisation  of  scholarships  provided 
by  donor  countries  and  organisations  through  bilateral  and  multilateral  agreements. 

IX.  Transport  and  Communications 

Considerable  investment  has  taken  place  since  Independence  in  strengthening  the  country’s 
transport  and  communication  facilities.  This  will  be  continued  in  1983.  Provision  has  been 
made  to  accelerate  completion  of  on-going  projects  in  the  sector  and  additional  foreign  ex¬ 
change  reserves  are  being  mobilised  to  strengthen  TAZARA  operations. 

X.  Planning  and  Plan  Implementation 

(a)  The  process  of  setting  up  planning  units  in  ministries,  provinces  and  districts  will 
be  continued  in  1983. 

(b)  A  system  of  progress  reporting  through  quarterly  reports  by  ministries,  provinces 
and  parastatal  bodies  was  started  in  1981.  This  will  be  followed  up  by  physcial  inspection 
of  projects  by  the  National  Commission  for  Development  Planning  in  1983. 

(c)  A  Draft  Development  Act  is  with  the  Ministry  of  Legal  Affairs.  Steps  will  be  taken 
for  its  enactment  by  parliament  in  1983.  The  enactment  of  the  Act  will  ensure  greater  coopera¬ 
tion  within  the  public  sector  and  between  the  public  and  private  sectors  in  plan  formulation, 
monitoring,  and  control. 
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CHAPTER  III 


FINANCING  OF  THE  PLAN— GOVERNMENT  INVESTMENT 

The  Government  Budget  and  the  Annual  Plan 

One  part  of  the  Annual  Plan  is  the  Government  Budget,  and  more  so  specifically  the 
capital  budget  .  This  chapter  analyses  the  role  of  the  Government  budget  in  the  annual  invest¬ 
ment  programme  while  the  succeeding  chapters  discuss  in  more  detail  the  sectoral  development 
programmes  and  physical  targets  of  production. 

2.  A  series  of  Tables  are  presented  of  which  Tables  III.  1  and  III. 2  give  TNDP  annual 
averages  as  a  background  against  which  1980,  1981,  1982  and  1983  figures  of  implementation 
are  compared.  Table  III. 3  gives  an  economic  classification  of  Government  expenditure  whereas 
Table  III. 4  presents  expenditure  by  function.  The  last  three  Tables  give  an  organisational 
classification. 

The  TNDP  and  the  Capital  Budget 

3.  The  performance  of  the  Government  budget  has  not  been  satisfactory  if  this  is  compared 
with  TNDP  annual  average  targets.  Recurrent  revenues  have  grown  more  than  what  was 
envisaged  in  the  TNDP.  Gross  recurrent  expenditures  have  greatly  outstripped  the  annual 
average  targets.  Whereas  gross  recurrent  expenditures  were  estimated  to  be  at  an  annual 
average  of  K681.8  million,  preliminary  figures  for  1982  show  that  expenditures  reached 
a  level  of  Kl, 206.1  million.  In  1983  gross  recurrent  expenditures  are  placed  at  Kl,246.2 
million.  The  result  has  been  persistent  deficits  on  the  current  account. 

4.  There  has  been  a  slight  improvement  on  the  performance  of  the  capital  account. 
Grants,  repayments  and  other  miscellaneous  receipts  have  slightly  increased  more  than 
the  TNDP  annual  average  targets  and  capital  expenditures  which  were  below  targets  for  the 
1980  and  1981  had  for  the  first  time  been  above  the  annual  targets  in  1982. 

5.  There  has  been  a  sharp  increase  in  central  bank  credit  to  the  Government,  mostly 
intended  to  finance  recurrent  expenditure.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  creating  a  potential 
source  of  inflation.

6.  The  unsatisfactory  world  economic  situation  has  severely  affected  the  Government 
financial  position.  The  principal  aim  of  the  1983  budget  is  to  achieve  restraint  on  consumption 
expenditure  and  make  available  the  resources  necessary  for  an  adequate  level  of  capital  invest¬ 
ment  and  productive  expenditure.  Recurrent  and  capital  expenditure  will  be  contained  through 
such  measures  as  expenditure  controls  and  reduction  in  wastage  and  travel.  New  revenue 
measures  will  be  implemented,  the  combined  effect  of  which  w  ill  lead  to  minimisation  of 
recourse  to  bank  borrowing. 

The  Budget  Structure 

7.  The  Government  expenditure  for  1983,  excluding  amortisation,  is  placed  at  Kl,395.5 
million.  This  is  K36.5  million  or  2.5  per  cent  below  the  preliminary  actuals  for  1982,  and  K85.4 
million  or  6.5  per  cent  more  than  the  1981  actual  expenditure.  Recurrent  revenue  is  estimated 
at  Kl,098.4  million  and  this  will  cover  78.7  per  cent  of  expenditure.  Foreign  and  domestic 
borrowings  will  support  21.3  per  cent  of  expenditures.  Net  recurrent  expenditures  are  placed 
at  Kl,  145.5  million  which  is  82.1  per  cent  of  the  total  expenditure  while  17.9  per  cent  or  K250.0 
million  will  be  capital  expenditures. 

8.  The  financial  difficulties  that  the  Government  is  facing  has  seriously  affected  the 
capital  budget  for  1983.  This  years’  capital  outlay  of  K250  million  is  K56.3  million  less  than  the 
1982  preliminary  actuals  and  3C91.9  million  more  than  the  1981  actual  expenditures.  Total 
gross  borrowings  have  been  estimated  at  3x316.4  million,  a  substantial  part,  3C235.9  million 
being  internal  loans  and  bank  borrowings.  Foreign  borrowings  are  estimated  at  3x80.5  million, 
which  is  K62.7  million  less  than  1982  preliminary  actuals.  After  allowance  is  taken  for  amor¬ 
tisation  of  K100.7  million,  a  balance  of  K215.7  million  is  left. 

Revenue  Sources 

9.  Total  budget  revenues,  which  include  capital  repayments,  capital  grants  and  mis¬ 
cellaneous  capital  receipts,  are  estimated  at  3x1,179.8  million  in  1983.  This  represents  an  increase 
of  38.5  per  cent  over  the  1981  actual  revenue,  and  34.4  per  cent  more  than  the  preliminary 
actual  for  1982.

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10.  Revenue  measures  in  1983  emphasise  more  on  indirect  taxes  than  on  direct  taxes. 
Income  tax  is  expected  to  yield  K347.5  million,  or  K51.8  million  more  than  the  preliminary 
actuals  for  1982.  Taxes  on  domestic  goods  and  services,  notably  from  beer,  pipe  tobacco, 
cigarettes,  and  petroleum  products  is  expected  to  yieldK459. 2  million.  Taxes  on  foreign  trade,  that 
is  customs  duty,  sales  tax  on  imports,  is  expected  to  contribute  K150.3  million  towards  revenue. 

11.  Mineral  revenue  has  been  diminishing  for  some  time  due  to  the  loss  making  position 
of  the  mines.  The  diminishing  contributions  from  the  mineral  sector  have  somewhat  been 
mitigated  by  contributions  from  income  tax,  taxes  on  domestic  goods  and  taxes  on  foreign 
trade.  In  an  effort  to  extract  some  revenue  from  the  mining  sector,  all  minerals  exported  will  be 
subject  to  an  export  tax  of  4  per  cent  of  the  export  value.  Mineral  revenue  is  expected  to  yield 
K45.0  million  as  a  result  of  this  measure. 

12.  Among  the  new  revenue  measures  is  a  road  toll  to  be  charged  on  all  vehicles  using  the 
roads.  The  fee  so  levied  will  go  towards  the  maintenance  of  roads  whose  conditions  have  been 
deteriorating.  In  addition,  international  transporters  entering  or  passing  through  the  country 
will  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  on  entry  and  to  buy  fuel  in  foreign  exchange. 

Economic  Impact  of  Government  Outlays 

13.  Expenditure  on  current  goods  and  services  have  been  taking  almost  half  of  Govern¬ 
ment  outlays.  In  1981,  expenditure  on  current  goods  and  services  took  68.5  per  cent  of  total 
expenditures  and  preliminary  actuals  for  1982  indicate  a  slight  drop  to  5.3.6  per  cent  whereas  in 
1983  it  is  projected  at  53.5  per  cent.  In  1983,  expenditure  on  personal  services  is  projected  to 
have  the  largest  share  at  K368.8  million.  Expenditure  on  transport,  supplies  and  materials  and 
sundry  expenses  is  estimated  at  K.203.0  million,  a  cutback  of  K121.2  million  from  the  pre¬ 
liminary  level  of  1982.  Constitutional  and  statutory  expenditures,  excluding  debt  service 
have  been  estimated  at  K 162. 2  million.

14.  In  recent  years  Government  policy  has  been  directed  towards  reducing  the  level  of 
subsidies.  In  1982,  the  budgeted  level  of  subsidies  was  K88.6  million.  However,  preliminary 
actuals  indicate  that  the  level  reached  K124  million.  This  increase  was  due  to  the  poor  weather 
conditions  which  necessitated  imports  of  maize,  and  a  delayed  adjustment  of  retail  prices  of 
maize  and  fertiliser.  In  1983  the  level  of  subsidies  has  been  estimated  at  K82.9  million.  In  all, 
subsidies  and  current  transfers  have  been  estimated  to  take  16.3  per  cent  of  Government 
outlays,  a  reduction  of  1 . 1  per  cent  from  the  1982  level. 

15.  Investment  and  capital  transfers  in  1982  show  an  increase  of  K148.2  million  over  the 
1981  level.  Budgeted  capital  expenditure  for  1983  has  been  set  at  K250.0  million  as  against  the 
budgeted  level  of  K331.6  million  in  1982.  This  reflects  the  constrained  Government  financial 
position,  and  the  practical  difficulties  associated  with  reducing  recurrent  expenditure  below 
certain  levels,  as  a  measure  to  free  resources  for  development  purposes. 

The  1982  Capital  Budget  and  Financing 

16.  The  1982  Plan  projected  a  capital  budget  of  K331.6  million.  The  final  authorised  level 
came  to  K474.8  million  by  way  of  supplementary  estimates  of  K143.2  million.  Out  of  the  total 
authorised  level,  economic  services  were  allocated  70.9  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  highest  share 
went  to  roads  (K89. 6  million),  followed  by  expenditure  on  agriculture  and  water  development 
(K79.1  million).  Social  services  were  allocated  21.2  per  cent  with  housing  having  the  largest 
share  at  K49.6  million.  General  services  and  provinces  were  allocated  5.2  and  2.7  per  cent 
respectively. 

17.  Preliminary  out-turn  however  indicate  a  total  capital  expenditure  of  K306.3  million, 
which  is  64.5  per  cent  of  the  authorised  level.  Generally  this  reflects  a  satisfactory  expenditure 
level  on  capital  projects  as  compared  to  the  years  1980  and  1981.  However,  there  are  still 
difficulties  in  getting  external  finance  to  service  capital  projects.  There  has  also  been  a  lack  of 
adequate  local  counterpart  funds  to  cover  local  costs  on  foreign  assisted  projects. 

18.  The  proportionate  share  of  economic  services  was  higher  at  K200.7  million  or  65.5 
per  cent  in  1982  as  compared  to  K81.5  million  or  51.5  per  cent  in  1981.  The  largest  share  went 
to  roads  with  K53.8  million  followed  by  expenditure  on  manufacturing  at  K50.8  million.  Most 
of  the  expenditure  on  roads  was  for  arrears  which  had  been  accumulated  for  works  already  done. 
Agriculture  and  water  development  received  a  share  of  K46.6  million  while  lands  and  natural 
resources  had  K18.2  million. 

19.  The  outlay  on  social  services  was  K73  million  or  23.8  per  cent  of  the  total,  with 
housing  and  education  getting  the  highest  share.  These  two  sectors  together  had  a  share  of 
K50.6  million  or  69.3  per  cent  of  the  total  outlay  on  social  services. 

20.  General  services  utilised  K20.7  million,  the  largest  being  in  general  administration 
at  K19.7  million,  while  expenditure  on  scientific  research  has  been  constant  at  K1.0  million. 
The  provinces  have  been  affected  by  a  drop  in  resources.  From  the  actual  level  of  K17.2  million 
in  1981,  the  authorised  level  was  only  K13.0  million  in  1982  and  out  ofthisKll.9  million  or 
3.9  per  cent  was  utilised.  Table  III.  4  shows  this  trend. 

The  1983  Capital  Budget 

21.  As  indicated  above,  the  financial  difficulties  continue  to  persist  and  as  a  result,  the 
Government  budget  has  been  set  at  minimum  levels.  The  capital  budget  for  1983  has  been  set  at 
K250.0  million.  The  budget  will  be  financed  by  external  loans  amounting  to  K80.5  million  and 
grants  amounting  to  K64.8  million.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  K104.7  million,  will  come  from 
internal  sources. 

22.  The  largest  share  has  been  projected  to  be  utilised  on  economic  services  at  58.5  per 
cent,  an  equivalent  of  K146.2  million.  Of  this  amount,  K61.7  million  will  fund  projects  related 
to  agriculture,  that  is,  the  grain  storage  programme,  cotton  development  schemes,  milk  pro¬ 
cessing,  State  farm  programmes,  co-operative  programmes  and  other  agriculture  development 
projects.  An  amount  of  K38.1  million  has  been  set  aside  for  roads  while  K28.4  million  will  be 
for  transport  and  communications.

23.  The  social  services  sector  will  receive  K63.0  million  or  25.2  per  cent  of  the  outlay.  The 
largest  outlay  of  K33.7  million  will  be  for  housing.  Education  and  health  will  together  receive 
K.22.6  million. 

24.  General  services  and  provinces  will  get  K28.5  million  and  K12.3  million  respectively. 
The  allocation  to  provinces  has  not  increased  significantly  for  sometime  now. 


Organisational  Classification  of  the  1983  Budget 

25.  The  gross  Government  budget  for  1983  is  estimated  at  Kl,496.2  million*.  This 
represents  a  decrease  of  approximately  K330.1  million  or  1 8.1  per  cent  from  the  1982  authorised 
level  of  K  1,826. 3  million. 

26.  An  overview  of  the  estimated  levels  for  each  ministry  or  agency!  °f  the  Government 
indicates  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  will  have  the  biggest 
appropriation  of  K125.4  million,  followed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  K114.9  million  and 
then  the  Ministry  of  Works  and  Supply  at  K113.7  million.  The  least  appropriation  of  K86,202 
will  be  to  the  House  of  Chiefs.  Provinces  will  have  almost  the  same  allocations  as  in  1982  with 
the  Copperbelt  Province  having  the  highest  at  K19.1  million  followed  by  Southern  Province 
with  K  17.8  million.

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Recurrent  Expenditure 

27.  As  indicated  above,  the  financial  position  of  the  Government  has  not  been  satisfactory 
recently.  As  such  estimates  of  recurrent  expenditure  for  1 983  have  been  made  with  a  view  of  not 
disrupting  the  normal  Government  operations.  The  gross  recurrent  expenditure  for  1983  which 
has  been  estimated  at  Kl, 246.1  million  is  K105.4  million  or  7.8  per  cent  lower  than  the  autho¬ 
rised  level  for  1982. 

28.  Allocation  of  funds  have  been  scaled  down  in  some  economic  ministries  while  in 
others  there  have  been  increases.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  has 
had  its  funding  reduced  by  54.9  per  cent  from  the  1982  authorised  level.  This  is  attributed  to  a 
withdrawal  of  certain  categories  of  subsidies.  The  allocation  to  the  Ministry  of  Power,  Trans¬ 
port  and  Communications  has  been  reduced  by  34.8  per  cent  while  that  to  the  Ministry  of 
Commerce  and  Industry  has  gone  up  by  11.6  per  cent,  a  reflection  of  the  important  role  it  is 
playing  in  industrial  development,  especially  small  scale  industry,  and  trade. 

29.  In  the  social  services,  education  will  get  the  largest  appropriation  at  K108.8  million, 
a  slight  increase  of  2.5  per  cent  from  the  authorised  level,  while  health  will  get  K103.9  million. 

30.  Allocations  to  provinces  have  generally  gone  up,  the  largest  increase  of  48.2  per  cent 
being  for  Northern  Province.  Only  Western  Province  has  had  its  allocation  reduced  by  5.8 
per  cent.  On  administration,  the  largest  allocations  are  for  the  Zambia  Police  at  K47.3  million 
and  Foreign  Affairs  at  K22.1  million.  Pensions  and  gratuities  have  gone  up  by  22.5  per  cent 
while  constitutional  and  statutory  expenditure  has  slightly  increased  by  0.9  per  cent. 

31.  Some  ministerial  functions  were  disaggregated  and  in  the  process  new  ministries 
created.  Co-operatives,  which  were  previously  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water 
Development,  are  now  under  a  new  Ministry  of  Co-operatives.  Similarly,  the  responsibility  of 
looking  after  secondary  and  higher  education  is  now  vested  in  the  new  Ministry  of  Higher 
Education.  This  has  not  necessarily  resulted  in  increases  in  the  allocation  of  funds,  but  has 
merely  entailed  a  transfer  of  resources  from  the  previous  institutions  to  new  ones. 

Capital  Expenditure 

32.  Capital  expenditure  for  1983  at  K250  million  is  both  below  the  1982  budget  level  of 
K331.6  million  by  K81.6  million  and  below  the  1982  authorised  level  of  K474.8  million  by 
K224.8  million.  Table  III. 7  gives  a  comparison  between  the  1982  authorised  level  and  the  1983 
budget  estimates. 

33.  The  largest  capital  expenditure  allocation  is  to  the  Ministry  of  Works  and  Supply 
at  K52.9  million  although  this  is  54.1  per  cent  lower  than  the  1982  authorised  level  of  Kl  15.5 
million.  The  roads  programme  under  the  ministry  has  contributed  to  this  huge  expenditure 
which  alone  amount  to  K33.2  million.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  is 
another  ministry  with  a  big  allocation  of  K38.8  million  although  this  is  slightly  lowrer  than  the 
1982  authorised  level.  The  Ministry  of  Power,  Transport  and  Communications  has  K20  million 
while  the  Ministry  of  Finance  has  about  K36  million,  most  of  the  funds  being  for  loans  and 
investments. 

34.  In  the  social  services,  the  Ministry  of  Health  w  ill  receive  K10.9  milion  wdiile  education 
will  get  K12.6  million.  The  Ministry  of  Information  and  Broadcasting  will  get  K4.3  million,  a 
reduction  by  52.9  per  cent  from  the  1982  authorised  level  as  a  result  of  completion  of  the  mass 
media  complex.  The  housing  sector  through  the  Provincial  and  Local  Government  Administra¬ 
tion  Division  will  receive  K18.8  million  in  1983. 

35.  On  the  provinces,  the  largest  capital  expenditure  will  go  to  Western  and  Northern 
provinces  with  about  Kl.8  million  each,  while  the  lowest  will  be  for  Lusaka  Province  at  K0.8 
million.  Budgetary  constraints  have  not  allowed  an  increase  in  resources  to  provinces.  In 
such  a  situation  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  completion  of  on-going  projects.

CHAPTER  IV 


AGRICULTURAL  AND  NATURAL  RESOURCES 


1.  1981/82  Summary  Review  and  Prospects  for  the  1982/83  Season 

1.1.  Review  of  1981/82  Season 

Primarily  due  to  inadequate  rainfall,  sporadic  outbreaks  of  cattle  diseases,  and  an  un¬ 
reliable  supply  of  spare  parts  particularly  in  the  mechanised  sector  a  negative  growth  rate 
of  7.  5  per  cent  was  recorded  for  the  crop  and  livestock  sectors  in  the  1981/82  season.  Total 
maize  production  dropped  by  20.5  per  cent  from  11.2  million  bags  in  1981  to  8.9  million 
in  1982.  A  decline  was  also  experienced  in  marketed  maize  where  5.6  million  bags  were 
purchased  by  official  marketing  agencies  compared  to  7.7  million  marketed  in  the  previous 
marketing  year.  Marketed  production  of  groundnuts  drastically  dropped  from  16  541  bags 
in  1981  to  7  940  in  1982.  Declines  were  also  recorded  in  the  marketed  production  of  seed 
cotton  and  Virginia  tobacco.  No  significant  change  in  area  under  burley  tobacco  and  rice 
was  recorded  although  marketed  production  of  these  two  crops  increased  by  6  per  cent  and  4 
per  cent  respectively.  Marketed  wheat  increased  from  130  000  bags  in  1981  to  156  000  bags  in 
1982. 

2.  The  foot  and  mouth  disease  in  Southern  Province  caused  some  considerable  reduction 
in  the  traditional  stock  as  well  as  marketed  beef  production.  Restrictions  in  the  movement 
and  purchase  of  beef  cattle  were  imposed  in  the  Southern  Province.  The  outcome  of  this 
was  a  general  rise  in  the  five  weight  price  per  kilogramme  of  beef  particularly  in  the  Copperbelt 
Province.  A  total  of  106  000  heads  of  cattle  were  estimated  to  have  been  slaughtered  in  1982 
compared  to  100  000  heads  slaughtered  in  1981. 

3.  Total  production  of  milk  increased  from  20  million  litres  in  1981  to  21.5  million 
litres  in  1982  while  the  total  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  increased  from  60  000  in  1981  to 
63  000  in  1982.  Marketed  production  of  poultry  also  increased  from  18  million  to  19  million 
birds  whereas  egg  sales  increased  from  14  million  to  15  million  units  over  the  two  years. 

1.2.  Prospects  for  the  1982/83  Season 

4.  The  1982  Annual  Plan  targeted  a  growth  rate  of  more  than  15  per  cent  compared  to 
the  registered  negative  7.5  per  cent  attained  in  the  1981/82  agricultural  season.  This  rate  of 
growth  was  derived  from  specific  crop  and  livestock  targets  set  by  crop  forecasting  specialists 
in  each  of  the  nine  provinces  in  collaboration  with  the  Planning  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Water  Development  and  the  National  Commission  for  Development  Plan¬ 
ning. 

5.  Without  at  all  disregarding  the  net  impact  of  other  factors  such  as  the  adequacy 
of  the  input  supply  and  marketing  system,  the  effectiveness  of  the  present  extension  service, 
the  availability  of  spares,  fuel  and  lubricants  to  the  commercial  sector,  and  also  the  response 
of  the  farming  community  to  set  producer  prices  and  other  incentives,  the  rainfall  situation 
continues  to  significantly  influence  the  performance  of  the  agricultural  sector  in  Zambia. 

6.  By  February,  1983,  it  was  quite  certain  that  the  15  per  cent  rate  of  growth  and  pro¬ 
duction  targets  set  for  the  1982/83  season  may  not  be  achieved  primarily  due  to  yet  another 
semi-drought  which  hit  the  country  and  the  Eastern  and  Southern  Africa  regions  as  a  whole. 
In  the  month  of  October,  1982  many  areas  in  the  country  received  isolated  heavy  falls  although 
from  an  agrometeorological  point  of  view  these  were  mostly  inadequate  to  permit  the  bulid-up 
of  sufficient  moisture  in  the  soil  profile.  Sowing  rains  started  late  in  November,  1982  in  most 
areas  except  on  the  Copperbelt  and  parts  of  the  Eastern  Provinces  which  received  planting 
rain  in  the  second  decade  of  the  same  month. 

7.  In  as  far  as  the  quantity  and  distribution  of  rain  for  the  entire  growing  season  was 
concerned,  rainfall  reports  received  from  the  network  of  meteorological  stations  all  over 
the  country  however  indicated  that  the  situation  in  the  1982/83  season  was  somewhat  better 
than  in  the  1981/82  season  for  agricultural  production. 
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8.  Rainfall  in  Eastern,  Luapula,  Northern,  and  North-Western  Provinces  has  been 
much  above  the  quantities  received  over  the  months  of  October,  November,  December,  and 
January  last  season.  It  has  been  observed  that  the  distribution  has  also  been  much 
better  than  the  last  season.  Other  things  being  equal  therefore,  substantial  increases  in  agri¬ 
cultural  production  are  expected  in  these  provinces  during  the  current  season  compared  to 
the  previous  one.  Similar  conditions  apply  to  Central  and  Copperbelt  Provinces  where  rain¬ 
fall  quantity  and  distribution  has  been  better  than  during  the  1981/82. 

9.  In  Lusaka  Province,  Lusaka  International  Airport  recorded  the  same  quantity  of 
rainfall  as  in  1981/82.  The  distribution  was  however,  such  that  there  was  no  shortage  of  rain¬ 
fall  as  experienced  in  December,  1981,  providing  more  favourable  conditions  for  increased 
crop  joelds.  In  the  Southern  and  Western  Provinces  substantial  increases  compared  to  the 
previous  year  were  recorded  and  the  distribution  has  also  shown  some  improvements.  However, 
parts  of  both  provinces  suffered  from  a  general  lack  of  rainfall  for  some  time  which  had  a 
negative  effect  on  crops.  On  the  average,  however,  there  are  signs  for  gaining  substantial 
increases  of  production  compared  to  the  previous  year  although  prospects  in  these  two  pro¬ 
vinces  are  not  as  promising  as  in  other  provinces.  The  relatively  favourable  conditions  described 
above  continued  to  prevail  in  most  parts  of  the  country  beyond  the  middle  of  February. 
During  the  last  decade  of  February  however,  most  stations  recorded  no  rainfall.  But  it  is 
supposed  that  this  relatively  short  dry  spell  had  no  considerable  negative  impact  on  the  crop 
yields  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  affected  areas  had  more  rainfall  in  March,  Table  IV. I  provides 
details  of  the  rainfall  pattern  from  various  areas  of  the  country  for  the  current  season. 
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Table  IV.  1:  Rainfall  Pattern  from  Various  Areas  of  Zambia  (millimetres) 
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10.  On  the  basis  of  the  rainfall  situation  up  to  the  last  decade  of  January,  1983  and  also 
the  availability  of  other  factor  inputs,  some  estimation  of  expected  growth  rate  in  the  sector 
has  been  done  for  the  current  season.  Against  a  targeted  figure  of  15  per  cent  in  the  1982 
Annual  Plan,  a  10.9  per  cent  rate  of  growth  for  the  crop  and  livestock  sector  is  expected 
to  be  achieved  during  the  1982/83  agricultural  season.  The  highest  production  increases 
are  expected  to  be  gained  from  seed  cotton,  tobacco  and  wheat. 

11.  The  1982  Annual  Plan  had  targeted  a  total  production  of  12.8  million  bags  of  maize, 
a  level  which  is  somewhat  close  to  the  estimated  total  internal  demand.  Only  10.5  million 
bags  are  however,  expected  to  be  produced  in  the  1982/83  season  according  to  the  lastest  official 
forecasts,  implying  a  shortfall  of  two  million  bags.  Of  the  10.5  million  bags,  seven  million  are 
expected  to  be  purchased  by  official  marketing  agencies.  Marketed  production  of  maize  is  thus 
forecasted  to  slightly  increase  over  last  season’s  level  by  at  least  one  million  bags. 

12.  According  to  the  estimates,  total  production  and  sales  from  Lusaka  and  Southern 
Provinces  will  still  be  below  the  results  gained  in  1980/81.  The  same  is  true  of  Central  Province 
in  case  of  sales.  All  other  provinces  are  likely  to  surpass  the  1980/81  results  and  most  increases 
are  expected  to  be  gained  in  Eastern  and  Northern  Provinces  in  this  respect. 

13.  Against  a  targeted  total  of  222  000  bags  of  wheat,  some  195  000  bags  are  expected  to 
be  harvested  in  the  current  crop  season  which  should  be  a  record  increase  of  over  24  per  cent 
over  last  year’s  yield.  Production  in  Northern  Province  has  declined  due  to  the  closing  of  the 
production  component  of  the  ZAMCAN  wheat  scheme  in  Mbala.  Whereas  according  to  1983 
estimates  all  other  wheat  growing  provinces  will  gain  an  increase  of  production  compared  to 
1981,  for  Lusaka  Province  it  has  been  forecasted  that  production  in  1983  will  still  remain  below' 
the  1981  result. 

14.  A  21  per  cent  increase  in  the  production  of  rice  is  expected  this  season  over  last  year's 
yield  level  w  here  79  600  bags  are  anticipated  to  be  produced  against  a  targeted  figure  of  83  000 
bags. 

15.  According  to  the  preliminary  crop  forecasting  report  for  1983  all  provinces  are 
expected  to  gain  remarkable  increase  in  production  of  rice  compared  to  levels  in  1980/81  except 
Eastern  and  Southern  provinces.  Besides  efforts  toward  further  increases  in  rice  production, 
special  attention  should  be  paid  to  increasing  the  proportion  of  official  sales  to  total  production 
in  order  to  increase  local produced  rice  and  therefore  gradually  reduce  imports  in  the  long 
term. 

16.  Total  production  of  groundnuts  is  expected  to  increase  from  97  000  bags  to  99  000 
bags  over  the  1981/82  and  1982/83  season  respectively.  It  is  intended  to  stop  the  steady  decline 
in  the  sales  of  groundnuts  and  to  reach  an  increase  of  marketed  groundnuts  from  8  000  to 
23  000  bags  in  the  1983  marketing  year. 

17.  According  to  the  estimates  for  1983  production  and  sales  in  all  provinces  will  be  much 
lower  than  in  1980/81  except  Northern  and  North-Western  provinces.  In  addition  to  efforts 
aimed  at  increasing  production,  the  share  of  marketed  groundnuts  is  expected  to  be  considerably 
increased  as  a  condition  for  maintaining  self-sufficiency  and  creating  a  surplus  for  export. 

18.  In  the  case  of  sunflower,  a  total  of  467  200  bags  are  expected  to  be  produced  this 
season  against  a  targeted  level  of  440  900  bags.  The  1982/83  expected  production  however 
marks  a  12. 1  per  cent  increase  over  last  year’s  production. 

19.  Although  according  to  the  1983  forecast  further  progrees  in  the  production  and  sales 
of  sunflower  ■will  be  achieved  the  expected  results  from  Central,  Luapula,  Southern  and  Western 
provinces  are  likely  to  still  lag  behind  the  results  gained  in  1980/81. 

20.  The  1982  Annual  Plan  had  targeted  a  total  production  of  23  million  kilogrammes  of 
cotton  of  which  only  17.6  million  kilogrammes  are  expected  to  be  harvested  in  the  current 
season.  This  year’s  production  however  shows  an  increase  of  33.4  per  cent  over  last  season’s 
production  of  13.2  million  kilogramme. 

21.  The  estimates  for  1983  indicate  that  all  cotton  growing  provinces  have,  compared 
with  last  year,  increased  planted  area  and  are  expected  to  gain  remarkable  increases  of  pro¬ 
duction.  The  only  exception  is  in  Southern  Province  where  a  further  decline  in  cotton  production 
has  been  forecasted  so  far. 
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22.  For  the  tobacco  sub-sector,  the  1982  Annual  Plan  had  targeted  a  total  production  of 
3  million  kilogrammes  of  Virginia  tobacco.  Only  2.5  million  kilogrammes  are  however  expectep 
to  be  marketed  although  this  is  an  increase  of  32.7  per  cent  over  last  year’s  production  of  1.9 
million  kilogrammes. 

23.  For  the  rest  of  the  crops  only  marginal  production  increases  are  expected  to  be 
achieved  over  last  year’s  production  levels. 

24.  In  the  livestock  sector,  the  beef  sub-sector  is  expected  to  grow  by  4.7  per  cent  while 
pork  production  should  slightly  increase  by  3  per  cent.  The  expected  rate  of  growth  in  the 
poultry  sub-sector  is  3.4  per  cent  while  milk  and  egg  production  is  expected  to  increase  by  4.7 
and  5  per  cent  respectively. 

25.  Further  increases  in  the  production  of  fish  are  expected  over  the  two  seasons.  The 
production  of  fish  in  the  country  should  rise  from  75  815  metric  tonnes  in  1982  to  78  300  metric 
tonnes  in  1983.  Details  of  the  expected  yield  for  various  crops  and  livestock  products  are 
included  in  Table  IV. 2  below.  To  obtain  the  expected  levels  of  production  in  various  com¬ 
modities  set  out  in  this  Table  short-term  practical  measures  must  be  taken  particularly  during 
the  harvesting  period  and  marketing  of  various  commodities  by  official  agencies  as  specified  in 
Section  3.1  of  the  Chapter. 

2.  POLICY  OBJECTIVES,  TARGETS  AND  PRODUCTION  STRATEGY  FOR  THE 

1983/84  SEASON 

2.1  Policy  Objectives 

26.  The  1983  Annual  Plan  continues  to  lay  special  emphasis  on  the  development  of  the 
agricultural  and  rural  sector  as  part  of  a  broader  strategy  to  restructure  the  national  economv. 
This  year’s  production  strategy,  supportive  policy  measures,  as  well  as  the  allocation  of  invest¬ 
ment  resources  in  various  programmes  and  projects  in  the  agricultural  sector  thus  essentially 
aim  at  the  achievement  of  the  following  Third  National  Development  Plan  policy  objectives : 

(i)  to  achieve  self-reliance  and  self-sufficiency  in  staple  foods,  both  nationally  and 
regionally  where  feasible,  and  to  provide  raw  materials  for  agro -industries ; 

(ii)  to  stimulate  and  increase  production  for  exports ; 

(iii)  to  increase  the  contribution  of  the  rural  sector  to  the  GDP  and  to  promote  the 
diversification  of  the  rural  economy ; 

(iv)  to  improve  rural  standards  of  living  and  nutritional  status  and  to  create  a  self- 
reliant  and  progressive  rural  economy ; 

(v)  to  create  new  employment  and  income  opportunities  in  rural  areas  in  order  to 

counteract  rural-urban  migration,  and  to  improve  infrastructural  services  related 
to  increased  productivity  in  the  sector. 

2.2  Growth  Rate  and  Production  Targets 

27.  Taking  into  account  the  existing  potential  of  the  sector  and  the  above  long  term 
objectives,  and  also  assuming  the  weather  conditions  will  be  sufficiently  favourable  to  allow'  for 
timely  planting  and  normal  crop  growth,  a  sectoral  growth  rate  of  9.4  per  cent  has  been  targeted 
for  the  1983/84  agricultural  season  as  compared  to  10.9  per  cent  expected  to  be  achieved  in  the 
1982/83  season  and  a  negative  7.5  per  cent  achieved  during  the  1981/82  season.  The  planned 
growthratein  1983/84  represents  an  11.9per  cent  increase  overthe  attained  growth  in  the  1980/81 
season.  The  1983/84  targeted  growth  rate  has  been  derived  from  specific  production  targets  of 
major  crop  and  livestock  commodities  of  producers  in  both  the  Government,  parastatal  and 
private  sectors. 

2.2.1  Crop  Sector 
(a)  Maize 

28.  The  policy  of  the  Party  and  its  Government  in  regard  to  maize  production  is  two-fold : 

(i)  increasing  production  in  those  provinces  where  the  crop  is  traditionally  grown,  i.e. 

Southern,  Central,  Eastern  and  Lusaka  provinces. 

(ii)  intensifying  the  production  of  the  crop  in  the  high  rainfall  provinces  in  order  to 
alleviate  the  occasional  shortfalls  at  national  level  due  to  regional  droughts. 
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29.  A  production  target  of  12  065  000  bags  of  maize  on  a  total  area  of  571  000  hectares 
has  been  set  for  the  1983/84  season.  Of  the  12  million  bags,  a  total  of  8.3  million  are  expected 
to  be  purchased  by  marketing  agencies  with  the  bulk  of  the  crop  expected  to  come  from  both 
commercial  and  small-scale  producers  in  Central,  Southern,  Eastern,  Lusaka  and  Northern 
provinces. 

30.  It  has  been  observed  that  the  traditional  maize  growing  areas  ( i.e .  Southern,  Central, 
Eastern  and  Lusaka  pirn  inces)  have  been  the  most  hit  by  regional  droughts  whenever  they 
occur.  It  is  therefore  the  strong  intention  of  the  Party  and  its  Government  to  construct  irrigation 
facilities  such  as  dams  and  weirs  for  irrigation  and  other  purposes  in  these  provinces.  In  order  to 
encourage  maize  production  in  the  high  rainfall  areas  of  Northern,  Luapula,  Copperbelt,  and 
North-Western  provinces,  lime  will  be  made  available  to  farmers  at  subsidized  prices  in  addition 
to  land  development  services  and  other  inputs. 

( b )  R ice 

31.  A  target  of  88  800  bags  has  been  set  for  rice  production  out  of  which  67  000  bags  are 
expected  to  be  marketed  by  official  marketing  agencies.  These  targets  are  planned  to  be  realised 
from  an  area  of  6  600  hectares.  The  bulk  of  the  production  is  expected  to  come  from  small-scale 
farmers  in  Northern,  Eastern,  Luapula,  Western  and  North-Western  provinces.  The  attractive 
'producer  price  is  intended  to  further  boost  the  production  of  the  crop  in  the  said  provinces  as  a 
positive  measure  to  further  reduce  imports. 

(c)  Wheat 

32.  The  Government  policy  in  respect  of  wheat  is  to  expand  and  encourage  production 

in  areas  where  the  crop  is  currently  being  grown  and  to  extend  its  production  to  other  provinces 
where  ecological  conditions  prove  to  be  favourable  for  its  growth.  A  target  of  215  800  bags  has 
been  set  for  the  1983/84  season  of  which  212  100  bags  are  expected  to  be  sold  to  marketing 
agencies.  To  achieve  these  targets,  it  is  intended  to  increase  wheat  hectarage  from  3  750  hectares 
in  1981/82  to  4  890  hectares  in  1983/84.  ; 

33.  A  high  wheat  producer  price,  timely  availability  of  agricultural  inputs  and  the 
foreign  exchange  incentives  will  also  continue  to  be  major  Government  instruments  used  to 
achieve  the  set  out  targets. 


(d)  Groundnuts 

34.  Groundnuts  is  one  of  the  major  crops  in  Zambia  with  a  high  export  potential.  Al¬ 
though  substantial  quantities  of  the  crop  is  grown  in  the  country,  less  than  10  per  cent  has 
reached  the  official  market  during  the  previous  two  years.  Much  of  it  finds  its  way  out  to 
informal  markets.  It  is  therefore  Government’s  intention  to  carry  out  a  survey  on  the  production 
and  marketing  of  the  crop  in  the  country  in  order  to  establish  the  cause  of  the  sharp  decline  in 
production  overtime  with  a  view  to  finding  remedial  policy  measures. 

35.  Despite  the  present  problems  being  experienced  in  the  production  and  marketing  of 
groundnuts,  a  target  of  1 14  900  bags  has  been  set  for  the  1983/84.  This  target  is  18.5  per  cent 
higher  than  the  1981/82  actual  production  and  15.2  per  cent  above  the  expected  yield  in  the 
1982/83  season. 

36.  The  above  target  is  expected  to  be  achieved  by  way  of  increasing  hectarage  from 
21  000  hectares  to  22  000  hectares.  Further,  Government  will  continue  to  offer  a  remunerative 
producer  price  to  groundnut  growers  while  at  the  same  time  encouraging  the  production  of  the 
crop  in  other  provinces  well  suited  for  its  production.  Marketing  agencies  will  also  be  required 
to  put  extra  effort  in  order  to  compete  more  effectively  with  private  groundnut  buyers  in  the 
informal  markets. 

(e)  Sunflower 

37.  Sunflower  continues  to  be  grown  by  small  and  medium  scale  farmers.  A  target  of 
522  800  bags  are  planned  to  be  produced  during  the  1983/84  season  out  of  which  some  495  000 
bags  are  expected  to  be  marketed  through  the  official  marketing  agencies.  Of  the  522  800  bags, 
374  000  bags  are  expected  to  be  produced  by  small  and  medium  scale  farmers  in  Eastern  and 
Central  provinces. 

38.  Among  the  measures  taken  to  realise  the  above  targets  include  high  producer  prices, 
increasing  hectarage  from  39  500  hectares  in  1981/82  to  46  550  hectares  in  1983/84.  This  is  in 
addition  to  timely  supply  of  inputs  to  farmers. 
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(/)  Soyabeans 

39.  Soyabeans  continue  to  be  grown  by  commercial  farmers  in  rotation  with  irrigated 
wheat.  The  hectarage  of  soyabeans  is  expected  to  increase  to  7  130  in  1983/84.  Copperbelt, 
Southern,  Central  and  Lusaka  provinces  continue  to  be  the  major  soyabean  producers  and  are 
expected  to  increase  soyabean  production  because  of  high  producer  prices  and  attractive 
foreign  exchange  incentives  offered  by  the  Party  and  its  Government.  Marketed  output  of 
soyabeans  is  also  expected  to  increase  from  41  200  bags  in  1981/82  to  74  000  bags  in  1983/84. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  high  target  of  soyabeans  will  be  attained  if  the  input  reach  the  farmers 
in  time  and  if  soyabean  farmers  fully  respond  to  all  other  incentives  given  to  them  by  the 
Party  and  its  Government. 

(g)  Seed  Cotton 

40.  A  total  of  17  572  000  kilogrammes  of  seed  cotton  are  expected  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Lint  Company  of  Zambia  from  the  current  agricultural  season  (i.e.  1982/83).  A  modest  target  of 
20  250  000  kilogrammes  has  been  set  for  the  1983/84  season  to  be  realised  on  an  area  of  30  500 
hectares. 

41.  The  bulk  of  the  targeted  output  in  seed  cotton  is  expected  to  be  achieved  through 
continued  support  to  a  total  of  7  060  growers  in  the  Cotton  Development  Project  in  Central 
and  Southern  provinces.  The  Eastern  Province  Agricultural  Development  Project  should,  in 
the  1983/84  season,  substantially  raise  cotton  production  in  this  province. 

( h )  Tobacco 

42.  Tobacco  continues  to  be  an  export  crop.  The  growth  of  the  tobacco  sector  has  however 
been  slackening  since  independence  due  to,  among  other  factors,  lack  of  expertise  and  concerted 
extension  services  and  credit  support  to  small-scale  growers  in  particular.  It  is  therefore  the 
intention  of  the  Party  and  its  Government  to  strengthen  the  sector  by  way  of  involving  large 
tobacco  buying  corporations  in  the  growing  of  the  crop  as  well  as  in  the  organisation  of  growers. 

43.  In  view  of  the  above  intended  measures,  Virginia  tobacco  output  is  expected  to 
increase  from  1.9  million  kilogrammes  in  1981/82  to  3.1  million  kilogrammes  in  the  1983/84 
season. 

(i)  Cassava 

44.  Cassava  forms  a  major  staple  food  in  some  parts  of  Northern,  Luapula,  Western  and 
North-Western  provinces.  For  the  first  tune,  the  Party  and  its  Government  has  fixed  a  pi  ice  of 
K7.50  per  50  kg  chipped  cassava.  This  price,  although  lower  than  the  informal  market  price, 
will  encourage  peasant  farmers  to  sell  their  cassava  to  provincial  co-operative  unions. 

45.  Until  now  no  reliable  estimates  of  cassava  production  are  obtainable  in  the  country 
to  allow  setting  up  of  any  realistic  production  targets.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water 
Development  will  however,  continue  its  surveys  in  cassava  production  and  marketing  with 
a  view  to  come  up  with  a  reliable  statistical  data  base  for  formulating  a  long  term  and  short¬ 
term  cassava  policy  and  production  targets. 

(j)  Sorghum  and  Millet 

46.  Sorghum  and  millet  form  major  staple  food  diets  in  North-Western,  Northern, 
Copperbelt,  Western  and  Central  provinces.  The  Government  has  recently  been  promoting  the 
production  of  sorghum  and  millet  because  of  poor  rainfall  which  has  badly  affected  the  adequate 
production  and  supply  of  maize  in  Zambia.  These  two  crops  are  drought  resistant  and  if  officially 
marketed  to  Provincial  Co-operative  Unions  would  form  the  major  input  for  making  stockfeed 
and  beer  brewing  by  National  Breweries  and  save  maize  for  human  consumption  which  is 
currently  used  for  stockfeed  and  brewing  of  opaque  beer. 

47.  The  production  of  sorghum  and  millet  will  be  expanded  by  way  of  offering  higher 
producer  prices  to  small-scale  farmers  producing  these  two  crops  and  by  teaching  peasant 
farmers  through  extension  services  the  proper  methods  of  applying  fertiliser  and  of  using  high 
yielding  varieties  of  sorghum  and  millet  seeds.  It  is  intended  to  start  setting  production  targets 
for  the  two  crops  as  soon  as  an  adequate  and  reliable  statistical  data  base  has  been  established. 

48.  Tables  IV. 2  (a)  to  IV. 2  (j)  present  a  summary  of  the  1983/84  production  targets  in  the 
crop  sector  at  national  level  and  broken  down  by  provinces.

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2.2.2.  Livestock  Sector 


49.  As  was  the  case  during  the  preparation  of  the  1982  Annual  Plan,  statistical  data  on 
the  production  of  various  livestock  commodities  continues  to  be  inadequate  and  unreliable  for 
planning  purposes.  Much  of  the  available  data  is  in  respect  of  marketed  production  of  some 
major  livestock  products  at  national  level.  What  has  been  done  in  this  year’s  Annual  Plan  is  to 
again  set  national  targets  for  marketed  production  of  major  livestock  commodities  only.  Table 
IV. 3  indicates  the  planned  targets  for  the  livestock  sector  in  the  1983/84  season.

2.3.  Production  Strategy

50.  In  pursuance  of  the  above  policy  aims  and  production  targets,  appropriate  practical 
measures  will  during  the  course  of  the  year,  be  introduced  to  ensure  that  all  categories  of  farmers 
respond  positively  to  the  Party’s  call  for  increased  food  and  agricultural  production  as  ela¬ 
borated  in  the  ‘Operation  Food  Production  Programme’.  What  follows  are  some  essential 
features  of  the  1983/84  production  strategy  in  agriculture. 

2.3.1.  At  National  Level 

51.  The  programme  of  strengthening  the  Planning  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Water  Development  will  be  continued  in  order  to  increase  the  Ministry’s  capacity  to  absorb 
and  effectively  utilise  foreign  and  local  investment  funds  as  well  as  improving  data  collection 
and  planning  in  the  agricultural  sector. 

In  order  to  stop  unnecessary  delays  and  non-performance  in  the  implementation  of 
agricultural  programmes  and  projects  and  to  also  ensure  that  sufficient  effort  is  put  towards  the 
achievement  of  laid  down  production  targets,  a  system  of  individual  and  institutional  accounta¬ 
bility  will  be  introduced  and  in  this  connection,  the  Appointments  and  Disciplinary  and ' 
the  Economic  and  Finance  Committees  of  the  Central  Committee  have  been  empowered 
to  scrutinize  appointments  and  summon  any  public  official  for  failure  to  meet  set  out  production 
targets  at  national,  provincial  or  project  levels. 

Intensified  effort  will  be  put  in  the  provision  of  inputs  to  all  categories  of  farmers  on  a 
regular  and  timely  basis  through  an  efficient  distribution  system  while  at  the  same  time  ensuring 
an  efficient  and  responsible  pricing  system. 

The  provision  of  agricultural  credit  supported  by  an  effective  recovery  system  will  also  be 
continued  while  the  National  Commission  for  Development  Planning  will  ensure  adequate 
budgetary  allocations  to  various  agricultural  services  and  programmes. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  has  been  directed  to  identify  specific 
potential  crop  and  livestock  commodities  for  export  and  that  once  such  commodities  are 
identified,  necessary  support  priority  should  be  given  to  them  in  terms  of  credit,  extension 
services,  inputs  and  funding.  Further,  the  Ministry  is  expected  to  ensure  that  fixing  of  producer 
prices  must  take  into  account  real  cost  of  production  in  the  sector. 

Having  realised  the  vulnerability  of  agricultural  production  to  adverse  weather  conditions, 
the  Party  and  its  Government  have  directed  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Develop¬ 
ment  to  place  deliberate  emphasis  on  the  development  of  irrigation  in  the  country  both  on  a 
small-scale  and  large-scale  basis.  The  Ministry  is  thus  to  prepare  a  well-worked  out  plan  of  dam 
and  weir  construction,  sinking  of  boreholes  and  well  points  in  the  drier  parts  of  the  country. 

In  the  field  of  marketing,  farmers  and  marketing  agencies  have  been  urged  to  harvest 
all  crops  in  good  time  and  to  make  comprehensive  preparations  for  marketing  of  produce  to 
further  reduce  harvest  and  storage  losses.  The  improvement  of  activities  of  organisations 
responsible  for  purchasing  of  agricultural  produce  is  crucial  in  order  to  encourage  farmers  in  all 
areas  in  the  sale  of  their  surplus  produce  and  to  narrow  the  present  gap  between  high  pro¬ 
duction  and  low  sales  particularly  in  the  case  of  groundnuts,  soyabeans,  and  rice. 
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2.3.2.  At  Provincial  and  Local  Levels 


52.  In  line  with  the  resolutions  of  the  17th  Meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  the  United 
National  Independence  Party,  Provincial,  District,  and  Ward  Councils  in  particular  and  all 
other  economic  units  in  general  will  this  year  be  required  to  strictly  observe  agricultural 
production  targets  set  in  the  Annual  Plans  and  ensure  that  these  targets  are  realised  at  all  cost. 
The  crop  and  livestock  targets  set  out  in  section  2.2  of  the  Chapter  should  be  used  as  orientation 
data.  They  should  be  seriously  evaluated  and  discussed  at  every  level  in  terms  of  how  best  to 
further  break  them  down  by  District,  Ward,  Villages,  etc.,  and  also  by  category  of  producers 
e.g.,  State  Farms  (where  operational),  Rural  Reconstruction  Co-operatives,  parastatal  pro¬ 
duction  units,  private  commercial  farmers,  producer  co-operatives,  medium  and  small-scale 
farmers  with  a  view  to  identifying  the  most  effective  way  of  organising  the  said  administrative 
units  and  producers  in  achieving  the  targets. 

53.  The  disaggregation  of  targets  among  administrative  units  and  various  producers 
should  not  be  considered  as  a  mere  technical  job.  Rather,  it  should  be  viewed  as  an  exercise 
which  calls  for  high  responsibility  and  experience  on  the  part  of  officials  concerned.  Officers  with 
a  clear  knowledge  of  the  districts,  wards,  villages  and  producers  devoted  to  and  well  conversant 
with  Party  and  Government  policies  as  well  as  with  some  insight  in  the  agricultural  potential 
of  the  various  areas  constituting  a  province  should  be  selected  for  the  disaggregation  of  pro¬ 
duction  targets  at  various  levels. 

54.  As  guideline  for  the  operationalization  of  targets  in  the  whole  annual  agricultural 
planning  cycle,  the  following  time  schedule  is  suggested  to  be  followed  by  Provincial  and  other 
authorities : 

(i)  By  30th  June,  1983,  Provincial  Councils  could  breakdown  their  respective  provincial 
targets  by  Districts  and  categories  of  producers ; 

(ii)  By  31st  July,  1983,  District  Councils  should  have  completed  the  breakdown  of 
targets  received  from  Provincial  Councils  by  Wards  and  specific  producers ; 

(iii)  By  31st  August,  1983,  Ward  Officials  should  have  completed  the  task  of  further 
disaggregating  targets  in  terms  of  villages ; 

(iv)  By  at  least  the  end  of  September,  1983,  the  farmers  at  village  level  and  other 
producers  should  have  known  their  obligations  and  responsibilities  in  achieving 
local  production  targets. 

55.  During  the  month  of  October  meetings  of  all  farmers  should  be  convened  at  village 
level.  At  these  meetings  an  evaluation  of  the  results  gained  in  the  current  planting  season 
should  be  given  and  an  agreement  should  be  reached  with  the  farmers  as  to  what  each  one  of 
them  is  expected  to  produce  and  sell  within  the  1983/84  season.  These  meetings  should  be 
followed  by  farm  family  or  small  group  discussions  aimed  at  achieving  village  targets  by 
voluntary  pledging  at  farm  family  level. 

56.  Local  authorities  at  particularly  Provincial,  District  and  Ward  levels  should  ensure 
that  the  more  organised  categories  of  producers  in  the  State,  Parastatal  and  Private  Sectors  are 
full  involved  in  the  above  exercise.  At  provincial  level  for  instance  representatives  from  the 
Commercial  Farmers  Bureau;  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  (for  RRCs  and  ZNS  Production 
Units);  Rural  Development  Corporation  (for  ZAD  Limited  farms,  ranches,  and  dairies); 
established  settlement  schemes,  and  major  Government  project  should  be  invited  to  the 
discussions.  The  final  outcome  of  such  discussions  should  be  an  agreed  indication  of  how  much 
and  what  measures  each  of  the  institutions  will  contribute  towards  achieving  set  out  crop  and 
livestock  targets  in  the  particular  Province,  District  or  Ward. 

57.  Central  Government  institutions  should  do  their  utmost  to  improve  their  activities 
in  this  direction  and  work  closely  with  local  authorities  by  way  of  giving  them  necessary 
support  and  keeping  reliable  records  on  results  and  experience  gained  as  well  as  on  problems 
which  must  be  overcome.  In  this  context  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development 
bears  a  special  responsibility  and  is  therefore  required  to  send  some  of  its  most  able  and  devoted 
officers  to  provinces,  districts  and  wards  to  provide  technical  advice  in  the  realisation  of 
specified  targets. 

58.  The  mass  media  such  as  radio,  television,  and  newspapers  should  play  an  important 
role  in  publicising  production  targets  and  developing  a  sense  of  competition  for  maximum 
effort  in  achieving  the  laid  down  targets. 
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59.  The  following  sections  cover  a  general  description  of  the  various  producers  expected 
to  participate  in  the  fulfilment  of  the  1983/84  production  targets  in  both  the  State  and  private 
sector. 

(A)  State  Sector 

(i)  State  Farms 

GO.  The  programme  of  establishing  two  large-scale  commercial  State  Farms  in  each  of 
the  nine  provinces  will  be  continued  during  1983  in  line  with  the  objectives  of  the  Operation 
Food  Production  Programme  and  the  economic  aims  of  Humanism  in  Zambia.  The  State 
Farms  arc  intended  to  make  a  significant  contribution  towards  the  achievement  of  the  following 
objectives,  among  others : 

(а)  making  the  country  self-sufficient  in  basic  food  requirements  in  the  first  stage ; 

(б)  producing  surplus  agricultural  products  for  export,  and 

(c)  making  agriculture  the  basis  for  industrialisation. 

61.  The  Government  intends  to  spend  substantial  sums  of  money  on  the  development  of 
agriculture  on  a  scientific  and  rational  basis.  On  the  other  hand  agriculture  is  intended  to 
furnish  industry  not  only  with  raw  materials  but  it  has  also  to  produce  capital  needed  for  new 
investment  in  heavy  and  light  industry.  Large-scale  State  Farms  are,  therefore,  expected  to  be 
instrumental  in  the  achievement  of  these  broad  aims  in  addition  to  contributing  to  increased 
employment  and  to  spreading  incomes  as  well  as  meaningful  development  to  the  entire  popula¬ 
tion  with  special  emphasis  on  the  rural  population.  The  farms  are  intended  to  be  equipped 
with  electricity,  workshops  repair  facilities,  primary  schools,  health  units  and  other  necessary 
and  essential  amenities  and  are  envisaged  to  become  centres  which  are  practising  effective 
farming  and  which  set  an  example  to  other  farmers,  encouraging  them  to  increase  their  con¬ 
tribution  towards  food  production  and  progressive  rural  development  as  a  whole. 

62.  Since  its  inception,  the  State  Farm  Programme  has  largely  undergone  the  pre¬ 
feasibility  study  phase  and  a  number  of  feasibility  studies  have  already  been  prepared  or  are 
currently  under  preparation  for  some  of  the  proposed  farms.  Furthermore,  land  clearing  for 
pilot  development  has  actually  been  carried  out  for  some  of  the  farms.  During  the  course  of 
1 983,  the  following  are  some  of  the  planned  activities  to  be  pursued  in  the  programme : 

(a)  to  complete  pre-feasibility  studies  on  the  Luazamba  site  (Western  Province), 
Sinazongwe  site  (Southern  Province),  and  Chipangali  site  (Eastern  Province) ; 

(b)  to  complete  the  preparation  of  feasibility  study  reports  on  Chivuma  and  Solwezi 
State  Farms  in  North-Western  Province  as  well  as  Mtirizi  State  Farm  in  Eastern 
Province,  Work  of  which  is  in  progress ; 

(c)  to  complete  the  preparation  of  the  Design  Study  of  Lusaka  South-West  State  Farm 

and  embark  on  the  initial  managerial  arrangements  for  the  implementation  of  the 
pilot  phase  of  the  farm  ; 

(d)  to  start  work  on  the  feasibility  studies  of  Nchelenge  and  Samfya-Musaba  State 
Farms  in  Luapula  Province ; 

(e)  to  carry  out  feasibility  studies  of  two  other  State  Farms  in  the  programme ; 

(/)  to  create  a  full-time  body  for  the  implementation  of  State  Farms  within  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development. 

(ii)  Rural  Reconstruction  Go-operatives  and  Zambia  National  Service  Production 
Units 

63.  The  Programme  of  consolidating  Rural  Reconstruction  Co-operatives  (RRCs)  as 
viable  and  self-supporting  economic  production  units  will  be  continued  during  1983.  In  order 
to  expand  the  absorptive  capacity  of  RRCs  for  unemployed  youth,  funds  have  been  made 
available  in  the  1983  Capital  Budget  for  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  Rural  Reconstruction 
Co-operatives  Programme  with  the  following  basic  objectives : 

(a)  to  determine  the  main  constraints  to  the  smooth  execution  of  the  programme  and 
recommend  ways  and  means  of  improving  the  operations  of  each  of  the  units  in 
order  that  they  can  become  viable  and  efficiently  run  co-operatives ; 
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( b )  to  determine  the  manpower,  management  and  financial  requirements  of  the  pro¬ 
gramme  ; 

(c)  to  recommend  ways  of  ensuring  effective  participation  of  the  settlers  and  the  local 
communities  in  co-operative  production  and  running  of  the  scheme ; 

(d)  to  recommend  ways  of  improving  working  and  living  conditions  within  the  RRCs. 

64.  In  respect  of  Zambia  National  Service  Production  Units,  the  programme  of  improving 
accommodation  and  sanitary  conditions  in  the  camps  will  be  continued.  This  programme 
remains  an  important  pre-requisite  for  resuming  the  School  Leaver  National  Service  Programme. 
Some  technical  assistance  in  the  form  of  skilled  manpower,  machinery  and  equipment  will 
continue  to  be  provided  to  the  Camps. 

For  the  first  time,  a  provincial  breakdown  of  expected  production  in  1982/83  season  and 
of  the  1983/84  production  targets  are  included  in  Table  IV. 4  of  the  Annual  Plan.  The  figures  are 
based  on  intensive  discussions  and  consultations  with  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Youth  and 
Sport  and  specialists  from  ZNS  Headquarters  as  well  as  RRCs  and  ZNS  Production  Camps 
during  planning  conferences  and  other  occasions.  The  figures  indicate  that  effort  will  be  made 
towards  increased  cultivated  area,  increasing  yield  levels  per  hectare  and  sales  of  produce  per 
production  unit.  The  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  Headquarters  will  also  intensify  their 
effort  aimed  at  improving  management,  planning,  accounting  progress  reporting,  and  general 
organisation  particularly  at  camp  and  centre  levels.  This  will  be  achieved  through : 

(a)  timely  provision  of  funds  and  farm  inputs ; 

( b )  effective  utilisation  of  farm  machinery  and  other  inputs ; 

(c)  timely  execution  of  farm  plans ; 

(d)  further  training  and  upgrading  of  specialists ;  and 

(e)  further  improvement  of  working  and  living  conditions  for  settlers  and  increasing 

their  effective  participation  in  the  efficient  running  of  the  centres  and  production 
camps.

(iii)  School  Production  Units 

65.  Until  now  it  has  not  been  possible  to  assess  the  performance  of  production  units  in 
schools  and  higher  institutions  of  learning  due  to  the  fact  that  progress  reporting  has  not  yet 
been  institutionalised  in  this  programme.  Since  the  inception  of  the  programme,  only  one 
quantitative  evaluation  of  the  programme  has  been  done  so  far.  This  is  the  report  prepared  by 
the  then  Ministry  of  Education  and  Culture  in  1980.  As  such,  it  has  been  difficult  to  formulate 
any  meaningful  policy  guidance  and  production  targets  for  the  programme  in  Annual  Plans. 
The  Ministries  of  General  Education  and  Culture  and  Higher  Education  will  in  1983  be  required 
to  carry  out  a  thorough  evaluation  of  the  contribution  of  the  programme  to  total  agricultural 
production  at  national  level  on  the  basis  of  which  future  planning  for  the  programme  could  be 
done. 

<B)  Parastatal  Sector 

66.  The  Government  continues  to  attach  great  importance  to  the  parastatal  sector  in  view 
of  the  sector’s  objectives  of  assisting  in  achieving  national  self-sufficiency  in  crop  and  livestock 
products.  The  Rural  Development  Corporation  will  during  1983  intensify  its  efforts  of  further 
increasing  production  and  productivity  and  improving  financial  results  in  order  to  contribute 
to  the  further  improvement  of  the  parastatal  sector  as  a  whole  This  calls  for  improved  manage¬ 
ment  at  all  levels  and  special  support  to  loss  making  units  in  order  to  develop  them  to  the  level 
of  advanced  units.  The  more  effective  use  of  all  resources  such  as  land,  manpower,  and 
technical  equipment  combined  with  the  consistent  implementation  of  advanced  farming  methods 
applicable  under  the  given  local  conditions  and  continuous  training  of  manpower  will  require  special 
attention.  Proper  and  improved  guidance  and  instruction,  economic  planning,  accounting  and 
progress  reporting  combined  with  systematic  assistance  and  on  the  spot  supervision  will 
contribute  to  attaining  these  objectives  each  unit.  Table  IV.5  presents  a  programme  of  develop¬ 
ment  in  ZAD  Limited  farms,  ranches  and  dairies  for  the  1983/84  agricultural  season. 


(G)  Private  Sector 

67.  Private  large-scale  commercial  farmers,  medium  and  small-scale  producers  still 
account  for  the  largest  share  of  agricultural  production  in  the  country.  The  Party  and  its 
Government  intends  to  further  provide  all  possible  support  to  both  the  large-scale  and  small- 
scale  private  producers  through  a  well  designed  system  of  incentives  and  integrated  agricul¬ 
tural  services  in  form  of  farm  extension,  farmer  training,  agricultural  credit,  input  supply  and 
marketing. 

68.  In  line  with  the  objectives  of  the  Operation  Food  Production  Programme,  policy 
incentives  for  farmers  which  were  offered  in  the  previous  years  will  still  continue  during  the 
1983/84  season.  The  producer  prices  of  crops  will  be  reviewed  such  that  they  reflect  the  cost  of 
production  in  farming. 

69.  Tax  payable  on  income  from  farming  wrill  still  stand  at  15  per  cent.  Other  tax  incen¬ 
tives  to  be  continued  include  the  development  allowance  for  growers  of  tea,  coffee,  and  citrus 
fruits,  the  two  year  write-off  period  for  machinery  equipment,  and  implements,  and  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  selective  employment  tax  on  incomes  of  expatriate  personnel  engaged  in  the 
agricultural  sector.

70.  The  foreign  exchange  incentives  offered  to  large  scale  producers  of  maize,  soyabeans 
and  tobacco  growers  will  also  be  continued  in  1983.  These  measures  should  go  a  long  wray 
towards  increased  agricultural  production,  food  self-sufficiency  and  improved  nutritional 
standards  throughout  Zambia. 

71.  Table  IV. 6  presents  a  programme  of  development  of  production  by  members  of  the 
Commercial  Farmers  Bureau  for  the  1982/83  and  1983/84  season.  In  the  case  of  soyabeans  and 
some  other  crops  figures  do  not  tally7"  up  with  those  presented  in  Table  IV. 2.  Such  problems  are 
intended  to  be  overcome  in  the  process  of  further  improvements  of  data  collection  and  planning.

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72.  Section  3  below  describes  in  more  detail  the  nature  of  the  support  services  to  be 
provided  to  the  large-scale  and  small-scale  producers  in  the  private  sector. 

3.  Institutional  Support  Policies  and  Programmes 

3.1.  Input  Supply,  Processing,  Marketing  and  Storage 

73.  The  Government  is  vigorously  promoting  the  use  of  fertilisers  among  all  categories  of 
farmers.  Consequently  the  sale  of  fertilisers  in  all  the  nine  provinces  is  planned  to  be  increased. 
Table  IV. 7  reflects  the  intended  distribution  of  fertilisers  in  1983.  Moreover,  major  steps  have 
been  taken  to  expand  the  capacity  of  Nitrogen  Chemicals  (Zambia)  Limited  to  increasingly 
produce  domestically  not  only  ammonium  nitrates  but  other  kinds  of  fertilisers  currently  being 
imported  on  a  significantly  greater  scale.  In  this  respect,  NCZ  will  increase  the  domestic 
production  of  R  and  X  compounds  from  11  186  in  1982  to  46  500  metric  tonnes  in  1983  for  X 
compounds. 

74.  Due  to  the  importance  the  Party  and  its  Government  attach  to  expanded  utilisation 
of  fertilisers  by  medium  and  small-scale  peasant  farmers,  those  who  join  the  Lima  and  the 
Integrated  Rural  Development  Programmes  are  offered  free  fertilisers  in  their  first  year  of 
being  in  the  programme  and  thereafter  pay  for  the  fertilisers  once  they  become  well  established 
in  the  programme.  Despite  the  increasing  landed  costs  of  imported  fertilisers  the  selling  prices 
of  fertilisers  to  farmers  is  stdl  significantly  below  the  landed,  handling  and  transportation  costs. 
In  this  way  even  commercial  farmers  are  all  encouraged  to  use  more  fertilisers. 

75.  The  Zambia  Seed  Company  will,  in  1983,  continue  to  play  its  major  function  of 
supplying  improved  seed  varieties  to  the  farming  community.  While  the  company  has  enough 
stocks  of  SR52  and  ZH1  maize  seed  varieties  to  satisfy  local  demand,  it  envisages  importing 
more  quantities  of  the  pioneer  seed  from  Zimbabwe.  The  Company  further  expects  to  introduce 
a  new  hybrid  variety  of  sunflower  during  the  1983/84  season.  Table  IV.8  presents  a  summary 
of  the  planned  production  of  seeds  by  the  Zambia  Seed  Company  in  1983.

76.  It  is  an  important  facet  of  Party  and  Government  policy  towards  rural  development  to 
support  the  co-operative  movement  in  the  function  of  marketing  of  agricultural  output  and 
farm  inputs.  In  1983  this  has  been  facilitated  by  the  creation  of  the  Ministry  of  Co-operatives. 
More  concerted  efforts  will  be  made  to  strengthen  the  co-operative  movement  especially 
through  the  promotion  of  primary  societies. 

77.  As  regards  the  Storage  Programme,  1983  will  see  a  substantial  increase  in  storage 
capacity.  Under  the  CIDA  storage  project,  25  maize  and  11  fertiliser  sheds  in  Choma,  Lusaka, 
Mumbwa,  Chipata,  Katete,  Lundazi  and  Petauke  will  be  completed  while  construction  of 
additional  13  maize  and  15  fertiliser  sheds  will  be  put  to  tender  during  the  year.  It  is  expected 
to  initiate  construction  before  1983  ends.  During  1983,  20  sheds  with  2  500  tonnes  capacity 
each  will  be  under  construction  with  the  Saudi  Fund  for  Development  assistance.  There  is 
another  storage  project  with  Czechoslovakia  assistance.  Under  this  aid  two  steel  silos  of  9  500 
tonnes  capacity  each  will  be  put  up  at  Chambishi  on  the  Copperbelt. 
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78.  In  the  field  of  agro-processing,  those  parastatal  companies  and  Boards  involved  in  the 
processing  of  food  and  other  agricultural  products  will  be  required  to  improve  their  operations. 

(a)  Dairy  Produce  Board  (DPB) 

79.  In  1983  the  Dairy  Produce  Board  (DPB)  will  open  an  additional  plant  in  Chipata. 
With  this  and  the  increased  number  of  vehicles  some  of  which  include  milk  tankers,  the  col¬ 
lection  of  milk  from  farmers  and  marketing  will  further  improve.  Milk  intake  is  planned  to  be 
increased  from  15  202  000  litres  in  1982  to  17  000  000  litres  in  1983. 

80.  Besides  collecting,  processing  and  marketing  of  an  increased  quantity  of  milk  DPB 
will  continue  to  make  available  to  dairy  farmers  such  requisites  like  milk  cans,  coolers,  sieves, 
milk  filters,  milking  buckets,  refrigerated  milk  tanks  etc.  Furthermore  DPB  will  try  to  obtain 
some  of  its  packaging  materials  and  other  items  locally  in  order  to  reduce  the  import  bill. 

(b)  Gold  Storage  Board  (CSB) 

81.  During  1983  CSB  has  planned  to  increase  the  intake  of  cattle  from  20  948  in  1982  to 
30  000.  The  acquisition  by  CSB  of  refrigerated  trucks  to  transport  meat  and  other  trucks  will 
contribute  considerably  towards  raising  efficiency.  Most  of  the  cattle  as  well  as  goats  and  sheep 
will  continue  to  come  from  traditional  cattle  owners  especially  from  Southern  Province  which 
contributes  about  70  per  cent  of  CSB  purchases. 

82.  As  one  of  its  activities  CSB  will  continue  to  slaughter  animals  for  private  butchers. 
The  Company  will  continue  processing  by-products  for  use  as  ingredients  for  concentrated 
stockfeed.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  in  the  import  substitution  of  animal  protein 
ingredients  for  stockfeeds. 

(c)  Zambia  Pork  Products 

83.  The  Company  intends  to  increase  the  intake  of  pigs  from  14  316  in  1982  to  20  000 
in  1983.  This  calls  for  concerted  efforts  toward  strengthening  business  relation  with  producers 
as  well  as  improving  processing  or  pork  meat  including  diversification  of  the  production  pro¬ 
gramme  in  line  with  the  demand  and  further  improvement  of  marketing.  Until  now  a  lot  of 
by-products  unsuitable  for  human  consumption  or  not  marketable  are  regularly  collected  by 
the  City  Council  of  Lusaka  for  annihilation.  The  processing  of  these  products  and  their  use 
could  contribute  toward  increasing  the  supply  of  ingredients  for  production  of  concentrate 
stockfeed  from  local  sources  and  reducing  the  import  bill  for  such  ingredients. 

(d)  Poultry  Development  Company 

84.  The  Company  has  made  arrangements  aimed  at  improving  its  operations  in  the 
field  of  collecting  birds,  slaughter  and  marketing  efficiency.  For  this  purpose  the  technical 
equipment  of  the  company  has  been  and  will  be  further  improved.  Consequently  the  intake 
is  planned  to  increase  to  1  000  000  birds  in  1983  compared  to  620  708  in  1982. 

85.  Further  more  measures  towards  processing  of  by-products  such  as  blood  and  feathers 
are  underway  and  this  will  contribute  to  the  provision  of  more  locally  produced  by-products 
used  as  ingredients  in  processing  concentrate  stockfeed. 

3.2.  Agricultural  Credit 

86.  The  provision  of  timely  and  adequate  loans  to  farmers  is  of  significant  importance 
to  accelerated  development  of  the  agricultural  sector.  At  the  moment  agricultural  loans  are 
given  to  farmers  by  commercial  banks  which  includes  Barclays  Bank  contributing  about  57 
per  cent  of  total  loans  provided  by  the  commercial  banks,  Standard  Bank  contributing  about 
thirty  per  cent,  and  the  remainder  of  the  loans  by  Grindlays  International  Bank  and  Zambia 
National  Commercial  Bank.  Agricultural  Finance  Company  (AFC),  Zambia  State  Insurance 
Corporation,  Cattle  Finance  Company,  Development  Bank  of  Zambia  and  Cooperative  Credit 
Schemes  also  give  a  substantial  amount  of  loans  to  farmers.  Nearly  all  the  loans  are  given  to 
medium  and  large  farmers  cultivating  above  ten  hectares  of  land.  Small  scale  farmers  cultivating 
below  ten  hectares  are  experiencing  significant  problems  to  acquire  loans  to  expand  and  develop 
their  hectrage.  The  Government  recognises  this  imbalance  in  the  allocation  of  loans  and  is 
taking  necessary  steps  to  correct  the  situation. 

87.  One  of  the  major  steps  taken  by  the  Government  to  expand  loan  availability  to  small 
scale  farmers  is  the  establishment  of  the  Zambia  Agricultural  Development  Bank  and  is 
also  encouraging  cooperative  unions  in  all  Provinces  to  give  loans  to  their  individual  members. 
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At  the  moment  five  provincial  unions  are  giving  loans  to  tlieir  co-operative  societies  through 
co-operative  credit  schemes.  In  1983  these  co-operative  credit  schemes  are  to  extend  their 
operations  to  the  remaining  four  provinces. 

88.  In  order  to  qualify  for  the  loan  under  the  Co-operative  Credit  Schemes,  a  farmer 
should  be  a  member  of  a  co-operative  society  and  should  cultivate  between  0.5  to  10  ha.  of 
land.  This  scheme  is  working  very  well.  The  loan  recovery  rate  under  this  scheme  is  hundred 
per  cent  in  Luapula  Province,  ninety -three  per  cent  in  Eastern  Province  and  eighty-five  per 
cent  in  Northern  Province  while  in  Central  Province  it  is  sixty  per  cent,  and  seventy -three 
per  cent  in  Southern  Province. 

89.  Loans  to  small  scale  farmers  are  also  being  given  through  the  Lima  Programme. 
Under  the  Lima  Programme  these  farmers  are  given  agricultural  inputs  such  as  fertilisers, 
seed  and  so  forth  at  subsidised  prices  and  on  a  loan  basis.  Besides  expanding  the  giving  of 
loans  to  Lima  farmers  the  Government  intends  to  intensify  the  training  of  Lima  farmers 
into  the  proper  utilisation  of  Lima  loans. 

90.  Another  way  in  which  small  scale  farmers  are  getting  credit  facilities  is  through 
the  Integrated  Rural  Development  Programmes  and  the  Provincial  Area  Development 
Programmes.  These  programmes  have  components  for  provision  of  credit  to  farmers. 

3.3.  Farm  Mechanisation 

91.  The  Government  is  still  making  vigorous  efforts  in  encouraging  farmers  in  the  country 
to  adopt  more  efficient  technologies  in  their  agricultural  activities.  Under  the  Farm  Machinery 
Research  Unit  of  the  Research  Department  agricultural  equipment  such  as  hand  tools, 
sprayers,  ox-drawn  implements  and  simple  low  power  tractors  are  developed  and  tested. 
Assistance  is  given  to  local  manufacturers  to  produce  items  of  animal  drawn  equipment  and 
to  the  farming  community  in  general  to  acquire  foreign  equipment  that  is  suitable  for  use 
in  Zambia. 

92.  The  ox -training  programme  covers  Northern,  North-Western,  Western  and  Luapula 
Provinces.  The  programme  is  assisting  farmers  by  training  oxen  at  established  centres  after 
which  the  trained  oxen  are  exchanged  for  untrained  ones  from  farmers.  In  some  instances 
a  team  of  ox  tramers  trains  the  oxen  for  cultivation  at  the  farm  where  the  oxen  are  used. 

93.  The  Land  Development  Service  will  further  expand  and  improve  its  performance 
in  1983.  Important  objectives  will  be  to  further  improve  management  and  organisation  in 
order  to  raise  the  productive  use  of  machinery  and  equipment  in  the  programme.  The  employ¬ 
ment  of  adequate  numbers  of  operators,  machine  assistants  and  mechanics;  continued  improve¬ 
ment  of  their  professional  skills  as  well  as  raising  standards  in  handling,  maintenance  and 
repairing  of  machinery  and  equipment  feature  as  key  objectives  of  the  programme  in  1983. 
Table  IV. 9  presents  the  planned  capacity  of  the  land  development  services  in  1983.

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3.4.  Agricultural  Extension  and  Training 

94.  During  1983  the  training  of  field  extension  officers  at  Farmers  Training  Centres 
in  the  Lima  concept  and  improving  the  capacity  of  both  field  officers  and  the  centres  to  provide 
an  effective  service  to  farmers  will  continue.  Most  of  the  funds  allocated  for  1983  will  be  for 
meeting  expenses.  The  Extension  Branch  will  continue  to  provide  managerial  advice,  ins¬ 
truction  and  supervision  to  all  agricultural  producers  in  the  country.  Training  courses  will 
continue  to  be  provided  at  Farm  Institutes  throughout  the  country.  About  15  agricultural 
handbooks  produced  by  the  Rural  Extension  In-Service  Training  Project,  an  appendage 
of  the  Zambia-World  Bank  Fourth  Education  Project,  will  be  available  about  mid- 1983  after 
printing.  A  series  of  courses  in  the  use  of  manuals  will  be  conducted  in  the  provinces  for 
extension  officers. 

95.  Agricultural  Extension  Services  and  Training  are  also  provided  in  the  Women’s 
Appropriate  Village  Technology  Project.  The  work  programme  for  the  project  in  1983  will 
involve  orientation  courses  for  agricultural  extension  workers  in  Eastern  and  Southern  Provinces, 
training  of  rural  artisans,  and  establishing  of  demonstration  centres  at  the  above  mentioned 
provinces. 

3.5.  Agricultural  Research 

96.  The  overall  aim  of  agricultural  research  programmes  is  to  ensure  that  all  aspects 
of  agricultural  innovation  are  developed  simultaneously  and  rapidty.  About  Kl.7  million 
capital  fund  has  been  allocated  for  1983  research  programme. 

(i)  Crop  Sector 

(a)  Seed  Production  Project 

The  objective  of  the  project  has  been  to  ensure  that  the  country  produces  enough  seed 
to  satisfy  demand  and  save  foreign  exchange  by  reducing  the  amount  of  imported  seed. 
Activities  in  1983  will  be  directed  towards  seed  testing  and  inspections,  training  of  seed  growers 
and  staff,  the  provision  of  required  equipment  and  other  facilities. 

(b)  Vegetable  Research  Project 

The  research  team  will  continue  the  identification  of  improved  and  adopted  vegetable 
cultivars  and  the  development  of  appropriate  agronomic  practices  with  special  emphasis 
on  the  development  of  seed  production  techniques. 

(c)  Rice  Research 

Rice  research  is  being  undertaken  through  the  Zambia-China  Rice  Pioject.  The  two 
parties  will  in  1983  evaluate  and  rationalize  the  project  in  terms  of  general  development 
and  research. 

(d)  Stored  Products  Research 

In  1983  survey  of  the  existing  post-harvest  systems  will  continue  to  be  conducted.  This 
is  intended  to  help  conduct  relevant  research  that  will  yield  practical  and  acceptable  solutions 
to  the  country’s  problems.  Advisory  work  for  individuals,  institutions,  companies  and  organi¬ 
zations  engaged  in  various  aspects  of  post-harvest  work  and  dissemination  of  proved  re¬ 
search  findings  through  research  and  extension  programmes  will  be  continued. 

(e)  Oilseeds  Research 

Over  the  years  through  oilseed  research,  necessary  research  facilities,  acquisition  of 
laboratory  equipment  and  the  breeding  and  evaluation  of  adopted  varieties  of  sunflower, 
soyabeans,  groundnuts  and  cotton  have  been  developed.  A  number  of  sunflower  and  groundnut 
research  programmes  are  progressing  well.  1983  will  see  the  continuation  of  this  work  supported 
by  increased  extension  activities  for  sunflower  and  soyabean  production.  In  addition  funds 
will  be  used  on  buildings  and  acquisition  of  additional  research  equipment. 

(/)  Root  and  Tuber  Crops  Research 

The  research  in  this  field  is  based  at  Mansa  Regional  Research  Station .  So  far  preliminary 
work  on  collection  of  indigenous  materials  and  evaluating  them  at  one  station  and  a  few  agro¬ 
nomic  trials  have  been  done.  During  1983  research  efforts  are  to  be  intensified  in  setting 
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up  germplasm  bank  in  a  place  away  from  endemic  disease  area,  in  breeding  of  early  maturing 
fertiliser  responsive,  disease  and  pest  tolerant  varieties  with  high  starch  recovery,  low  HNC 
content  and  with  good  culinary  qualities.  Besides  suitable  agronomic  practices  for  these 
varieties,  post-harvest  technology  involving  storage,  processing  and  utilisation  are  to  be 
developed  and  standardised. 

(g)  Coffee  Research 

Current  research  for  coffee  consists  of  the  following  trials  and  observations: 

(i)  Fertiliser  and  lime  trials; 

(ii)  Disease  control  and  variety  trials; 

(iii)  Running  and  spacing  observation;  and 

(iv)  Museum  collection  of  Arabica  and  Robusta  Coffee. 

During  1983,  the  expansion  of  the  research  programme  will  continue.  This  will  include  the 
planting  of  new  coffee  varieties  obtained  from  other  countries. 

(h)  Tree  Crops  Research 

This  involves  conducting  applied  agricultural  research  on  tropical  sub-tropical  fruit 
trees  with  some  minor  work  on  adopted  temperate  fruit  trees.  This  research  will  be  centred 
at  the  Copperbelt  Research  Station  with  a  sub-centre  at  Mount  Makulu.  In  1983  investigations 
on  various  fruit  trees  will  be  carried  out. 

(ii)  Livestock  Sector 

97.  The  animal  husbandry  and  pasture  research  will  be  continued.  Funds  allocated 
to  this  will  enable  further  development  of  basic  research  facilities  such  as  pasture  establishment, 
dams  and  irrigation  works,  fencing  and  construction  of  firebreaks.  The  Central  Veterinary 
Research  Station  will  continue  to  carry  out  diagnosis  of  various  diseases  that  affect  the  cattle 
population  in  the  country  and  also  recommend  effective  methods  of  controlling  these  diseases. 

(iii)  Other  Research  Activities 

98.  Other  important  research  programmes  in  agriculture  include  that  of  irrigation, 
farm  machinery,  soil  productivity  and  adaptive  research.  The  Irrigation  Research  Station 
will  start  research  in  irrigation  agronomy  and  irrigation  engineering  which  practically  ceased 
due  to  lack  of  professional  and  technical  staff.  The  Soil  Productivity  Research  will  continue 
with  evaluating  rock-phosphate,  estimating  the  leaching  of  nitrogenous  fertiliser  and  efficient 
use  of  fertiliser  and  other  material  with  technical  support  of  IAEA.  The  farm  machinery  re¬ 
search  will  also  continue  to  develop  and  test  items  of  agricultural  equipment  required  by  small 
scale  and  emergent  farmers,  and  adaptive  research  will  be  conducting  farm  surveys  which 
investigate  critical  problems  facing  small  scale  and  emergent  farmers  in  Lusaka,  North-Western 
and  Luapula  Provinces. 

3.6.  Crop  Protection,  Animal  Health  and  Disease  Control 

99.  For  increased  crop  production,  protection  of  crop  against  disease  and  insect  must  be 
taken  into  consideration.  Projects  under  crop  protection  in  1983  are  similar  to  those  in  the 
previous  year  namelyfurther  development  of  the  Phytosanitary  Station  at  Chelston  and  the 
continuation  of  the  International  Red  Locust  Control  Project.  The  responsibilities  of  the 
Phytosanitary  Station  will  be : 

(а)  to  monitor  insect  and  disease  outbreaks ; 

(б)  regulation  of  the  import  and  export  of  plant  products; 

(c)  quarantine  of  suspect  plant  to  ascertain  freedom  from  scheduled  pests;  and 

(d)  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  cotton  and  fruit  nurseries  in  accordance  with  the  Plants 
and  Disease  Act. 

100.  The  International  Red  Locust  Control  Project  will  be  in  its  second  phase  of  the 
construction  of  buildings. 

101.  In  1983  about  K1.2  million  capital  fund  has  been  allocated  to  the  Department  of 
Veterinary  and  Tsetse  Control  Services  for  continued  funding  of  on-going  projects.  The  In¬ 
secticide  Project,  whose  main  aim  is  to  reduce  trypanosomiasis  in  cattle  living  under  the  threat

of  tsetse  flies,  will  in  1983  concentrate  its  activities  in  keeping  cattle  under  threat  alive  in  the 
Kalomo,  Namwala,  Choma  and  Mumbwa  Districts.  This  will  be  done  by  regular  injection  of 
samorin  as  there  are  insufficient  funds  to  mount  a  campaign.  In  addition  the  project  will  carry 
out  surveillance  of  tsetse  situation  in  Eastern  Province  in  conjunction  with  the  World  Bank 
Programme  so  that  remedial  measures  can  be  carried  out  in  1984.  The  1983  work  programme 
for  diptanks  and  spray  races  will  involve  the  construction  of  nine  diptanks  and  renovation 
of  fifteen  diptanks. 

102.  The  European  Economic  Community  (EEC)  is  undertaking  the  funding  of  the 
Animal  Vaccine  Production  Unit.  A  total  of  K3  million  is  expected  to  be  spent  on  the  project, 
and  the  Government  provision  of  K60,000  will  be  spent  on  buildings,  vehicles,  equipment  etc. 

3.7.  Agricultral  Planning  and  Statistics 

103.  For  1983  the  Planning  Division  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Develop¬ 
ment  will  be  adequately  and  properly  staffed  in  order  to  strengthen  the  Ministry’s  capacity 
in  absorbing  and  effectively  utilising  all  foreign  aid  made  available  to  Zambia  for  the  agricultural 
sector.  In  ensuring  this,  the  Division  has  a  new  project  called  Zambia  Agricultural  Training, 
Planning  and  Institutional  Development.  This  project,  to  be  run  with  USAID  assistance, 
will  assist  the  Government  in  improving  and  strengthening  its  capacity  for  analysis,  planning 
and  management  of  relevant  Government  officials  and  analysis  of  critical  problem  areas  con¬ 
straining  agricultural  development.  The  Division  will  continue  with  its  periodic  monitoring 
and  evaluation  of  on-going  projects  to  ensure  both  continuity  and  achievement  of  goals  and 
objectives. 

104.  In  the  collection  of  data  and  elaboration  of  targets  for  preparing  the  Annual  Plan 
1983  more  emphasis  was  put  on  broader  participation  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water 
Development,  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport,  agro-based  parastatals,  Provincial  Councils, 
Commercial  Farmers  Bureau,  Virginia  Tobacco  Association  as  well  as  a  number  of  agricultural 
experts  at  various  levels.  This  co-operation  will  be  further  improved  aimed  at  making  information 
and  plan  targets  respectively  more  and  more  reliable  and  realistic. 

105.  The  Central  Statistical  Office  (CSO),  a  department  in  the  National  Commission 
for  Development  Planning  is  involved  in  the  Early  Warning  and  Crop  Forecasting  (EWCF) 
survey  initiated  under  the  FAO/GRZ  co-operation  programme.  In  the  1982/83  season  Central 
Statistical  Office  intends  to  conduct  a  scientifically  designed  Agricultural  and  Pastoral  Pro¬ 
duction  Survey  on  sample  basis  in  the  non-commercial  sector  to  estimate  the  size  of  1982/83 
crops  in  the  provinces  while  the  Statistical  Section  of  the  Planning  Division  intends  to  cover 
the  commercial  sector.  The  activities  under  EWCF  seek  to  build  up  the  capability  for  pro¬ 
viding  advance  information  on  food  production  and  food  supply  in  Zambia  so  that  suitable  and 
timely  remedial  action  can  be  taken  in  case  of  an  impending  food  shortage.  Also,  a  knowledge 
of  the  size  of  ensuing  crop  and  expected  marketing  should  enable  the  official  marketing  agencies 
to  take  operational  and  management  decisions  well  ahead  of  the  start  of  actual  purchases. 

4.  Natural  Resources  Development 

4.1.  Forestry  Sector 

106.  In  1983  the  Government  through  the  Forest  Department  is  to  carry  out  surveys 
and  assessments  of  forests  all  over  Zambia  to  provide  information  for  various  field  operations 
such  as  plantation  plans,  airphoto  interpretation,  mapping  and  records.  At  the  same  time 
research  will  be  carried  out  on  wood  quality,  preservation,  seasoning,  composite  wood  timber 
engineering  and  development.  All  these  are  in  line  with  the  TNDP  objectives  in  the  forestry 
sector  of  expanding  the  country’s  utilisable  wood  resources  base  by  increasing  area  under 
industrial  and  local  supply  plantations  of  exotic  species  and  making  use  of  available  resources 
by  establishing  processing  units  and  wood-based  industries. 

107.  The  Forest  Industries  Planning  Programme  which  is  a  follow-up  to  the  jflanning  of 
industrial  plantations  based  on  forest  industries  and  feasibility  studies  and  planning  for  the 
wnod-based  industries  associated  with  rural  indigenous  forests  and  regional  and  local  supply 
plantations  in  1983  will  have  the  following  programmes : 

(i)  the  continuation  of  the  wood  consumption  study  which  started  in  1 980 ; 

(ii)  the  1 977-7 8  UNIDO  prefeasibility  study  wi 1 1  be  followed  up ; 

(iii)  a  market  identification  and  promotion  study  of  wood-based  panels  will  be  under¬ 

taken; 
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(iv)  undertaking  of  a  charcoal  production  pilot  project ; 

(v)  carrying  out  of  feasibility  studies  and  planning  of  wood-based  industries  associated 

with  rural  indigenous  forests  and  regional  and  local  supply  plantations. 

108.  Re-forestation  in  1983  will  involve  establishing  40  hectares  of  Mkushi.  This  pro¬ 
gramme  will  continue  in  1984  and  1985. 

109.  Apart  from  what  is  outlined  there  will  be  other  supporting  services  and  activities 
aimed  at  alleviating  the  constraints  in  the  sector.  For  training,  the  sector  will  have  an  intake 
of  25  Foresters  and  30  Forest  Rangers  with  a  similar  number  graduating  as  from  1983  while  at 
the  same  time  providing  refresher  courses  for  Foresters,  Forest  Rangers  and  Forest  Guards. 
In  addition,  limited  social  infrastructure,  in  form  of  buildings  will  be  provided. 

110.  The  beekeeping  section  has  been  allocated  a  very  small  amount  for  1983  expenditure. 
But  it  is  planned  to  continue  with  research  in  order  to  develop  to  the  full  the  production  of 
honey  and  beeswax  as  well  as  teaching  bee-keepers  modern  techniques  of  beekeeping.  Conse¬ 
quently  the  increase  in  quantity  of  honey  is  hoped  to  increase  the  income  of  beekeepers. 

111.  In  1983  the  outstanding  feature  in  the  forestry  sector  will  be  the  formation  of  the 
Zambia  Forestry  and  Forest  Industries  Corporation  (Zafficob  This  corporation  will  directly 
fall  under  ZIMCO  and  will  aim  at  transforming  the  forestry  sector  into  a  major  industry  which 
would  save  some  foreign  exchange.

4.2.  Fisheries  Sector 

112.  In  1982  fish  production  increased  tremendously  over  that  of  1981.  Preliminary 
figures  for  1982  indicate  75  815  metric  tonnes  compared  to  36  117  metric  tonnes  produced  in 
1981.  This  improvement  resulted  from : 

(a)  expansion  and  introduction  of  improved  fishing  equipment  on  lake  Kariba  and 
Tanganyika ; 

( b )  expanded  training  and  extension  services  to  artisan  fishermen  which  resulted  into 
improved  techniques  of  producing  fish  among  these  people ; 

(c)  the  improvement  in  gill-netting,  limnology  and  fish  population  studies;  and 

(d)  the  increase  in  the  price  of  fish. 
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113.  The  estimated  fish  production  for  1983  is  78  300  metric  tonnes.  The  estimation  is 
based  on  fish  culture  assessment  which  is  done  every  four  years. 

114.  In  1983  the  research  programme  on  Lakes  Tanganyika,  Kaiiba,  Mweru  and  Ban- 
gweulu  will  continue.  The  research  in  the  above  areas  is  to  yield  information  on  the  potential 
yield  of  fishing  gear  development  and  to  conduct  studies  on  the  various  biological  aspects  of 
the  commercially’-  important  species  cf  fish  to  provide  information  required  for  their  population 
analysis  and  stocks  assessment. 

115.  Fund  for  fish  culture  will  be  utilised  on  the  carp  programme  (cyprinus  carpio).  In 
1983  the  second  phase  of  the  fish  culture  project  will  be  undertaken.  It  will  be  to  complete  the 
hatchery  in  which  about  3  million  fingerlings  will  be  artificially  spawned  which  will  be  delivered 
to  fish  farmers.  The  Chilanga  Fish  Farm  will  be  producing  20  tonnes  of  fish  initially  and  further 
increase  in  production  is  expected  from  fish  farmers. 

116.  Training  is  another  aspect  which  is  of  priority  in  the  fisheries  sector.  There  are  five 
training  schools  for  the  fisheries  department  staff  and  fishermen.  The  training  programme  is 
intended  to  improve  fishing  methods,  management  and  production.  There  is  a  provision  for 
training  about  280  fishermen  in  1983.  In  facilitating  smooth  training,  facilities  and  services  will 
be  provided  through  a  number  of  programmes. 

117.  The  boat  building  programme  will  continue  in  1983  in  order  to  facilitate  the  fisheries 
activities.  In  1982  ten  boats  were  made  but  more  boats  would  have  been  made  if  materials  were 
in  stock  at  the  beginning  of  the  yrear.  A  total  of  100  boats  are  planned  to  be  made  in  1983. 
Consequently  it  is  envisaged  to  boost  fish  production  in  major  fisheries  as  stipulated  in  the 

TNDP. 

118.  The  year  1983  sees  the  establishment  of  the  Fisheries  Development  Authority  in 
accordance  with  the  TNDP.  The  Government  has  allocated  K 100, 000  for  the  establishment  of 
this  Authority  in  1983.  This  Authority  will  go  a  long  way  in  improving  the  collection  and 
distribution  of  fish.  Consequently  fishermen  will  be  able  to  increase  their  earnings. 

4.3.  Water  Sector 

119.  The  availability  of  clean  and  well-treated  water  is  of  paramount  importance  to  the 
promotion  of  a  healthy  population  in  rural  areas.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  Government  of 
Zambia  is  committed  to  international  water  supply'  and  sanitation  decade  programme  ( 1981— 
1990)  and  in  view  of  this,  the  Government  has  embarked  on  an  extensive  rural  water  supply 
programme  in  all  provinces  and  in  most  townships  of  Western,  Northern,  Central  and  Copperbelt 
provinces. 


120.  The  Rural  Water  Supply'  Programme  is  being  implemented  by  the  Department  of 
Water  Affairs  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  and  by  the  Township 
Councils.  A  number  of  agencies  are  involved  in  this  programme  but  each  of  these  agencies  are 
to  improve  water  in  one  province  or  the  other.  For  example,  NORAD  is  constructing  water 
wells  in  Western  Province. 

121.  Feasibility  studies  for  the  construction  of  boreholes  and  water  wells  by  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany,  World  Bank  and  EEC  in  the  other  remaining  provinces  have  already^  been 
completed  and  preparatory  work  for  the  1983  actual  construction  of  wells  and  boreholes  has 
reached  an  advanced  stage.  According  to  the  work  programme  of  1983,  the  Government  will 
construct  a  total  of  ninety-six  v  eils  of  which  eighteen  w  ill  be  in  Southern  and  Western  provinces, 
ten  in  Northern  Province,  twelve  in  North-Western  Province,  ten  in  Eastern  Province,  six  in 
Luapula  Province  and  four  in  Central  Province.  A  total  of  thirty-six  boreholes  with  hand  pumps 
w  ill  be  drilled  in  1983.  About  twelve  of  these  w  ill  be  drilled  in  Southern  Province,  ten  in  Eastern 
Province,  six  in  Lusaka  Province,  six  in  North-Western  Province  and  two  in  Luapula  Province. 

122.  Due  to  more  emphasis  on  conservation  of  water  resources  especially  in  a  season 
v’hen  there  is  inadequate  rainfall  as  has  been  experienced  during  the  last  season,  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  will  carry  out  investigations  for  dam  construction  in 
Southern  Province  and  carry  out  maintenance  works  on  twenty-five  dams  in  Eastern  Province. 

123.  Furthermore  the  water  balance  study  of  upper  Kafue  basin  and  study  of  erosion 
potential  of  Luangwa  river  basin  shall  be  continued  with  more  data  collection  and  analysis. 
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4.4.  National  Parks  and  Wildlife  Sector 

124.  In  the  midst  of  limited  national  resources  the  Wildlife  Department  is  continually 
geared  to  improve  primary  products  of  the  tourist  industry  so  that  more  tourists  come  to 
Zambia  thus  generating  more  revenue  and  earning  foreign  exchange.  The  Department  of 
National  Parks  and  Wildlife  ensures  that  its  role  in  conserving  Zambia’s  natural  resources  in 
wildlife,  is  adhered  to.  The  Department  will  open  up  firebreaks  and  tourist  roads  as  well  as 
maintenance  of  the  Kafue,  Nsumbu,  Lochinvar,  South  Luangwa  game  reserves.  In  addition 
some  of  the  road  graders  will  be  overhauled  in  order  to  utilise  them  in  the  opening  of  firebreaks 
and  tourist  roads. 

125.  The  anti-poaching  activities  will  be  strengthened  further  at  the  Central  Anti- 
Poaching  Unit  and  at  various  command  development  centres.  Camping  conditions  and  facilities 
as  well  as  field  communications  will  be  improved  in  1983.  Boarded  anti-poaching  vehicles  will 
be  replaced  with  at  least  one  Land-Rover. 

5.  1983  Capital  Investment  Outlay 

126.  Total  investment  in  agriculture  continues  to  be  difficult  to  ascertain  due  to  the  way 
agricultural  activities  are  undertaken  and  organised.  It  is  for  instance,  hitherto  practically 
impossible  to  get  short-term  and  long-term  investment  plans  from  the  private  sector.  Neither 
is  it  easy  to  obtain  the  parastatal  sector’s  own  resources  investment  (i.e.  besides  what  they  are 
provided  from  the  Government  budget).  What  is  reflected  under  this  section  therefore  is  the 
Government  investment  in  various  departments  and  parastatals  in  the  sector. 

127.  In  1983  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  and  the  parastatals 
investment  accounts  for  21.5  per  cent  of  the  total  Government  capital  investment  in  the  country 
Out  of  this  investment,  Government  programmes  and  projects  take  72  per  cent  with  the  re¬ 
maining  28  per  cent  going  to  the  parastatals. 

128.  The  Ministry  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  and  its  parastatal,  the  Industrial 
Plantation  Division  account  for  2.9  per  cent  of  the  total  Government  Capital  Investment  . 

129.  Several  donor  agencies  and  foreign  Governments  will  continue  to  provide  financial 
and  technical  assistance  to  various  projects  in  the  sector. 

130.  The  African  Development  Bank  is  supporting  the  Government  of  Zambia  in  the 
improvement  of  standard  of  living  of  the  rural  population  in  Western  Province  through  an 
integrated  rural  development  programme.  The  Bank  is  giving  a  loan  of  K3.9  million  while 
K7.2  million  is  a  loan  from  ADF.  Africare  is  supporting  GRZ  in  Chama  in  the  development  of 
rice  production  while  Land  Development  Service  is  expected  to  be  made  more  effective  as  a 
result  of  receiving  new  machinery  through  the  Brazilian  loan.  Bulgaria  is  one  of  the  countries 
which  has  given  loans  to  Zambia  for  the  development  of  the  State  Farms.  In  1983,  K500,000has 
been  made  available  from  this  country. 

131.  The  Canadian  International  Development  Agency  (CIDA)  is  giving  assistance  to 
Zambia  in  a  number  of  areas  in  agricultural  development.  For  1983,  K342,900  is  coming  from 
CIDA  as  a  grant  for  the  continuation  of  research  and  establishment  of  rainfed  wheat  production. 
In  addition  CIDA  is  involved  in  the  Namboard  Storage  Programme  with  a  loan  to  Zambia  of 
K5.5  million. 

132.  Czechoslovakia  is  also  providing  assistance  in  the  agriculture  sector  in  1983.  Out  of 
the  US  $20  million  Czechoslovakia  credit  to  GRZ  an  equivalent  of  K1  million  in  1983  is  for 
construction  of  steel  silos.  Denmark  assistance  in  the  agricultural  sector  to  Zambia  is  through 
a  loan  to  the  Dairy  Produce  Board.  The  loan  is  utilised  in  the  construction  of  milk  plants, 
provision  of  equipment  and  in  the  improvement  of  marketing  and  processing  of  milk.  In  1983 
Kl, 349, 000  will  go  into  these  activities. 

133.  In  1983  the  EEC  is  giving  Zambia  a  grant  of  Kl, 802, 800  and  a  loan  amounting  to 
K369,500  in  the  executing  of  one  Cattle  Development  Area  Project,  the  Rice  Development 
Scheme,  the  Central  Province  Maize  Production  Project,  Vaccine  Production,  the  Dairy  Heifer 
Cross  breeding  project,  and  the  Cotton  Development  Programme  while  FAO  and  UNDP  have 
allocated  a  grant  of  K  186,000  for  the  Irrigated  Agricultural  Research  and  Development 
Project. 

134.  The  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  in  1983  has  provided  a  grant  worth  Kl, 070, 000 
for  the  continuation  of  the  Integrated  Rural  Development  Programme  in  North-Western 
Province  aimed  at  meeting  the  basic  needs  of  the  people.  The  World  Bank  is  in  1983  on  the 
other  hand  providing  K3, 800,000  out  of  a  loan  of  Kll  million  to  the  Eastern  Province  Agricul¬ 
tural  Development  Project.  In  addition  the  Bank  is  also  providing  another  K570,000  for  the 
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Small  Holder  Dairy  Development  Project  at  the  moment  covering  Monze  and  Mazabuka 
Districts.  Further,  a  K120,000  IDA  Credit  has  been  provided  to  the  Small  Holder  Coffee 
Project  in  Northern  and  North-Western  Provinces  while  K700,000  will  go  to  the  Southern 
Province  Agricultural  Development  Project  just  being  initiated. 

135.  During  1983  IFAD  will  support  GRZ  through  provision  of  loans  to  two  projects. 
K660,000  will  go  to  the  North-Western  Province  Area  Development  Project  whose  objective  is 
to  redirect  Government  agricultural  services  towards  the  immediate  needs  to  the  entire  fanning 
population.  K60,000  will  go  to  the  agricultural  engineering  development  programme. 

136.  The  Netherlands  Government  is  also  providing  assistance  through  grants  to  the 
agricultural  sector.  Iv  145,000  has  been  set  aside  by  this  Government  in  1983  for  two  cattle 
development  areas  in  Western  and  Southern  provinces  respectively.  In  addition  the  Palabana 
Dairy  Training  Centre  will  receive  technical  assistance  amounting  to  K290,000.  During  1983 
NORAD  is  also  providing  a  total  of  K4, 3 9 3, 000  worth  of  grant.  This  grant  will  be  utilised  in  the 
Soil  Survey  Unit,  Soil  Productivity  Research  Project,  Village  and  Nyang’ombi  and  -Jivundu 
Development  Programme  and  the  Western  Province  Water  Supply  Programme. 

137.  The  Swedish  International  Development  Agency  (SIDA)  also  continues  to  give 
support  to  the  development  of  agriculture  in  Zambia.  In  the  frame  of  the  joint  GRZ/SIDA 
Agricultural  Sector  Support  Programme  for  1983  SIDA  will  provide  a  grant  of  K12.4  million. 
Tentative  figures  agreed  upon  for  1984  are  in  the  same  range.  The  support  will  be  concentrated 
on  the  Integrated  Rural  Development  Programme  in  Eastern  and  Northern  Provinces,  Zambia 
Co-operative  Federation,  Agricultural  training  and  extension,  research  and  seed  supply, 
survey  programmes,  Ministry  of  Co-operatives  and  some  other  fields  in  form  of  local  inputs, 
foreign  inputs  and  experts. 

138.  The  Saudi  Fund  for  Development  in  1983  is  providing  a  Kl, 000, 000  loan  for  twenty 
storage  sheds  with  2  500  tonnes  capacity  each.  Each  of  the  nine  provinces  will  have  at  least  one 
shed.  Out  of  the  K16  million  loan  from  the  United  Kingdom’s  Ministry  of  Overseas  Develop¬ 
ment  Administration  Kl, 004, 000  is  allocated  in  1983  for  the  Integrated  Rural  Development 
Programme  covering  Serenje,  Chinsali  and  Mpika. 

139.  The  United  States  of  America  is  assisting  the  Government  of  Zambia  through  a 
grant  in  strengthening  the  agricultural  activities  in  the  fields  of  research  and  extension  while 
the  USSR  will  inl983  provide  K500,000  as  a  loan  for  the  development  of  State  Farms. 

140.  Appendix  IV  A  and  B  provide  further  details  of  the  1983  Capital  Budget  for  the 
agricultural  and  natural  resources  sectors  project  by  project.

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CHAPTER  V 


MINING 

REVIEW  OF  PROGRESS.  I  PLEMENTATION  OF  1982  ANNUAL  PLAN 

Copper 

1.  In  1982,  Zambia’s  main  foreign  exchange  earning  commodity,  copper,  faced  a  number 
of  difficulties  due  to  the  continued  world  economic  recession.  The  prices  of  copper  at  LME  in 
June,  1982  reached  its  lowest  level  in  fifty  years.  However,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  there 
was  a  slight  improvement  in  the  LME  prices  due  to  unpredictable  external  factors,  such  as  the 
strike  in  Peru,  the  fall  in  interest  rates  in  the  USA,  improvement  of  the  USA  economy,  etc.  The 
actual  finished  copper  production  for  1982  was  583  772  tonnes.  Zambia  Consolidated  Copper 
Mines  (ZCCM)  took  some  cost  saving  measures  and  managed  to  reduce  operational  costs  up  to 
K100  million.  Due  to  the  problems  the  mining  sector  faced  in  1982,  mines  contributed  very 
little  to  the  Government  revenues. 

Lead  and  Zinc 

2.  The  markets  for  both  lead  and  zinc  faced  depressed  demand  during  the  year  1982. 
The  main  reason  for  the  depressed  lead  market  was  lack  of  demand  for  the  metal;  weaker 
trends  in  the  copper  market  and  poor  performance  in  the  automobile  and  battery  manufactures 
were  other  factors.  As  for  the  zinc  market  there  was  low  demand  from  its  main  consumers,  the 
die-casting  and  galvanizing  sectors.  However,  the  average  prices  for  zinc  remained  fairly 
steady  at  around  £400  (K651)  per  tonne.  The  actual  production  of  lead  and  zinc  in  1982  was 
14  646  tonnes  and  39  186  tonnes  respectively. 

Cobalt 

3.  Cobalt,  another  important  foreign  exchange  earner  also  faced  difficulties  mainly  due 
to  lack  of  demand  for  it  and  also  due  to  competition  among  producers.  The  price  of  cobalt 
showed  a  fall  of  more  than  fifty  per  cent  between  September,  1981  and  September,  1982.  The 
actual  production  for  1 982  was  2  444  tonnes. 

Precious  Metals 

4.  The  actual  production  of  these  metals  namely,  gold,  selenium  and  silver  was  as  follows. 
The  actual  production  of  gold  in  1982  was  418.244  kg  compared  to  the  1982  planned  target  of 
423.6  kg.  The  actual  1982  production  of  silver  was  27  600  gm  compared  to  the  planned  target 
of  24  228  gm.  As  for  selenium  the  actual  production  for  1982  was  23  234  kg  as  compared  to  the 
planned  target  of  32  400. 

Coal 

5.  The  actual  coal  production  for  the  year  1982  was  603  934  tonnes  which  was  less  than 
1981  by  6  per  cent.  The  main  reasons  for  this  fall  in  production  are  as  follows : 

(i)  major  overhaul  of  the  dragline; 

(ii)  the  shut  down  of  the  cast  processing  plant  for  two  months ; 

(iii)  dumper  availability  continued  to  be  low  and  in  addition  there  were  mechanical 
problems  with  the  pre-stripping  shavels. 

Other  Industrial  Minerals 

6.  Due  to  the  inactivity  of  the  major  customers  of  Mindeco  Small  Mines  the  main 
producer  of  industrial  minerals  such  as  calwhite,  feldspar,  magnetite  and  amenthyst  reduced 
production  of  these  minerals.  The  production  of  these  minerals  did  not  meet  the  1982  target. 
The  planned  target  for  calwhite  of  3  925  tonnes  was  not  met.  Instead  the  actual  1982  production 
was  only  1  870.  The  main  reason  for  this  is  that  demand  for  paint  industry  had  fallen.  The 
other  major  customer,  Malawi,  faced  foreign  exchange  problems  and  her  demand  for  the 
product  had  also  fallen  considerably. 

7.  The  actual  production  of  feldspar  was  only  362  tonnes  as  against  the  1982  Plan  of 
675  tonnes.  The  reason  for  this  fall  in  production  again  is  the  fall  in  demand  from  its  major 
customers  such  as  Kapiri  Glass  Works. 
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8.  The  actual  production  of  magnetite  for  the  year  1982  was  795  tonnes  far  below  the 
1  713  tonnes  which  was  the  planned  target.  The  main  reason  for  not  meeting  the  target  is  that 
the  sole  customer  of  this  product  Maamba  Collieries  demand  had  declined. 

9.  Amethyst  actual  production  was  23.5  tonnes.  It  is  however,  expected  that  the  pro¬ 
duction  for  1983  Plan  will  increase  because  the  essential  equipment  was  bought  by  the  company. 
The  target  set  for  1983  is  the  production  of  thirty  tonnes. 

Tables  of  Mineral  Statistics 

10.  Table  Vl.7  sets  out  important  statistics  about  the  Mining  Industry  and  the  trend 
from  1982  to  1983.  Table  V.I  (a)  and  V.I  (6)  show  mineral  production  on  quarterly  basis  in 
physical  and  value  terms  respectively.  Table  V.2  shows  production  of  copper  by  metal  types, 
while  Table  V.3  shows  end  of  year  position  as  on  31st  December,  1982.  Table  V.4  (a)  and 
Table  V.4  (6)  show  the  distribution  and  sales  of  copper  all  over  the  world  and  Table  V.5  and  V.6 
show  distribution  and  sales  of  lead  and  zinc.  Table  V.7  shows  the  planned  capital  investments 
for  the  year  1983.

Mines  Development  Project 

11.  The  main  mining  company  in  Zambia,  Zambia  Consolidated  Copper  Mines  Limited 
(ZCCM)  is  still  pursuing  its  cost  saving  measures.  Due  to  poor  performance  of  the  national 
economy  and  the  world  economic  recession,  a  number  of  the  major  development  projects  of 
ZCCM  are  behind  schedule  though  some  have  been  completed.  The  Zambia  Consolidated 
Copper  Mines  Limited  (ZCCM)  capital  expenditure  for  1983/84  financial  year  is  estimated  at 
K275  million,  compared  to  the  financial  year  as  at  31st  December  1982/83  was  K124  million. 
In  the  1983/84,  the  company  has  planned  an  investment  of  K180  million  to  be  financed  by 
EEC’s  facility;  World  Bank;  French  loan;  African  Development  Bank  loan  and  the  remainder 
from  the  company’s  own  funds  and  other  sources.  The  following  are  the  major  development 
projects : 

(i)  New  Cobalt  Plant  at  Nkana 

Commissioning  of  this  new  cobalt  plant  at  Nkana  was  completed  in  December,  1982, 
almost  three  months  behind  schedule.  It  is  expected  that  final  cost  of  the  project  will  be  Kill.  1 
million  as  against  the  estimated  K107.  1  million. 

(ii)  Tailing  Leach  Plant  Stage  III  at  Nchanga 

At  the  end  of  December  quarter,  site  construction  work  was  8  per  cent  complete  and 
design  work  was  33  per  cent  complete.  Four  filters  and  other  equipment  worth  more  than  K5 
million  could  not  be  supplied  by  the  end  of  December  quarter  due  to  non-availability  of 
loan  funds.  This  resulted  into  commencement  of  work  on  Phases  I  and  II  being  put  forward 
to  March,  1984  and  March,  1985  respectively.  It  is  now  estimated  that  the  project  would  cost 
K208  million,  of  which  K14.  6  million  had  been  spent  by  31st  December,  1982. 

(iii)  Sub-Vertical  Shaft  at  Mufulira 

The  Musombo  sub-vertical  shaft  was  sunk  a  further  sixty-seven  metres  during  the  Dece¬ 
mber  quarter,  with  sixty-one  metres  being  lined.  Off  shaft  development  on  the  960  metro 
level  has  been  completed.  Delays  continue  to  be  experienced  and  the  programme  is  still  over 
one  year  behind  the  original  schedule.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  K106.  5  million,  of 
which  K26  million  had  been  spent  by  the  end  of  December  1982. 
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(iv)  Baluba  Expansion  at  Luanshya 

The  B2  shaft  and  service  winder  have  been  fully  commissioned  and  work  on  the  rock  handling 
system  is  proceeding.  Development  work  on  the  lower  mining  levels  and  sumps  is  awaiting 
the  award  of  new  contracts.  Work  in  the  concentrator  crushing  section  has  proceeded  well. 
The  installation  of  the  main  ore  transport  conveyor  is  well  under  control.  The  project  is  esti¬ 
mated  to  cost  K133.  9  million,  of  which  K81.2  million  had  been  spent  by  31st  December,  1982. 

(v)  Chambishi  Underground  Stage  II  at  Kalulushi 

It  is  estimated  that  major  works  will  be  completed  during  October  1984.  The  project  is 
expected  to  be  completed  in  1986/87.  The  project  is  expected  to  cost  K22.2  million,  so  far 
K6.7  million  has  already  been  spent. 

(vi)  No.  1  Shaft  Mining  and  Equipping  Pump  Chamber  at  Konkola 

Construction  progress  in  the  3  240  pump  chamber  is  satisfactory,  with  the  mechanical  and  ele¬ 
ctrical  installations  for  Stage  I  being  respectively  seventy-five  per  cent  and  sixty-five  per  cent 
complete.  The  project  is  estimated  to  cost  K18.8  million,  of  which  K9.8  million  had  been 
spent  by  December,  1982. 

(vii)  Fourth  Acid  Plant  at  Nkana 

The  machanical  completion  of  the  roaster  and  acid  plant  is  forecasted  for  early  1983. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  K48.3  million  of  which  K42.3  million  had  been  spent  by 
31st  December,  1982. 

Development  of  Mineral  Resources 

Geological  Survey 

1.  The  major  work  that  the  Geological  Survey  Department  is  pursuing  is  the  continuation 
of  its  long-term  mapping  and  search  for  potentially  economic  mineral  resources. 

2.  The  great  emphasis  the  Government  has  placed  on  the  possibility  of  setting  up  a 
steel  manufacturing  plant  has  placed  priority  on  the  Geological  Survey  Department  to  make 
annotated  inventories  of  all  coal  deposits  and  of  iron  ore. 

3.  The  Department  is  continuing  its  investigations  of  the  old  gold  mines  and  semi¬ 
precious  stones,  which  are  suitable  materials  for  small-scale  mining. 

4.  The  Department  intends  to  set  up  a  mineral  dressing  laboratory  to  assist  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  small  scale  mines. 

5.  The  capital  budget  for  the  Department  for  the  year  1983  is  K3, 324, 000  compared 
to  the  1982  capital  budget  allocation  of  K5, 386, 000.  The  capital  allocation  include  the  following 
projects: 

(i)  Regional  Resources  Surveys 

This  is  an  on-going  country-wide  mapping  of  the  TNDP,  a  number  of  sheets  have  been 
completed  and  are  now  ready  for  publication.  Geological  Map  of  Zambia  on  1  000  000  scale 
have  been  published.  Prospecting  map  giving  details  of  areas  under  licence  was  issued  in  1982. 
A  total  of  K125,000  has  been  allocated  to  this  project  in  1983. 

(ii)  Seismic  Basin  Survey 

This  project’s  main  objective  is  to  establish  a  network  of  seismic  recording  stations  to 
record  earthquakes.  It  is  also  used  to  undertake  thickness  of  sedimentary  works  above  basement, 
very  essential  for  survey  in  hydrocarbons.  It  also  detects  any  nuclear  explosions.  A  site  for 
a  seismic  station  near  Lusaka  (Kapopo)  has  been  selected  and  construction  work  has  begun. 
One  geophysist  and  two  technicians  have  returned  from  Finland  after  overseas  training  in 
seismic  methodology.  New  equipment  has  arrived  for  installation.  The  Department  plans  to 
have  two  stations  during  1983  Plan.  A  total  of  K190,000  is  allocated  in  the  1983  capital  budget; 
K90,000  will  be  from  GRZ  and  the  rest  is  a  Finnish  grant. 

(iii)  Geo-Laboratory 

This  project  is  to  provide  comprehensive  laboratory  facilities  for  mineral  dressing  and 
beneficiating  of  minerals  and  ores,  also  to  improve  the  facilities  available  in  the  petrological, 
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mineralogical ,  chemical,  geophysical,  geochemical  and  metallurgy  laboratories.  The  new  labo¬ 
ratory  block  has  been  completed  and  fully  equipped.  The  old  laboratory  is  being  converted 
into  geophysical  and  geochemical  laboratories.  K  150,000  has  been  allocated  for  this  project 
in  the  1983  capital  budget.  K50,000  will  be  a  UNIDO  grant  and  the  remaining  K  100,000 
will  be  from  the  Government. 

(iv)  Coal  and  Iron  Exploration 

This  project  will  not  only  assess  the  potential  of  iron  ore  and  coal  deposits  but  also  establish 
the  characteristics  of  ore  bodies.  This  entails  systematic  sampling  and  analysis  of  samples.  The 
systematic  mapping  of  the  iron  ore  at  Kasempa,  Kahare  and  Pemba  and  Nambala  deposits 
has  been  completed.  Tender  for  drilling  the  Nambala  deposits  have  been  invited  and  the  drilling 
is  to  begin  shortly.  A  number  of  boreholes  have  already  been  completed  in  respect  of  coal. 
A  total  of  K  150,000  has  been  allocated  in  the  1983  capital  budget  and  arrangements  with 
Zimco  wall  be  made  to  carry  out  this  funding. 

(v)  Industrial  Minerals,  Precious  and  Semi-Precious  Stones 

This  project  is  aimed  to  establish  the  availability  of  mineral  resources  suitable  for  use  in 
agriculture  and  industry.  They  include  the  study  of  limestone,  phosphate,  graphite,  etc.  The 
main  targets  of  this  project  is  to  establish  sizeable  limestone  bodies  and  semi-precious  stones 
deposits  in  Southern,  Northern,  Eastern  and  Luapula  Provinces.  Preliminary  work  on  limestone 
in  the  Choma  area  has  been  completed.  Provincial  drilling  has  been  proposed  and  will  require 
to  be  undertaken  and  supervised  during  1983.  Reconnaissance  studies  have  already  been 
carried  out  in  graphite  and  semi-precious  stones.  Further  work  is  programmed  for  1983. 

(vi)  Precious  Stones 

This  project  is  to  establish  the  potential  of  gold  for  small  scale  mining  in  Eastern  and 
Northern  Provinces.  Presence  of  alluvial  gold  have  been  indicated  from  the  Northern  Province. 
A  limited  number  of  assay  work  have  been  done.  A  total  of  K  100,000  has  been  allocated  for 
this  project  in  the  1983  capital  budget. 

(vii)  National  Mapping  and  Small  Mine  Surveys 

This  project  is  aimed  to  provide  suitable  facilities  to  undertake  systematic  evaluation 
of  ore  bodies  which  have  been  identified  by  geological  mapping.  This  would  entail  target 
drilling  and  evaluation.  Lack  of  drilling  facilities  has  hampered  progress  so  far  and  this  is  to 
be  alleviated  by  purchase  of  a  drill  rig  and  training  of  personnel  to  undertake  the  work.  A 
number  of  small-scale  ore  bodies  are  known  to  exist  but  unfortunately  entrepreneurs  have  not 
been  able  to  make  meaningful  work,  possibly  because  of  want  of  adequate  data.  This  is  to  be 
provided  by  the  National  Mapping  and  Small  Mines  Survey  work.  No  detailed  work  has  been 
undertaken  but  purchase  of  some  maps  etc.  have  been  initiated.  The  targets  of  the  project  is 
to  identify  and  prove  to  a  certain  level  of  confidence,  the  presence  of  ore  bodies  in  Southern. 
Eastern,  Northern,  Luapula,  Copperbelt,  North-Western  and  Lusaka  Provinces. 

(viii)  Staff  Accommodation 

The  Department  of  Geological  Survey  has  proposed  to  purchase  one  block  of  flats  (12 
units)  and  four  houses.  This  block  of  flats  has  been  purchased  this  year  and  will  provide  housing 
for  twelve  staff  members. 

(ix)  Hydro-Carbon  Programme 

The  main  target  of  this  project  this  year  is  to  complete  the  magnetic  survey  of  the  sedi¬ 
mentary  basins  and  interpretations  of  the  magnetic  results.  It  is  also  to  undertake  a  detailed 
gravity  programme  on  the  ground,  based  on  the  results  of  the  magnetic  work.  By  the  end  of 
1982,  a  total  of  100  000  line  kilometres  would  have  been  completed  as  part  of  the  magnetic 
survey.  Loan  of  Kl, 000, 000  has  been  obtained  from  the  World  Bank. 

(x)  Geo-Traverse  Programme 

This  is  a  new  project  which  will  be  carried  out  by  the  Geological  Survey  Department 
with  the  assistance  of  UNESCO.  The  programme  envisaged  field  work  by  a  team  of  geologists 
to  get  a  cross-section  through  a  part  of  the  Irumide  Belt  of  central  Zambia  and  part  of  the 
younger  Lufillan  Arc  of  North-Western  Zambia  and  study  the  intersection  zone.  The  field 
work  under  the" project  was  carried  out  in  August,  1982.  It  started  in  Chingola  in  the  Lufillian 
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Arc  proceeding  South-easterly  perpendicular  to  the  Jrumide  Belt,  ended  at  the  Chingombe 
Mission  in  the  Lukusashi  Valley.  The  participants  in  the  traverse  studied  the  thrust  tectonics 
in  the  Copperbelt  and  its  implication  in  the  mining  of  stratiform  copper  deposits  in  Chingola 
and  Mufulira.  They  also  marked  the  change  in  sedimentary  faces  of  the  ore  bearing  zone  from 
pelitic  in  the  West  to  psammitic  in  the  East.  As  a  result  of  the  field  surveys  four  definite 
projects  have  been  identified.  These  include  the  following: 

( 1 )  The  trust  tectonics  of  the  Copperbelt  Region. 

(2)  Metamorphic  petorology  and  the  variation  in  pressure  temperature  conditions 

across  the  Irumide  Belt. 

(3)  Geochronology  of  the  Mkushi  gneiss  and  aplities. 

(4)  Geochemistry  of  the  Mpanshya  River  volcanics  near  Old  Mkushi. 

MIN  EX 

6.  The  Mineral  Exploration  Department  of  Zimco  Limited  will  continue  its  detailed 
exploration  programme  as  per  the  following  development  schemes.  A  programme  of  work 
under  five  schemes  for  1983  with  corresponding  field  cost  estimates  is  as  follows: 

(i)  Operation  Food  Production 

This  scheme  is  intended  to  prospect  and  prove  fertiliser  raw  materials  like  phosphates, 
carbonates  and  sulphides.  A  provision  of  K252,000  has  been  proposed  to  carry  out  detailed 
exploration  in  the  following  areas. 

Sinda  West  PL  183 

A  provision  of  K 175,000  has  been  made  to  extend  the  detailed  exploratory  operations 
in  the  area.  Phosphate  deposits  occurring  as  patite-rich  bodies  have  been  discovered  by  Minex 
Department.  The  exploration  work  conducted  so  far  in  the  area  including  geophysical  surveys, 
putting  and  trenching  followed  by  core  drilling  has  indicated  about  four  million  tonnes  of  high 
grade  phosphate  ore  with  15-20%P2O5.  The  presence  of  high  grade  phosphate  make  this  an 
area  of  considerable  economic  interest.  Further  detailed  exploratory  work  in  the  neighbouring 
areas  of  promise  will  be  followed  to  prove  more  reserves. 

Nkombwa  Hill 

A  provision  of  K25,000  has  been  made  to  continue  detailed  exploratory  work  to  prove 
phosphate  ore  bodies  in  the  area.  The  initial  work  carried  out  earlier  by  Minex  Department 
in  the  areas  has  revealed  high  phosphate  content  of  8-12%P205  in  the  soil  samples.  Phosphate 
is  derived  from  Isokite— a  complex  flourophosphate  of  calcium  and  magnesium.  Attempts  are 
being  made  to  development  beneficiation  on  RD  method  to  extract  phosphate  from  this  rare 
mineral  Isokite.  Simultaneously,  detailed  exploration  work  is  planned  to  prove  the  grade- 
wise  reserves  of  phosphate  ore. 

Kaluwe  III  PL  162 

A  provision  of  K20,000  has  been  provided  for  further  exploration  work  in  the  area  to 
demarcate  additional  reserves  of  this  low  grade  ore.  Beneficiation  test  conducted  by  Kemira  Oy 
of  Finland  for  recovery  of  P205  were  just  moderate.  Considering  the  urgent  need  for  fertiliser 
grade  phosphate  to  substitute  imports,  the  project  is  being  pursued,  for  detailed  exploration 
to  estimate  the  total  reserves  of  phosphate  rock  in  the  area. 

Copperbelt 

Limestone  areas  from  drill  cores  are  being  examined  making  use  of  the  drill  cores  available 
from  Copper  Mines.  Biohermal  zones  with  algeal  structures  from  limestones  are  considered 
to  be  the  ideal  locations  for  fixing  phosphates.  Some  of  the  samples  collected  and  analysed  so 
far  from  Chambeshi  and  Mufulira  drill  cores  have  not  yet  yielded  any  positive  results.  However, 
the  search  for  any  possible  phosphate  enrichment  in  other  drill  cores  from  Copperbelt  is 
being  pursued  for  which  a  sum  of  K12,000  is  earmarked. 

Mumbwa  North 

This  is  a  new  project  to  be  commenced  in  the  coming  year.  The  area  which  is  to  be  surveyed 
reveals  the  geological  setting  very  similar  to  the  one  at  Cliilembwe  (i.e.  syentic  bodies  unplaced 
on  the  margins  of  huge  granitoid  massive).  One  of  few  drill  holes  sunk  in  the  area,  during 
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previous  prospecting  (for  copper)  intersected  apatite  bearing  zone  of  about  90m  thick,  yielding 
up  to  10%  of  P205.  No  follow-up  work  was  undertaken.  It  is  believed  that  during  actual 
intensive  prospecting  for  fertiliser  raw  materials  such  a  location  cannot  be  omitted  and  therefor  e 
provision  of  K  30,000  was  made  to  carry  on  the  premilinary  survey  comprising  of  stream 
sediment  sampling,  soil  sampling,  geological  mapping  in  detailed  scale,  pitting  and  trenching. 

(ii)  Operation  Hard  Rock 

Under  this  scheme,  a  total  of  K485,000  has  been  provided  for  prospecting  of  gold,  bismuth, 
lead,  zinc,  and  copper  in  Northern,  Luapula,  Central,  Eastern  and  Lusaka  Provinces. 

Gold 

Kasama:  Senga  PL  188 

A  provision  of  K75,000  has  been  made  for  prospecting  for  gold  in  this  area.  The 
reconnaissance  work  carried  out  during  1982  has  revealed  the  presence  of  0.6  g/t  of  from 
samples  analysed.  Detailed  exploration  by  mapph  g,  sampling  and  sedimentological  studies 
are  planned  to  assess  the  gold  potential  in  the  arc;, 

Mwembeshi  Area 

A  provision  of  K75.000  has  been  made  for  intensive  exploration  of  gold,  bismuth  and 
tungsten  in  the  area  located  along  Rufunsa.  This  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  carried  on 
Kaputa  deposit  located  along  the  same  zone.  The  gold  as  well  as  bismuth  and  scheelite  (tungsten 
mineral)  mineralisation  have  been  already  located  in  ferruginuous  veins.  The  future  programme 
will  comprise  of  detailed  geological  mapping  and  extensive  pitting  and  trenching  work  to 
locate  the  best  ore  shoots,  and  establish  approximate  grade  and  volume  of  ore. 

(iii)  Iron  and  Steel  Industry  R  iiv  Materials 

This  scheme  is  planned  for  prospecting  of  iron,  manganese  and  dolomite  deposits  needed  for 
the  industry. 

Nambala  Area 

A  provision  of  K1 58,000  has  been  made  for  the  completion  of  detailed  investigation  at 
Nambala  for  iron  ore.  Nambala  iron  ore  deposit  has  been  prospected  initially  and  is  considered 
as  a  promising  deposit.  Detailed  investigation  aided  by  drilling  in  the  area  is  planned  for 
evaluating  the  grade-wise  reserves  and  its  economic  feasibility. 

Luang wa  East  Area 

A  provision  of  K25,000  has  been  made  for  further  prospecting  in  the  area  for  base  metals, 
graphite,  molydbenum  and  limestone  as  follow-up  of  the  earlier  work  done  in  the  area. 

Mansa  Area 

A  provision  of  K65,000  has  been  made  for  regional  surveys  to  be  carried  out  in  the  area 
for  some  of  the  metallic  mineral  occurrences  in  the  area. 

Kabwe  West  Area 

A  provision  of  K245,000  has  been  made  for  detailed  exploration  including  drilling  pro¬ 
gramme  for  lead-zinc  mineralisation.  The  existing  lead-zinc  deposit  at  Kabwe  comprising 
galena,  sphalerite  and  pyrite  are  the  main  ore  minerals.  The  reserves  of  the  actually  exploited 
ore  bodies  are  likely  to  be  exhausted  in  the  nearest  future.  Other  indicated  prospect  in  the  area 
“Kabwe  West”  located  about  15  km  west  of  Kabwe  will  be  investigated  in  detail  to  prove 
further  deposits  in  the  Kabwe  West  area. 

(iv)  Industrial  Mineral  and  Gemstones 

A  provision  of  K  128,000  has  been  made  under  this  scheme  for  carrying  out  detailed  ex¬ 
ploration  of  several  industrial  and  gem  minerals  of  importance  in  the  Lundazi,  Mporokoso  and 
Muyombe  areas.  During  1982  Minex  has  already  succeeded  in  discovering  valuable  gemstone 
deposits  in  the  Eastern  Province.  This  programme  involves  several  of  the  short-term  ex¬ 
ploration  projects  so  that  these  if  found  economically  feasible,  could  be  recommended  for 
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small  scale  mining  ventures  for  quick  returns.  The  important  minerals  in  this  programme  are 
dolomite,  barytes,  refractories,  ceramics,  fillers,  clays,  paints,  chemicals,  abrasives  and  gem¬ 
stones. 

(v)  Operation  Soft  Rock: 

A  special  investigation  is  planned  purely  on  reconnoitore  basis  in  Western  Province  for 
identifying  any  possible  source  of  salt  deposits.  No  allocatio  i  of  funds  are  made  for  this  project 
but  any  spillover  money  from  other  projects  will  be  utilised  to  take  up  this  work  in  the  final 
part  of  the  field  work.  Minex  Department’s  proposed  capital  budget  for  1983  is  K352,000  and 
is  distributed  as  follows:

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CHAPTER  VI 


ENERGY 

The  energy  situation  remained  static  as  a  result  of  stagnation  in  other  sectors  of  the 
Zambian  economy  (mining,  manufacturing  industry).  Since  no  major  conversion  took  place 
during  1982  from  oil  to  electricity  there  was  no  shift  in  the  pattern  of  consumption  of  the 
energy.  The  mining  sector  remained  the  major  consumer  of  all  types  of  energy  sources  followed 
by  the  transport  and  manufacturing  sectors. 

Electricity 

2.  Actual  electricity  production  (for  ZESCO),  for  the  year  1982  was  10  341  million  kw, 
as  compared  to  the  planned  target  of  9  764  million  kw  recording  a  5.58  per  cent  achievement 
above  the  target.  Actual  electricity  consumption  (including  exports  to  the  neighbouring 
countries)  was  9  909  million  kwh  compared  to  the  planned  target  of  10  050  million  kwh 
showing  a  fall  of  1 .40  per  cent. 

Liquid  and  Gaseous  Fuels 

3.  Actual  oil  imports  for  the  year  was  608  225  tonnes  as  against  the  planned  target  of 
720  000  tonnes. 

4.  Processing  of  imported  crude  oil  was  satisfactory.  During  the  year  the  actual  quantity 
of  crude  oil  processed  was  456  848  tonnes  as  shown  on  Table  VIA. 

Coal 

5.  The  coal  production  during  the  year  was  552  282  tonnes  as  against  the  planned 
target  of  775  000  tonnes. 

Annual  Plan  for  1983 

6.  The  main  objectives  of  the  Third  National  Development  Plan  will  be  continued  to  be 
pursued  under  the  Annual  Plan  for  1983.  The  objectives  will  include  the  following : 

(i)  to  continue  with  the  implementation  of  the  rural  electrification  programme  in 
support  of  the  country’s  rural  development. 

(ii)  to  continue  with  the  efforts  of  reducing  the  imports  of  liquid  and  gaseous  fuels  and 
increasing  the  domestic  coal  supply  . 

(iii)  to  continue  with  the  investigation  and  development  of  other  forms  of  energy  through 
research  by  institutions  such  as  University  of  Zambia  and  the  National  Council  for 
Scientific  Research. 

(iv)  to  continue  with  the  appropriate  changes  in  the  institutional  set  up.  A  Department 
of  Energy  has  already  been  set  up  within  the  Ministry  of  Power,  Transport  and 
Communications  with  two  Dannish  energy  experts.  This  Department  of  Energy  in 
conjunction  with  the  National  Commission  for  Development  Planning  and  other 
relevant  institutions  will  work  together  and  formulate  an  elaborate  Energy  Plan  for 
Zambia. 


Electricity 

Generation  Capacity  and  Consumption 

7.  The  total  production  of  electricity  in  Zambia  for  1982  was  10  581  million  kwh  which 
was  slightly  above  the  9  793  million  kwh  for  the  year  1981. 

8.  The  total  supply  of  electricity  in  Zambia  for  the  year  1982  was  6  344  million  kwh 
which  is  above  the  6  244  million  kwh  for  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  demand  is  due  to 
rise  in  the  industrial  activity  and  to  rural  electrification  programme  such  as  the  proposed 
electrification  of  the  Mpongwe  Wheat  Scheme,  and  the  Zambia  Consolidated  Copper  Mines 
(ZCCM)  efforts  in  carrying  out  electrification  of  some  of  its  farms  and  some  switching  from  use 
of  other  energy  sources  to  electricity. 
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9.  However,  there  was  a  fall  in  the  exports  to  Zimbabwe  by  1.89  per  cent  from  the 
planned  target  for  1982  of  3  900  million  kwh  to  the  actual  export  of  3  826  million  kwh.  The 
exports  to  Zaire  had  slightly  increased  as  shown  in  the  Table  YrL2  below. 

10.  The  Table  VI.  1-2  show  some  important  statistics  about  the  electricity  sector  both 
in  1982  and  projections  in  1983.

Investment  Projects 

11.  The  1982  physical  progress  of  projects  and  capital  expenditure  was  as  follows: 

(1)  Kabwe-Luano  330  KF  Transmission  Line:  The  works  could  not  be  proceeded  with 
according  to  Plan  due  to  shortage  of  foreign  exchange.  About  60  per  cent  of  the  line  has  been 
completed  at  a  cost  of  K5.3  million.  The  remaining  works  are  expected  to  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  November  1983. 
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(2)  Mpika-Chinsali  Isoka-NaJconde  66  KV  Transmission :  The  line  was  completed  on 
20th  May,  1982.  Contract  value,  equipment  and  civil  engineering  works  amounted  to  K9.6 
million.  The  line  will  be  energised  at  the  end  of  1983,  after  completion  of  all  sub-stations. 

(3)  Mpika-Chinsali- 1 soka-and  Mpika  Extension  66/11  KV  Substations :  Civil  engineering 
works  has  been  completed  at  the  end  of  December,  1982.  Erection  of  equipment  will  start 
in  February,  1983  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  September,  1983.  Total 
value  of  civil  works  and  equipment  is  estimated  at  K3.1  million. 

(4)  Serenje  330/66  KV  Substation:  The  civil  engineering  works  have  been  completed 
except  66  KV  switch  yard.  The  shipment  of  equipment  (both  330  KV  and  66  KV)  is  tied  to 
contractual  payment  which  could  not  be  made  due  to  shortage  of  foreign  exchange  and  funds. 

(5)  Kasama  66/33  KV  Substation:  Completion  of  substation  was  not  done  due  to  shortage 
of  funds. 

(6)  Msoro  66/11  KV  Substation:  Substation  has  not  been  completed  due  to  shortage  of 
funds. 

(7)  New  ZESCO'S  Headquarters :  In  1982  an  amount  of  K800,000  was  spent  out  of  an 
estimated  cost  of  K8, 890, 000. 

(8)  Kafue  Stage  II  Power  Station:  This  project  is  now  complete. 

(9)  Regional  Control  Centre,  Lusaka:  Delays  in  meeting  contractors  payments  caused 
by  balance  of  payments  situation  has  put  the  project  in  jeopardy.  Only  US  $400,000  constituting 
40  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  project  has  so  far  been  externalised. 

(10)  Distribution  Network :  Due  to  shortage  of  materials  and  foreign  exchange  little  work 
was  done. 

(11)  Improvement  of  Isolated  Transmission  System:  Little  improvement  to  transmission 
system  was  done  due  to  shortage  of  funds. 

(12)  In  1983,  Zambia  Electricity  Supply  Corporation  (ZESCO)  will  undertake  the  following 
projects  some  of  them  on-going  and  other  new  at  a  cost  of  K16  million  to  be  financed  by 
ZESCO’s  own  resources. 

1983  Plan 

(1)  Resiting  of  Msorol s  Substation  66/11//CF:  Due  to  lack  of  funds  ZESCO  plan  for  1983 
is  K123,000. 

(2)  Kasama  66/33  KV  Substation:  On  this  project  an  amount  of  K200,000  will  be  spent 
in  1983  from  ZESCO’s  own  resources. 

-  .  •  « 

(3)  Kabwe-Luano  330  KV  Line:  The  remaining  work  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  November,  1983,  at  a  cost  of  K4.3  million  out  of  total  contract  value  of  K9.6  million. 
But  the  problem  may  arise  due  to  the  shortage  of  foreign  exchange. 

(4)  330/66  KV  Serenje  Substation :  On  this  sub-station,  K164,000  is  planned  to  be  spent 
in  1983  from  ZESCO’s  own  funds. 

(5)  Substation  66/11  KV  —  Chinsali-Isoka-Nakonde  and  Mpika  Extension:  Provision 
of  1.1  million  has  been  made  to  complete  all  the  substations  and  energise  the  line  up  to  Nakonde 
substation  at  the  end  of  Septemb3r,  1983. 

(6)  Substation  33/66  KV  Chishimba  Falls:  On  this  substation  K164,000  is  planned  to  be 
spent  in  1983  from  ZESCO’s  own  funds. 

(7)  Mpongwe  Wheat  Scheme — Transmission  Line  and  Two  Substations :  This  is  a  electrifi¬ 
cation  project  in  the  wheat  scheme.  Total  cost  is  estimated  at  K7  million.  To  start  work  ZESCO 
estimated  cost  for  1983  to  be  about  Kl  million.  Equipment  and  materials  will  be  financed 
from  the  Government  budget. 

(8)  New  ZESCO  Headquarters :  On  this  project  an  amount  of  K5  million  is  planned  to 
be  spent.  Total  value  of  projects  is  K8.89  million. 

(9)  Kafue  Town  Reinforcement :  The  transformers  are  yet  to  be  commissioned.  The  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  inability  to  externalise  contractor’s  payments  has  been  the  main  cause  for  delay. 

(10)  National  Control  Centre:  This  project  has  now  been  completed. 
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(11)  Electrification  of  Kasaba  Mission  Hospital:  This  project  has  already  been  taken  by 
by  ZESCO.  The  1982  provision  of  K200,000  is  expected  to  be  fully  utilised.  An  amount  of 
K300,000  has  been  provided  for  1983. 

(12)  Other  Electrification  Programmes :  The  Ministry  of  Power,  Transport  and  Communica¬ 
tions  has  a  provision  of  Kl.4  million  in  the  1983  budget  for  the  electrification  of  Sinazongwe 
Boma  (K350,000),  Kaputa  Boma  (K350,000),  Lukula  Boma  (K350,000)  and  Kaunda  Square 
and  Mtendere  Townships  (K350,000). 

(13)  Liquid  and  Gaseous  Fuels:  As  pointed  out  above  no  major  conversion  took  place 
hi  the  energy  use  during  1982  and  therefore  the  pattern  of  energy  use  remained  the  same. 
However,  the  electrification  of  the  Zambia  Railways  in  the  future  and  the  conversion  of  some 
parts  of  the  mining  industry  to  other  energy  use  will  certainly  make  a  major  shift  in  the 
pattern  of  energy  use  in  the  Zambian  economy. 

(14)  Table  VI. 3  below  shows  the  marketing  of  petroleum  products  in  1979-80,  1983-84 
financial  years.

Investment  Projects  in  the  Petroleum  Products  Sector 

16.  In  1983,  TAZAMA  Pipelines  will  invest  K1.6  million  on  its  capital  projects. 

17.  In  1982,  two  of  its  capital  projects  were  completed  these  are: 

(i)  Re-routing  of  the  section  of  the  8"  pipeline  off  Dar-es-Salaam;  and 

(ii)  Shifting  of  the  pump  station. 

18.  The  Zambia  National  Energy  Limited  will  invest  an  estimated  amount  of  K2,220 
million. 

19.  The  British  Petroleum  Zambia  Limited  will  invest  an  amount  of  K2.7  million  and 
AGIP  Zambia  Limited  will  also  invest  K270,000  for  the  year  1983. 

20.  The  Indeni  Refinery  plans  to  invest  K300,000  for  the  year  1983. 

Goal  and  Coke 

21.  The  planned  production  of  coal  has  not  been  met  due  to  the  continued  operational 
problems  the  Maamba  Collieries  has  been  facing  for  a  number  of  years.  However,  a  World 
Bank  Mission  has  carried  out  a  study  to  examine  the  actual  problems  this  colliery  is  facing. 
The  World  Bank  Mission  has  estimated  US$30  million  as  a  requirement  for  full  rehabilitation 
programme  which  will  enable  it  to  increase  production  of  coal  to  the  design  capacity  of  1.2 
million  tonnes  per  year.

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Wind  and^Solar  Energy 

22.  The  University  of  Zambia  and  the  National  Council  for  Scientific  Research  will 
continue  with  its  research  into  the  viability  of  these  energy  sources.  The  Zambian  Government 
is  currently  working  with  the  French  Government  to  assess  the  Solar  Energy  in  Zambia.  The 
Dutch  Government  is  also  proposing  to  assess  the  potentiality  of  the  wind  energy  in  Zambia. 

Charcoal  and  Firewood 

23.  The  Department  of  Energy  under  the  Ministry  of  Power,  Transport  and  Communi¬ 
cations  will  carry  out  its  efforts  in  finding  means  of  reducing  the  high  consumption  of  w  ood 
and  charcoal.  This  research  project  will  be  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  relevant  institu¬ 
tions  such  as  the  National  Commission  for  Development  Planning  (NCDP),  University  of 
Zambia  and  National  Council  for  Scientific  Research.

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CHAPTER  VII 


MANUFACTURING 


1982  Review  and  Prospects  for  1983 


1.  Review  of  1982 

The  manufacturing  sector  experienced  another  adverse  year  in  1982.  The  index  of  manu¬ 
facturing  output  for  the  first  nine  months  of  1982  stood  at  99.7  as  compared  to  104.9  for  the 
same  period  of  1981,  indicating  a  decline  of  6.7  per  cent  over  its  1981  level. 


2.  The  problems  affecting  the  sector  in  1982  remained  largely  unchanged  from  those 
experienced  in  1981  except  that  some  of  the  problems  had  become  even  more  serious.  The 
poor  performance  of  the  sector  in  1982  was  due  mainly  to  the  following: 

(a)  Domestic  manufacturing  units  continued  to  depend  heavily  on  imports  of  raw 
materials,  semi-manufactured  inputs,  machinery,  equipment  and  spares.  Imports 
of  all  these  items  continued  to  be  restricted  due  to  the  acute  scarcity  of  foreign 
exchange  experienced  in  the  year. 

(i b )  The  inability  of  some  and  unwillingness  of  other  industrial  units  to  substitute 
locally  available  raw  materials  for  the  imported  production  inputs. 

(c)  Industrial  maintenance  continued  to  be  poor  so  that  plant  and  equipment  in  most 
industrial  units  experienced  frequent  breakdowns  and  remained  shutdown  due 
to  lack  of  spares  and  replacements. 

(d)  There  had  been  v^ery  little  export  promotion  effort  by  the  domestic  manufacturing 

imits  to  alleviate  their  foreign  exchange  problems.  It,  however,  needs  to  be  said 
that  the  year  under  review  saw  much  activity  in  the  way  of  seminars  on  how  to 
launch  an  export  drive  in  Zambia. 


3.  The  combined  result  of  all  the  above  factors  was  that  the  output  of  about  half  of 
the  domestic  manufacturing  units  fell  veil  below  the  targets  set  for  the  1982  Annual  Plan. 
Table  VII.  1  below  sets  out  actual  production  in  1982  of  the  Indeco  group  of  companies  against 
the  targets  set  out  in  the  1982  Annual  Plan.  It  will  be  noted  from  Table  VII.  1  that  only  in  about 
half  of  the  units  the  targets  set  for  1982  were  achieved.

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Prospects  for  1983 

4.  The  year  1983  is  expected  to  be  a  year  of  modest  growth  for  the  manufacturing  sector. 
The  decontrol  of  prices  announced  by  the  Government  in  the  beginning  of  1983  will  have  some 
positive  effect  in  improving  the  financial  viability  of  most  of  the  existing  manufacturing 
units.  The  increased  foreign  exchange  earnings  due  to  some  improvement  in  copper  prices 
may  also  ease  the  foreign  exchange  constraint  hampering  output  of  the  manufacturing  sector. 
The  devaluation  of  the  Kwacha  by  20  per  cent  in  terms  of  the  SDR  in  the  early  part  of  1983 
may  have  some  positive  effect  on  the  exports  of  the  manufactured  goods.  Because  of  the  fore¬ 
going  factors  the  prospects  for  1983  appear  to  be  good.  The  heavy  imports  dependence  of  the 
manufacturing  sector,  however,  may  limit  for  1983  real  growth  in  the  sector’s  value  added 
which  has  been  projected  to  increase  only  by  1  per  cent  over  its  1982  level. 

5.  On  the  whole  considerable  efforts  need  to  be  made  by  domestic  production  units  to : 

(a)  Improve  capacity  utilisation  through  improved  operational  efficiency; 

( b )  Substitute  local  raw  materials  and  other  inputs  in  place  of  imported  ones ; 

(c)  Ensure  proper  maintenance  of  industrial  plant  and  equipment  in  order  to  avoid 

frequent  breakdowns ; 

(d)  Vigorously  promote,  wherever  possible,  exports  of  a  part  of  their  production  so  as  to 

earn  some  foreign  exchange  for  their  essential  spares,  parts  and  components  etc.

Nitrogen  Chemicals  of  Zambia  Limited:  K4, 911, 000 

The  Sulphuric  Acid  Project  at  installed  capacity  of  60,000  metric  tonnes  per  annum  is  in 
the  last  stage  of  completion  at  NCZ  complex,  Kafue.  The  total  cost  of  the  project  would  be 
K32.132  million,  comprising  K20.707  million  (Japanese  Yen  5.45  million)  by  the  Japanese 
in  form  of  GRZ  equity  contribution  to  the  project,  K9.0  million  from  local  financial  insti¬ 
tutions  and  the  balance  would  be  provided  by  NCZ. 

The  sulphuric  acid  produced  at  NCZ  would  be  used  in  the  production  of  ammonium 
sulphate  fertilisers  and  base  materials  for  the  production  process  would  be  pyrites 
from  Nampundwe  Mines,  Kabwe. 


Zambia  Sugar  Company  (ZSC):  K6, 800,000 

Zambia  Sugar  Company  has  planned  its  expansion  of  sugar  refinery  project  termed  as 
‘White-end  Expansion’  at  its  Nakambala  Sugar  Refinery.  The  expanded  capacity  will  be 
130  000  metric  tonnes  per  annum  vis-a-vis  current  capacity  of  110  000  metric  tonnes  per  annum. 
The  expansion  of  white-end  of  sugar  refinery  project  is  being  carried  out  to  balance  the  existing 
front-end  capacity  for  sugarcane  crushing  and  to  increase  sugar  production  for  meeting  the 
national  demand.  The  total  cost  of  this  project  is  estimated  at  K18.1  million.  The  sources  of 
financing  will  include  K6.8  million  for  the  year  1983-84  by  the  Commonwealth  Development 
Corporation  (CDC),  K3.0  million  as  machinery  suppliers  credit,  K7.0  million  as  loans  from 
local  financial  institutions,  Kl.O  million  by  West  German  Development  Funds  (KFW)  and 
K0.3  million  from  internal  generation  of  funds  by  ZSC. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  expansion  project  will  be  completed  during  1985. 

Chilanga  Cement  Company  Limited  (CCL):  K2, 957, 000 

CCL  embarked  upon  rehabilitation  of  its  Ndola  and  Chilanga  works  since  1978.  The  under 
lying  objectives  of  the  rehabilitation  programme  is  to  reinstate  the  capacity  utilisation  currently 
at  270  000  metric  tonnes  to  a  total  of  460  000  metric  tonnes  per  annum  by  1984.  At  the  end  of 
the  rehabilitation  programme,  installed  capacity  at  Chilanga  works  would  be  200  000  metric 
tonnes  and  for  Ndola  works  at  300  000  metric  tonnes  per  year. 

Total  cost  of  the  programme  is  estimated  to  be  K12,495  million  of  which  a  sum  of  K5.996 
million  was  spent  on  the  project  by  31st  December,  1982.  The  project  is  financed  by  equity 
contribution  of  K2.633  million,  local/foreign  loans  of  K6.0  million  and  balance  of  K3.862 
million  would  be  financed  out  of  internal  generation  of  funds  at  CCL. 

Physical  progress  on  the  rehabilitation  programme  has  been  slowed  down  primarily  due 
to  lack  of  foreign  exchange.  Depending  on  the  availability  of  foreign  exchange  CCL  intends  to 
spend  K2.957  million  during  1983  in  order  to  speed  up  the  project  implementation.  The  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  rehabilitation  programme  is  scheduled  for  1984. 


ROP  (1975)  Limited:  K4, 428, 000 

(a)  Oilseed-Crushing  and  Solvent  Extraction  Plant,  Lusaka :  Kl, 046, 000 

The  ROP’s  major  oil-seed  crushing  and  solvent  extraction  project  which  will  increase  oil¬ 
seed  crushing  capacity  from  100  metric  tonnes  per  day  to  400  metric  tonnes  per  day  to  match 
the  refining  of  100  metric  tonnes  per  day  of  crude  vegetable  oil,  will  be  completed  during  the 
second  quarter  of  1983. 

The  expanded  plant  will  have  the  capacity  to  handle  up  to  120  000  metric  tonnes  of  oil 
seeds  per  annum.  The  plant  capacity  would  be  able  to  meet  the  national  demand  for  cooking 
oil.  The  total  cost  of  the  plant  up  to  completion  would  be  K9.877  million  and  it  has  been 
financed  by  equity  funds  and  ROP’s  own  funds  to  the  extent  of  K7.502  million  and  by  way  of 
suppliers’  credit  of  K2.375  million. 

(b)  Soap  Expansion  and  Glycerine  Plant,  Ndola:  K3, 061, 000 

The  soap  manufacturing  plant  at  Ndola  works  has  been  planned  for  complete  rehabilitation 
and  expansion  of  production  capacity  from  1  metric  tonne  per  hour  to  3  metric  tonnes  per  hour. 
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In  addition  a  new  plant  will  be  installed  to  recover  natural  gylcerine  from  a  by-product  of 
the  soap  manufacturing  process  viz.  spent  lye.  The  installed  capacity  of  the  glycerine  plant 
would  be  1  700  metric  tonnes  per  annum  and  on  commissioning,  local  gylcerine  production 
will  be  adequate  to  meet  the  national  demand,  thereby  eliminating  imports  of  glycerine  into 
the  country. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  to  be  K6.7  million  which  will  be  financed  by 
suppliers’  credit  and  by  way  of  a  loan  from  DBZ  and  from  ROP’s  own  resources. 

The  project  is  expected  to  be  completed  during  the  last  quarter  of  1984. 

(c)  Cotton-seed  and  Soyabeans  Plant ,  Ndola:  K32 1,000 

The  cotton  seed  and  soyabeans  plant  at  Ndola  works  will  increase  the  capacity  to  handle 
these  oil-seeds  from  20  metric  tonnes  per  day  to  70  metric  tonnes  per  day.  It  is  estimated  that 
at  the  increased  capacity  the  plant  will  be  able  to  handle  locally  available  cotton  seeds  to  full 
extent. 

The  total  cost  of  the  plant  is  estimated  to  be  K1.562  million  which  has  been  financed 
through  the  Indian  Government  loan  of  K1.2  million  and  the  balance  of  K362,000  will  be 
provided  by  the  eompany  from  its  own  resources. 

A  full  set  of  plant  and  machinery  has  arrived  in  the  country  and  its  erection  is  scheduled 
to  commence  from  March,  1983,  leading  to  commissioning  by  September,  1983. 

Rucom  Industries:  K7, 909, 000 

(а)  Coffee  Plantation  Project :  Kl, 897, 000 

The  Coffee  plantation  development  programme  was  started  during  the  year  1978,  at 
Kateshi  and  Ngoli  in  Kasama  District.  The  project  was  supported  by  a  loan  of  US  $4.5  million 
by  World  Bank/IDA,  to  cover  450  hectares  of  coffee  plantation.  Up  to  the  end  of  1982,  the 
plantation  of  400  hectares  was  completed  and  about  58  hectares  has  been  planned  for  develop¬ 
ment  during  1983.  The  coffee  yield  from  the  plantation  is  high. 

The  total  cost  of  the  plantation  development  is  estimated  to  be  K8.409  million,  which 
has  been  financed  by  IDA  loan,  GRZ  loans  and  grants,  Zimco  and  from  other  internal  gener¬ 
ation  of  funds.  For  the  year  1983,  Rucom  plans  to  spend  K  1.897  million  towards  development 
and  maintenance  of  plantation  which  will  be  financed  by  Zimco  and  by  generation  of  funds 
from  the  operations. 

(б)  Coffee  Processing  Factory :  K6, 012, 000 

For  the  season  1983-84  the  yield  of  coffee  beans  from  the  plantation  at  Kateshi  and  Ngoli 
is  expected  to  be  600  metric  tonnes  of  green  coffee.  The  existing  coffee  cherry  processing 
facilities  are  inadequate  to  handle  such  a  large  coffee  crop.  A  modern  coffee  processing  plant 
has  been  planned  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1983.  The  new  plant  will  be  located  at  Kateshi 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  K6.012  million  of  whicli  K1.875  million  (US  $1.5  million)  will  be  funded 
by  World  Bank/IDA  to  cover  the  foreign  exchange  cost  component  of  the  project  and  the 
balance  of  K4.137  million  will  be  provided  by  Zimco. 

For  implementation  of  the  project,  Zambia  Engineering  Services  (ZES)  have  been  ap¬ 
pointed  as  the  technical  consultants  and  tenders  for  supply  of  plant  and  machinery  have  been 
invited  on  an  international  basis.  The  project  activities  are  being  co-ordinated  by  the  Indeco 
Projects  Division. 

The  initial  installed  capacity  of  the  plant  would  be  600  metric  tonnes  per  year  of  green 
coffee,  which  will  be  expanded  at  a  later  date  to  1  600  metric  tonnes  per  annum . 

As  per  World  Bank  recommendations  the  local  processing  of  coffee  aims  at  producing 
high  grade  speciality  coffee,  primarily  earmarked  for  exports  for  earning  foreign  exchange. 

Lusaka  Engineering  Company  Limited  (LENCO):  K396.000 

Lenco  has  started  a  bus  body  fabrication  project  at  its  Lusaka  works.  The  company  intends 
to  fabricate  bus  bodies  on  imported  bus  chassis  at  the  rate  of  100  bus  bodies  per  annum. 
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The  total  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  to  be  Kl.l  million  and  the  programme  for  1983 
would  be  K396,000  to  cover  the  outstanding  expenditure  towards  completion  of  the  factory 
shed  and  for  procurement  of  additional  machinery. 

The  bus  body  fabrication  has  already  commenced  and  the  main  shed  is  expected  to  be 
ready  in  May,  1983. 

The  project  cost  of  K1.10  million,  had  been  financed  by  a  K500,000  ZNPF  loan  and  the 
balance  of  KG00.000  has  been  funded  out  of  internal  generation  of  funds  by  Lenco. 

The  procurement  of  additional  machinery  originally  planned  for  the  year  1982,  was  not 
possible  due  to  foreign  exchange  problems  and  Lenco  has  therefore  planned  this  programme  for 
1983. 

ZAMEFA — Continuous  Copper  Rod  Project:  K52 1,000 

The  continuous  Copper  Rod  Project  based  on  Outokumpu  process  is  in  advanced  stage 
of  completion.  This  project  shall  use  copper  wire  bars/cathodes  from  ZCCM  to  produce  copper 
rods  in  bulk  volumes  for  use  in  the  mining  industry,  electricity  distribution  and  supply,  and 
for  Posts  and  Telecommunications  Services.  There  is  a  strong  potential  for  exports  to  various 
countries  in  Africa  and  Asia. 

The  installed  capacity  of  the  project  is  6  000  metric  tonnes  per  annum.  The  new  factory 
buildings  have  been  completed,  plant  and  machinery  is  under  installation.  A  team  of  Zamefa 
staff  has  been  trained  abroad  for  operating  the  plant.  The  project  is  scheduled  for  commissioning 
during  the  second  quarter  of  1983. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project  would  be  K2.891  million,  which  has  been  financed  by  a  loan 
of  K2  million  from  the  Citi  Bank  and  the  balance  of  K89 1,000  has  been  financed  from  the 
company’s  own  resources. 

ZAMOX— Hydrogen  Plant:  K182,000 

The  hydrogen  plant  of  Zamox  will  be  located  at  the  existing  facilities  of  ROP  (1975) 
Limited,  Ndola  Plant.  Production  of  hydrogen  gas  will  be  at  the  rate  of  6.8  cubic  metres  per 
hour  and  the  total  annual  production  is  likely  to  be  of  the  order  of  47  600  cubic  metres.  Electro¬ 
lysis  of  water  will  be  the  process  for  manufacture  of  the  hydrogen  gas. 

The  major  customer  of  hydrogen  gas  will  be  ROP  (1975)  Limited  for  use  in  the 
hydrogeration  process  of  vegetable  oils.  Hitherto,  hydrogen  gas  was  being  imported  and 
Zamox’s  hydrogen  gas  plant  is  likely  to  meet  the  full  requirements  of  ROP  (1975)  Limited. 

The  plant  and  machinery  lias  arrived  at  Ndola  and  designs  for  installation  have  been  sent 
to  British  Oxygen  for  approval.  The  plant  is  expected  to  be  commissioned  by  December,  1983. 
The  total  cost  of  the  plant  would  be  K430,000  and  the  project  has  been  financed  through 
internal  generation  of  funds  by  Zamox. 

Kafue  Textiles  of  Zambia  (KTZ):  K7, 809, 000 

The  unsatisfied  domestic  demand  calls  for  a  substantial  increase  in  the  production  of 
cotton  and  polyester/cotton  fabrics  which  will  be  enabled  by  the  planned  rapid  growth  in 
growing  of  seed  cotton.  The  expansion  will  increase  the  annual  production  capacity  from  1 1 
million  metres  to  18.8  million  metres  of  polyester,  i.e.  16.3  million  metres  of  cotton  fabrics  and 
2.5  million  metres  of  polyester/cotton  fabrics,  by  matching  the  existing  printing  capacity  of 
the  plant  through  increasing  its  spinning  and  weaving  capacity.  By  the  type  of  fabrics,  pro¬ 
duction  will  consist  of  22  per  cent  drills  and  twills,  32  per  cent  of  shirtings  poplins,  38  per  cent 
of  African  prints  and  8  per  cent  of  furnishing  fabrics,  The  total  cost  of  the  plant  is  estimated 
at  K23.536  million  which  will  be  financed  as  follows:

Internal  generation  of  funds  by  KTZ 
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Physical  progress  on  the  implementation  of  the  project  has  been  satisfactory.  A  complete 
set  of  plant  and  machinery  has  arrived  at  the  site  and  about  25  per  cent  of  the  machinery  has 
been  installed  and  commissioned.  The  completion  of  the  expansion  project  is  scheduled  for 
September.  1 98 3 . 

National  Breweries  Limited  (NBL) :  K732,000 
Resiting  of  Ndola  Brewery:  K.398,000 

The  existing  plant  for  production  of  opaque  beer  at  Ndola  will  be  housed  in  a  new  building 
at  Ndola.  The  total  cost  of  the  new  building  including  installation  of  the  beer  plant  would  be 
K845,000  and  up  to  31st  December,  1982  K587,000  had  already  been  spent  on  this  project. 

NBL  expects  the  plant  to  start  functioning  at  the  new  buildings  during  the  second  half  of 
1983. 

Project  cost  has  been  financed  out  of  internal  resources  of  the  company. 

Zambia  Steel  and  Building  Supplies  Limited  (ZSBS) — Veneer  Project:  K325,000 

ZSBS  has  a  block  board  factory  located  at  Kitwe,  where  plywood  and  blockboard  are 
produced  from  imported  veneer  sheets.  ZSBS  therefore  planned  to  go  into  production  of  basic 
feedstock  for  plywood/block  board  industry  viz.  veneers,  based  on  local  species  of  soft  wood. 
The  veneer  project  aims  at  conserving  foreign  exchange  by  utilising  local  timber. 

The  installed  capacity  of  the  new  plant  to  be  located  as  an  extension  of  the  existing  block 
board  factory  at  Kitwe,  would  be  producing  120  000  cubic  metres  of  commercial  grade  veneers 
per  annum.  At  this  capacity  the  plant  would  be  able  to  meet  the  national  demand  of  plywood 
and  block  boards.  To  start  with,  only  commercial  grade  veneers  would  be  produced  and  at  a 
later  stage  exotic  grade  veneer  manufacturing  will  also  be  undertaken  at  the  Kitwe  Plant. 

The  veneer  plant  is  estimated  to  cost  K3.9  million.  Plant  and  machinery  would  be  financed 
through  an  Indian  Government  loan  of  K.  1.1  million;  the  balance  of  K2.8  million  would  be 
financed  out  of  the  company’s  own  resources. 

Project  implementation  will  commence  during  1983  and  completion  of  the  project  is 
scheduled  for  the  third  quarter  of  1984. 

Indeco  Limited — Ceramics  Project:  K9, 752, 000 

The  Ceramics  Project  is  located  at  the  Ex-Mindolo  Works  of  Zambia  Clay  Industries, 
Kitwe.  The  installed  capacity  of  the  integrated  plant  will  be  to  manufacture  1.5  million  pieces 
of  tableware;  21  685  pieces  of  sanitary  ware  and  50  205  pieces  of  floor  and  vitrified  wall  tiles. 
The  project  will  also  develop  the  local  clay  mining  industry  for  the  supply  of  clays  in  the 
production  of  ceramic  products. 

The  Project  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1983.  The  total  cost  of  the  project 
is  estimated  to  be  K12.5  million,  which  has  been  funded  by  the  Development  Bank  of  Zambia 
K4.75  million  through  the  African  Development  Bank,  Zambia  National  Provident  Fund 
K2.355  million;  and  the  rest  of  the  finance  has  been  provided  and  secured  from  the  GRZ  and 
Zimco. 

Indeco  Limited — Chingola  Maize  Mill — K2, 27 1,000 

A  modern  maize  mill  at  Chingola,  in  the  Copperbelt  Province  is  in  the  advanced  stage  of 
completion  with  the  assistance  of  Chinese  Government.  The  mill  has  milling  capacity  of  230 
metric  tonnes  per  day  and  on  commissioning  during  May/ June,  1983,  will  greatly  improve 
the  availability  of  maize  meal  in  Chingola  and  the  surrounding  areas. 

As  per  arrangements  between  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of  Zambia  and  the  Chinese 
Government,  all  the  local  costs  are  to  be  financed  by  the  Zambian  side,  which  are  estimated 
to  be  K6.S  million,  including  a  provision  of  K2  million  towards  a  housing  scheme. 

The  mill  buildings  are  completed  and  machinery  is  under  installation.  The  mill  on  com¬ 
missioning  will  be  operating  as  a  subsidiary  company  of  INDECO. 

The  Ministry  of  Finance  has  released  K4.5  million  up  to  31st  December,  1982  and  balance 
funds  for  the  year  1983  will  be  provided  by  Zimco. 
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INDECO  Limited — Ethanol  Project:  K200,000 

The  Ethanol  Project  had  been  planned  to  process  molasses — a  by-product  of  the  Sugar 
Refinery  at  Nakambala — and  produce  ethanol  for  blending  with  gasoline  and  thereby  reducing 
the  importation  of  petroleum  products  into  the  country. 

The  project  activities  commenced  during  1982  and  due  to  linkage  of  project  implementation 
with  the  operations  of  the  Indeni  Refinery,  a  comprehensive  report  on  the  joint  operations, 
was  felt  necessary,  which  resulted  in  the  suspension  of  further  activities,  awaiting  conclusions 
of  a  World  Bank  Report. 

Planned  expenditure  for  the  year  1983  would  cover  settlement  of  bills  towards  Project 
Engineering  and  Consultancy  Services. 

INDECO  Limited — Tractor  Assembly  Plant:  K3, 978, 000 

An  investment  agreement  had  been  signed  during  January,  1983,  between  Indeco  Limited 
and  Motokov  Foreign  Trade  Corporation  of  Czechoslovakia  for  setting  up  a  Tractor  Assembly 
Plant  at  Lusaka. 

Under  the  scope  of  the  assembly  programme,  Zetor  tractors  in  the  50  to  160  H.P.  range, 
up  to  2  500  numbers  per  annum  could  be  assembed  in  the  plant. 

The  latest  estimates  regarding  the  project  cost  is  K26.982  million,  which  will  be  financed 
through  a  package  of  credit  from  Czechoslovakia  and  the  local  finance  will  be  funded  through 
Zimco. 

For  the  year  1983,  the  major  schedule  of  activities  would  be  in  the  areas  of  engineering 
designs,  which  will  be  carried  out  in  Zambia  and  Czechoslovakia.  The  total  duration  of  project 
implementation  is  estimated  to  be  thirty  months  and  the  project  will  be  completed  in  1985 

New  Projects 

Norgroup  Plastics  Limited  :  K806,000 

The  company  intends  to  go  into  Blow  Moulding  Project  for  production  of  cooking  oil 
plastic  cans.  The  exapnsion  project  has  been  planned  to  supply  plastic  oil  cans  to  ROP  (1975) 
Limited  for  meeting  increasing  demand  for  cans,  in  view  of  ROP’s  expanded  cooking  oil  produc¬ 
tion  capacity. 

The  expanded  capacity  on  completion  of  the  project  would  be  to  produce  810  000  cans 
of  5  litre  capacity  and  1  560  000  cans  of  2.5  litre  capacity. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  at  K806,000  and  would  be  financed  by  way  of 
loans  from  local  financial  institutions  and  the  project  will  be  completed  during  the  last  quarter 
of  1983. 

Zambia  Breweries  Limited  (ZBL):  K5, 100,000 

(а)  New  Bottling  Line ,  Ndola:  K4, 700, 000 

ZBL  has  planned  to  instal  a  bottling  line  of  medium  capacity  of  42  000  bottles  per  hour 
at  Ndola  Brewery.  The  investment  will  be  carried  out  to  streamline  operational  efficiency 
of  the  bottling  plant.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  new  bottling  line  would  be  K4.7  million  which 
will  be  financed  through  a  loan  from  Zambia  National  Provident  Fund  (ZNPF  ). 

(б)  Crowncorh  Plant,  Ndola:  K400,000 

ZBL  has  planned  to  instal  a  modern  crown  cork  manufacturing  plant  at  its  Ndola  Division . 
This  decision  has  been  taken  to  overcome  the  irregular  situation  in  the  supply  of  crown  corks 
from  the  local  manufactures,  which  in  turn  effects  the  production  of  bottled  beer.  It  is  also 
estimated  that  by  having  its  own  plant,  ZBL  would  be  able  to  save  about  25  per  cent  on 
the  cost  of  crown  corks  it  procures  from  outside. 

The  plant  which  is  estimated  to  cost  K400,000  will  be  financed  through  ZBC’s  own  funds 
and  will  be  commissioned  during  1983. 

National  Milling  Company  Limited  (NMC):  K4, 679, 000 

(a)  Remodelling  of  Malambo  Road  Maize  Mill:  K2, 234,000 

NMC  has  decided  to  re-model  two  maize  mills  and  maize  cleaning  sections  to  improve 
production  efficiency  of  the  twenty  year  old  plants  and  machinery. 
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As  a  result  of  re-modelling,  the  capacity  utilisation  is  planned  to  improve  from  200  metric 
tonnes  per  day  to  248  metric  tonnes  per  day,  and  the  quality  of  maize  products  will  improve 
significantly  and  down  time  will  be  reduced. 

(b)  Re-modelling  of  Maize  Mill  at  Kabwe:  K720,000 

Re-modelling  of  Kabwe  Maize  Mill  is  being  planned  to  replace  the  forty  year  old  plant 
and  machinery  and  to  reinstate  the  capacity  to  60  metric  tonnes  from  the  existing  achievable 
capacity  of  35  metric  tonnes  per  day.  As  a  result  of  re-modelling,  Kabwe  Mill  will  be  able  to 
produce  additional  any  range  of  maize  products  viz.,  breakfast  meal  which  cannot  be  produced 
by  the  existing  mill  as  it  produces  only  roller-meal. 

(c)  Installation  of  Steel  Silos  at  Kabwe  for  Storage  of  Wheat :  Kl, 725, 000 

The  existing  wheat  storage  facility  at  Lusaka  and  Kabwe  is  23  200  metric  tonnes  vis-a-vis 
minimum  wheat  storage  required  to  meet  national  demand  estimated  to  be  40  000  metric 
tonnes.  Therefore  to  store  additional  wheat,  NMC  has  planned  to  erect  silos  at  its  Kabwe 
plant. 

All  the  three  projects  will  be  financed  through  NMC’s  own  resources  and  these  projects 
are  scheduled  to  be  completed  during  1983/84. 

ZAMOX — Carbon  Dioxide  Plant  :  K440,000 

The  Carbon  dioxide  plant  of  ZAMOX  has  been  planned  to  supplement  production  of  the 
gas  at  NCZ,  Kafue.  The  new  plant  at  Kitwe  will  have  an  installed  capacity  of  1  750  metric 
tonnes  per  annum,  and  liquified  petroleum  gas  (LPG)  will  be  used  as  a  feedstock  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  carbon  dioxide  gas. 

Major  customers  of  carbon  dioxide  gas  would  be  the  bottling  industry,  welding  and 
metal  working  industry,  fire  extinguishers,  manufacturers  of  dry-ice  for  the  fishing  industry 
and  there  could  be  export  potential  for  this  gas. 

The  total  cost  of  the  plant  would  be  K6 10,000  and  K400,000  is  planned  to  be  invested 
during  the  year  1983  and  the  balance  of  K170,000  would  be  invested  in  1984.  The  plant  is 
scheduled  to  be  commissioned  during  the  second  quarter  of  1984.  This  project  will  be  financed 
through  internal  generation  of  funds  by  ZAMOX. 

Supa  Baking  Company  Limited:  Kl, 930, 000 

Supa  Baking  intends  to  instal  new  bread  wrapping  machinery  at  its  Lusaka  and  Kitwe 
bakeries.  Under  this  project,  major  expenditure  would  be  towards  plant  and  machinery.  The 
project  is  being  executed  to  face  the  increasing  competition  from  smaller  bakeries  and  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  bread  wrapping  set  by  the  health  authorities. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  at  K1.93  million  which  will  be  financed  out  of 
internal  generation  of  funds  at  Supa  Baking.  The  bread  wrapping  project  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  during  the  last  quarter  of  1983. 

National  Breweries  Limited — Stockfeed  Plant:  K334,000 

NBL  plans  to  instal  a  plant  at  Kitwe  to  produce  stockfeeds  using  a  by-product  of  the 
opaque  beer  production  process.  Installed  capacity  of  the  plant  would  be  about  400  metric 
tonnes  per  annum  and  the  plant  estimated  to  cost  K334,000  would  start  generating  sales 
revenue  of  K100,000  per  annum  from  1984/85. 

The  cost  of  the  plant  will  be  financed  from  the  internal  generation  of  funds  from  the 
company’s  own  operations. 

Consolidated  Tyre  Services  Limited  (CTS):  K300,000 

CTS  has  planned  to  instal  an  earthmoving  tyre  retreading  plant  at  Chingola,  to  cater 
for  the  retreading  requirement  of  earthmoving  tyres  of  ZCCM.  ZCCM  views  this  investment 
as  a  contributing  project  towards  its  cost-saving  and  foreign  exchange  conservation  measures. 
Hitherto,  ZCCM  used  to  send  earthmoving  tyres  to  South  Africa  for  retreading. 

The  planned  capacity  of  the  plant  would  retread  between  1  500-2  000  tyres  per  annum 
and  projected  foreign  exchange  savings  would  be  about  K500,000  per  annum. 
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The  project  cost  estimated  at  K400,000  would  be  financed  by  loans  from  the  commercial 
banks.  The  plant  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  during  the  second  half  of  1984. 


ZAMEFA :  K2, 020,000 

(а)  Wooden  Cable  Drum  Project:  K100,000 

Zamefa  has  planned  this  project  to  instal  manufacturing  facility  of  wooden  cable  drums 
used  for  electrical  cables  manufactured  by  Zamefa.  Hitherto,  these  drums  were  purchased 
from  the  mines.  Cost  effectiveness  by  way  of  use  of  local  timber  and  flexibility  of  the  production 
programme  is  the  main  criterion  for  investment  in  the  cable  drum  project.  Installed  capacity 
of  the  plant  would  be  7  200  drums  ranging  from  24  inches  to  72  inches  in  diameter. 

K 100, 000  is  the  estimated  cost  of  additional  machinery  required  for  production  of  wooden 
drums  and  all  the  new  machinery  is  likely  to  be  housed  at  the  existing  buildings  with  slight 
extensions.  The  project  cost  will  be  financed  through  the  internal  generation  of  the  funds. 

The  project  is  scheduled  for  completion  during  last  quarter  of  1983. 

(б)  Magnet  Wire  Project:  K550,000 

Magnet  wires  are  currently  being  imported.  Zamefa  plans  to  set  up  a  modern  plant 
for  producing  magnet  grade  copper  wire  using  local  copper  wire  bars  and  rods. 

Installed  capacity  of  the  plant  would  be  210  metric  tonnes  per  annum  and  major  customer 
will  be  the  motor  and  alternater  rewinding  industry.  Zamefa  would  also  use  the  magnet  wires 
in  production  of  electric  motors  in  the  near  future.  This  project  is  likely  to  save  about 
K5, 000, 000  in  foreign  exchange  per  annum.  The  project  cost  would  be  K550,000  which  will 
be  financed  through  the  internal  generation  of  funds. 

The  project  is  scheduled  for  commissioning  during  December,  1983. 

(c)  11  KVA  Cables:  Kl, 370, 000 

Cables  of  11  KVA  rating  are  currently  being  imported  and  Zamefa  therefore  plans  to 
add  this  range  of  cables  to  the  existing  range  of  electrical  cables  that  it  manufactures  at  Luanshya. 
Installed  capacity  of  new  plant  would  be  200  metric  tonnes  per  annum  and  major  customers 
of  11  KVA  cables  would  be  Zesco  and  the  mining  industry.  Local  copper  bars  and  rods  will 
be  used  for  production  of  the  cable. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project  will  be  Kl, 370, 000  towards  additional  plant  and  machinery 
and  preliminary  expenses  which  will  be  financed  out  of  the  internal  generation  of  funds. 

Commercial  production  from  the  new  plant  will  commence  from  1984. 

Indeco  Milling  Company  Limited  (IMC) 

Remodelling  of  Mansa  Maize  Mill:  Kl, 385, 000 

Mansa  Maize  Mill  of  Indeco  Milling  Company  has  been  planned  for  re-modelling  due  to 
old  machinery,  which  constraints  production  output  and  quality  of  the  maize  products.  The 
process  of  re-modelling  would  lead  to  rehabilitation  of  installed  capacity  at  29  680  metric 
tonnes  of  roller  meal. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  at  K1.385  million  and  the  Development  Bank 
of  Zambia  (DBZ)  will  be  financing  K6 17,000  in  foreign  exchange  by  way  of  a  loan  and  the 
balance  cost  will  be  financed  out  of  internal  funds  of  the  company. 

Zambia  Steel  and  Building  Supplies 
Steel  Re-Rolling  Mill:  Kl, 050, 000 

ZSBS  plans  to  diversify  its  activities  of  steel  division  from  trading  in  steel  products  to 
re-rolling  operation  of  steel  products  from  light  and  medium  application  categories.  It  is 
planned  to  instal  a  rolling  mill  of  35  000  metric  tonnes  capacity  per  annum  to  roll  various 
shapes  and  sections  like  bars,  flats,  angles,  rods,  etc.,  for  fabrication,  building  and  construction 
ndustry  and  metal  working  industry.  By  carrying  out  re-rolling  operations  locally,  the  company 
intends  to  reduce  the  foreign  exchange  cost  of  importing  finished  steel  by  about  35  per  cent, 
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In  order  to  implement  this  project,  the  company  has  planned  for  an  expenditure  of  Kl.05 
million  during  19S3,  mainly  for  project  consultancy  services  and  down  payments  for  procure¬ 
ment  of  plant  and  machinery.  The  project  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  1985.  Re-rolling  Mill 
will  be  financed  by  machinery  suppliers,  local  financial  institutional  loans  and  from  internal 
resources  of  ZSBS. 

General  Pharmaceuticals  Limited  (GPL):  K242,000 

GPL  is  working  on  the  details  of  a  project  for  manufacturing  of  oral  dehydration  salts 
in  the  country. 

Installed  capacity  of  the  project  will  be  500  000  packets  for  supply  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  which  keeps  facing  shortages  of  these  vital  salts. 

The  company  estimates  the  cost  of  the  project  at  K242,000  which  is  expected  to  be  financed 
through  Zimco/Indeco  and  the  project  will  be  commissioned  in  the  first  quarter  of  1984. 

Feasibility  Studies 

Incleco’s  feasibility  studies  programme  for  the  year  1983  will  cover  the  following: 

1.  Nega-Nega  Textile  Mill ; 

2.  Modernisation  of  Mwinilunga  Cannery ; 

3.  Modernisation  of  Ndola  Maize  Mill; 

4.  Transformers  and  Electrical  Motor  Project; 

5.  Pharmaceutical  Project;  and 

6.  Irrigation  Equipment  Project. 

Nega-Nega  Textile  Factory :  K500,000 

GRZ  has  planned  to  convert  the^buildings  of  the  Nega-Nega  brick  factory  into  a  modern 
textile  mill  with  the  assistance  of  the  Government  of  the  Democratic  Republic  of  Germany 
(GDR). 

During  a  joint  GRZ-GDR  meeting  held  from  1st  to  4th  February,  1983,  at  the  offices 
of  the  Director-General — NCDP,  GRZ’s  desire  to  implement  the  project  with  the  assistance 
of  GDR  was  outlined.  In  terms  of  an  action  plan,  it  was  decided  that  the  GDR  side  will  send 
a  delegation  during  the  month  of  March,  1983,  to  collaborate  with  a  team  from  Indeco  in  the 
preparation  of  an  in-depth  feasibility  study,  financial  planning  and  project  scheduling  for 
implementation  of  the  project. 

Modernisation  of  Mwinilunga  Cannery :  K500,000 

For  implementation  of  the  proposed  expansion  and  modernisation  of  the  Mwinilunga 
Cannery  of  Rucom  Industries,  GRZ  has  signed  a  project  document  with  the  United  Nations 
Industrial  Development  Organisation  (UNIDO)  for  preparation  of  a  feasibility  study.  Under 
the  scope  of  this  agreement  UNIDO  will  provide  a  food  technologist,  who  is  scheduled  to 
arrive  in  the  country  shortly  together  with  a  financial  expert. 

The  first  round  of  meetings  to  fix  a  schedule  for  the  feasibility  study  will  be  held  at  Mwini¬ 
lunga  on  arrival  of  the  financial  expert. 

Modernisation  of  Ndola  Maize  Mill:  K  100,000 

The  Ndola  Maize  Mill  of  Indeco  Milling  Company  Limited  is  due  for  substantial  rehabili¬ 
tation  and  modernisation  for  rehabilitating  its  installed  capacity  and  improving  its  performance 
in  terms  of  plant  utilisation  and  quality  of  maize  products. 

Transformers  and  Electrical  Motors  Projects :  K500,000 

For  meeting  the  increasing  demand  of  mining  industry,  electrical  supply/distribution, 
for  engineering  industry  and  for  irrigation  equipment,  it  was  decided  to  conduct  a  feasibility 
study  for  manufacturing  of  transformers  and  electrical  motors  in  the  country.  The  main 
criterion  in  favour  of  establishment  of  such  a  factory  would  be  the  use  of  copper  into  finished 
products. 
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Pharmaceutical  Project:  K  100,000 

A  study  for  installation  of  a  pharmaceutical  preparations  project  has  been  conducted 
with  the  assistance  of  UNDP.  Indeco  now  plans  to  update  and  revise  the  study  as  a  bankable 
document  for  seeking  financial  and  technical  assistance  from  international  institutions  and 
agencies  with  a  view  to  implementing  the  project  in  the  near  future. 

When  the  plant  goes  into  operation  a  substantial  portion  of  medicines  and  drugs  currently 
being  imported  into  the  country  will  be  manufactured  within  the  country. 

Irrigation  Equipment  Plant:  K  100,000 

A  study  for  irrigation  equipment  manufacturing  was  prepared  by  UNDP.  Indeco  intends 
to  update  the  study  and  revise  the  estimate  for  preparation  of  a  bankable  document  for  seeking 
financial  and  technical  assistance  from  the  international  agencies  and  institutions  for  imple¬ 
mentation  of  the  project.

Village  Industry  Service  (VIS) 

The  Village  Industry  Service  in  1983  plans  to  establish  a  training- cum-production 
centre  at  Mumbwa  comprising  ten  district  projects : 

1.  Soap  making; 

2.  Tannery; 

3.  Leather  goods  industry ; 

4.  Maize  grinding ; 

5.  Fruit  and  vegetable  processing ; 

6.  Candle  making; 

7.  Wooden  furniture  making; 

8.  Blacksmithy; 

9.  Oil  extraction  units;  and 

10.  Cattle  and  poultry  feed  production. 

It  is  planned  that  in  1983,  VIS  with  two  mobile  vans,  one  for  leather  and  the  other  for 
carpentry,  will  conduct  demonstrations  and  training  in  these  trades  in  various  districts  of 
Zambia  and  will  involve  school  leavers  for  generating  self-help  employment. 

The  VIS  also  plans  to  hold  seminars  on  entrepreneurial  development  in  various  provinces 
and  districts. 
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For  1983  GRZ  allocation  to  VIS  for  capital  expenditure  is  K61,000  while  that  towards 
recurrent  expenditure  is  1x40,000. 

Small  Scale  Industries  Organisation  (SIDO) 

Proposed  1983  Operational  Programme 

SIDO’s  operational  programme  is  aimed  at  promoting  new  ventures  as  well  as  strengthening 
existing  small  scale  industries  (SSI).  Preliminary  studies  of  existing  SSI  have  indicated  the 
following  major  constraints  on  Small  Scale  Industries: 

1 .  Workshop  Space :  Inadequate  space  for  production  activities  and  storage. 

2.  Finance:  Inadequate  access  to  credit  facilities  for  capital  equipment  and  working 
capital  (running  costs). 

3.  Paw  Materials:  (a)  Lack  of  access  to  wholesalers  and  consequent  high  (retail  level) 
cost  of  raw  materials,  (b)  High  investment  in  time  and  money  due  to  frequent  trips  to  purchase 
raw  materials  in  small  quantities. 

4.  Capital  Equipment:  Difficulties  arise  in  the  case  of  imported  machinery  with  consequent 
problems  of  foreign  exchange. 

The  problem  is  compounded  by  shortage  of  imported  spare  parts.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  not 
many  machines  are  yet  being  manufactured  in  Zambia.  Capital  goods  industries  have  not  yet 
developed.  By  and  large  the  proposed  small  scale  industries  will  have  to  depend  upon  imports 
of  machinery  and  equipment  though  less  capital  intensive  than  the  large  scale  industries. 

5.  Marketing : 

(а)  Physical  problem  of  getting  products  to  retail  outlets  or  consumers  i.e.  inadequate 
transport  facilities. 

(б)  Market  penetration : 

(i)  consumers’  bias  towards  products  from  traditional  large  scale  units,  often 
imported  products,  create  market  barriers  to  the  small  scale  producers  not 
yet  well  established. 

(ii)  purchase  by  tender  usually  excludes  small  scale  enterprises  (who  are  unable 
to  fill  up  complicated  forms)  from  the  lucrative  market  provided  by  Govern¬ 
ment  institutions  and  large  scale  private  concerns. 

6.  Energy :  Inadequate  access  to  electricity  hampers  possible  use  of  machinery  in  certain 
areas. 

SIDO  will  attempt  to  alleviate  these  specific  problems,  and  to  create  an  atmosphere  in 
which  SSI  can  prosper.  In  carrying  out  this  programme  SIDO’s  strategy  will  be  based  on 
a  comprehensive  package  of  services  rather  than  isolated  or  partial  services.  This  strategy 
will  ensure  that  resources  employed  in  any  service  are  not  rendered  impotent  by  bottlenecks 
in  other  essential  services.  For  instance,  SIDO  services  in  product  design  may  be  wasted  in 
the  absence  of  services  needed  to  ensure  actual  production. 

SIDO’s  operational  strategy  will  involve  close  collaboration  with  District  Councils  and 
other  developments  agencies.  During  1983  the  GRZ  has  made  a  provision  for  K20,000  to  be 
spent  as  capital  expenditure  while  Kl  million  will  be  for  recurrent  expenditure. 

Identification  of  Small  Scale  Industries 

An  industry  identification  team  based  in  the  National  Commission  for  Development 
Planning  has  completed  identification  of  local  resources-based  small  scale  industries  that 
could  be  set  up  in  all  nine  provinces.  Townships  and  District  Councils  as  well  as  private  indivi¬ 
dual  entrepreneurs  will  be  assisted  by  SIDO  to  set  up  these  industries.  SIDO  has  already 
started  discussions  with  District  Councils  for  establishment  of  small  and  medium  size  industrial 
estates  at  District  towns  in  order  to  provide  workshop  sheds  to  the  small  scale  industries. 
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CHAPTER  VIII 
TRADE 


Review  of  1982  and  Prospects  for  1983 

The  trade  sector  performed  remarkably  well  in  1982  despite  a  further  deterioration  in  the 
foreign  exchange  situation  as  compared  to  1981.  In  the  face  of  all  these  adverse  factors,  the 
latest  estimate  in  turnover  for  the  NIEC  group  of  companies  for  the  1982/83  financial  year  is 
put  at  K261  million  as  compared  to  K222  million  realised  in  the  1981/82  financial  year  repre¬ 
senting  an  impressive  increase  of  17.6  per  cent. 

2.  Table  VIII.  1  gives  a  summarised  account  of  the  performance  of  the  NIEC  group  of 
companies  in  1981,  1982  and  projections  for  1983.

Prospects  for  1983 


3.  The  economic  scene  for  1983/84  is  forecast  against  a  background  of  increasing  foreign 
exchange  difficulties.  The  performance  of  the  NIEC  group  largely  depends  on  foreign  exchange. 
Thus,  the  future  business  outlook  remains  less  bright  in  view  of  the  latest  devaluation  of  the 
Kwacha,  the  continuing  balance  of  payments  difficulties  and  other  economic  constraints.  The 
situation  poses  a  great  challenge  for  the  NIEC  group  of  companies  to  overcome  the  obstacles 
and  forge  ahead  with  progress  as  in  the  past.

6.  Out  of  the  projected  investment  of  K8.8  million  for  1983/84  a  substantial  amount  is 
planned  to  be  spent  on  the  modernisation  of  the  existing  shops  and  replacement  of  vehicles, 
plant  and  equipment,  furniture  and  fixtures. 

7.  In  addition  to  the  167  selling  outlets  now  operated  by  the  Group,  seventeen  new 
outlets  comprising  of  six  wholesale  and  eleven  retail  outlets  are  planned  to  be  opened  in  1983/84 
Table  VIII. 3  below  gives  a  summary  account  of  the  existing  selling  outlets  operated  by  the 
NIEC  Group  of  companies  and  how  it  will  be  at  the  end  of  the  1983/84  financial  year.

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CHAPTER  IX 

TRANSPORT  AND  COMMUNICATIONS 

Sector  Performance 

The  general  performance  of  the  Transport  and  Communications  sector  has  been  deteriorat¬ 
ing  since  1981.  In  1982  the  sector  experienced  a  further  decline  of  3  per  cent  in  its  performance 
over  the  previous  year.  In  particular,  the  rail  transport  experienced  a  marked  decline  of  1 1 .5  per 
cent  while  the  road  transport  recorded  a  decline  of  2.6  per  cent.  This  adverse  sector  performance 
can  be  attributed  to  the  constraints  that  faced  Tazara  especially  the  inadequate  availability 
of  wagons  and  locomotives.  The  decline  in  the  performance  of  the  road  transport  sector  can 
be  attributed  mainly  to  the  non-availability  of  spare  parts  for  operating  vehicles  due 
to  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  foreign  exchange  to  import  them.  In  addition  the  depressed 
state  of  the  economy  resulted  in  reduced  commodity  movement  due  to  reduced  production. 
In  other  sectors,  primarily  air  transport,  a  decrease  of  2.1  per  cent  was  recorded  in  1982  as  a 
result  of  reduced  internal  and  regional  traffic  volume  due  to  the  closure  of  provincial  aero¬ 
dromes  in  some  parts  of  the  country  and  the  restrictions  on  the  issue  of  holiday  allowances 
and  on  travel  abroad.  Notwithstanding  this  overall  decline  the  Posts  and  Telecommunications 
sub-sector  did  experience  an  improvement  in  its  performance  recording  an  increase  of  5.3 
per  cent  over  1981.  This  improvement  can  be  attributed  to  the  micro-wave  link  programme 
that  connected  and  opened  up  most  parts  of  the  country  to  a  modernised  telecommunication 
system. 

Outlook  for  1983 

2.  The  performance  of  the  Transport  and  Communications  sector  is  likely  to  experience 
a  marginal  improvement  during  1983.  An  increase  of  1  per  cent  in  its  contribution  to  Gross 
Domestic  Product  (at  constant  1970  prices)  is  envisaged  during  the  year.  This  rather  pessi¬ 
mistic  outlook  rests  on  the  following  assumptions : 

(a)  International  Trade 

The  improvement  of  the  level  of  imports  envisaged  during  1983  is  likely  to  improve  the 
j)erformance  of  the  companies  engaged  in  the  hauling  of  cargo  to  and  from  the  ports.  In  parti¬ 
cular  Tazara,  Zambia  Tanzania  Road  Services  and  to  a  lesser  extent  Contract  Haulage  may 
be  able  to  show  a  better  performance  compared  to  1982. 

( b )  Regional  Traffic 

On  the  other  hand,  performance  of  companies  such  as  UBZ  and  Zambia  Airways  which 
cater  to  regional  traffic  is  not  likely  to  improve  due,  among  other  factors  to  restrictions  on 
issue  of  holiday  allowances  and  travel  abroad. 

(c)  Domestic  Traffic 

The  volume  of  domestic  traffic  is  likely  to  remain  at  the  1982  level  due  to  the  continued 
depressed  state  of  the  economy  especially  the  agricultural  sector.  The  closure  of  aerodromes 
in  some  parts  of  the  country  which  was  necessitated  by  the  operational  losses  sufficed  by 
Zambia  Airways  is  likely  to  adversely  affect  its  performance  in  1983  as  well. 

1983  Investment  Performance  and  Strategy 

3.  During  1983  the  transport  and  communications  sector  has  earmarked  an  investment 
of  K206.8  million  as  against  the  investment  of  K205.3  million  in  1982  representing  only  a 
marginal  increase  of  K  1.5  million  This  follows  from  Government’s  decision  to  concentrate  on 
the  completion  of  the  on-going  projects  and  programmes.  The  Table  below  summaries  the 
investment  in  the  sector  during  1982  and  1983.

An  amount  of  K45,000  was  spent  in  1982  on  the  purchase  of  a  new  engine,  spare  parts  and 
for  reconditioning  of  a  boat.  The  provision  of  K60,000  for  1983  will  be  utilised  as  follov's: 

(i)  purchase  and  installation  of  two  new  marine  engines; 

(ii)  purchase  of  spare  parts;  and

Mweru  Water  Transport:  K60,000 

K45,000  was  made  available  during  1982  for  the  project  of  which  an  amount  of  K24.197 
was  spent  on  purchase  of  boat  spares,  purchase  of  a  new  boat  engine  and  spare.

Mpulungu  Harbour :  Iv  1 00,000 

A  total  sum  of  Iv.10,000  w'as  provided  during  1982  out  of  which  an  amount  of  K41,229 
was  spent.  The  low  expenditure  was  due  to  major  development  work  which  vras  being  carried 
out  at  the  liabour  with  the  assistance  of  the  EEC.  This  year’s  provision  of  K  100,000  will  be 
spent  on  fire-fighting  and  fire  protection  equipment  to  provide  a  cover  to  installations  and 
vessels  and  also  on  renovations  of  a  block  of  houses. 
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Mulamba  Habour — Mongu :  K1 15,000 

Last  year's  provision  of  K100,000  had  been  spent  on  the  project  for  payment  to 
Consultants.  This  year’s  allocation  will  be  towards  the  development  of  the  harbour  and  for 
consultant’s  fees. 

Electrification  of  Kasabci  Mission  Hospital:  Iv  300,000 

A  total  amount  of  K200,000  was  fully  utilised  during  1982  and  the  1983  provision  of 
K 300, 000  will  be  towards  the  completion  of  the  project. 

Transport  Sector’s  Master  Plan:  K9.000 

In  1982  a  sum  of  K25.777  had  been  paid  to  the  West  German  Consultants  who  had  carried 
out  a  feasibility"  study  on  the  proposed  establishment  of  Zambia  Shipping  Line.  The  1983 
provision  is  required  for  the  following : 

(i)  payment  of  final  instalment  due  to  UNLSCONSULT  for  a  feasibility  study  carried 
out  on  the  proposed  Zambia  National  Shipping  Line. 

(ii)  to  carry  out  a  feasibility  study  on  the  proposed  new  railway  links  and  inland  water 
transport. 

Establishment  of  Regional  Training  Centre  at  Kabwe:  K.5.000 

An  amount  of  K20,000  was  made  available  for  this  project  in  1982,  but  implementation 
was  delayed  by  experts  from  African  Railway  Union  who  were  to  carry  out  a  study  before 
the  project  was  finally  implemented.  The  provision  of  K5,000  is  required  for  leasing  premises 
for  commencement  of  training  courses. 

Chipata-Mchinji  Railway  Line:  K2, 000, 000 

A  total  amount  of  K4  million  was  provided  for  the  construction  of  the  railway  line.  This 
provision  wras  initially  to  start  the  construction  of  staff  houses,  earth -works  and  track-laying. 
The  project  is  being  undertaken  by  Zambia  Railways  on  behalf  of  the  Government.  The 
allocation  of  K2  million  provided  for  during  1983  is  towards  this  on-going  project  which  is 
expected  to  cost  K22  million  and  to  be  completed  in  August,  1 984. 

Mpongwe  Wheat  Scheme  Electrification :  K2, 000. 000 

ZESCO  intends  to  spend  K2  million  during  1983  on  this  project. 

Workshop  Equipment  for  Zambia  Railways:  K3, 772,000 

Zambia  Railways  were  to  receive  100  wagons  and  related  machinery  from  Sweden,  as 
grant  under  an  agreement  signed  in  1981  between  the  Swedish  Government  and  the  Zambian 
Government  for  approximately  K5.5  million.  Although  delivery  of  these  goods  are  expected 
during  1982  the  latest  information  indicates  that  they  were  not  received  by  the  end  of  1982. 
Complete  delivery  of  these  goods  is  expected  during  1983.  Therefore  a  provision  for  this  year 
will  be  used  for  book  entry  purpose.

Apart  from  equipment  for  which  provision  has  already  been  made  an  x-ray  device  is 
required  for  the  purpose  of  screening  passenger  hand  baggage  and  thus  removing  the  bottle¬ 
neck  caused  regularly  by  departing  passengers  having  bags  searched  manually.  A  relocation 
of  this  function  will  require  partitioning  as  an  associated  security  function.  Additional  hand 
held  detectors  for  body  searchers  will  also  be  purchased. 

(c)  Apron  Edge  Lights:  K  10,000 

It  is  essential  to  restore  the  edge  lights  delineating  the  aircraft  parking  area  to  avoid 
inadvertent  damage  to  aircraft  leaving  this  paved  facilitity. 

(d)  Passenger  Waiting  Chairs:  Kl5,000 

Recurrent  damage  to  the  existing  waiting  chairs  demands  the  procurement  of  more 
durable  units  of  fibre  glass  or  similar  construction  such  as  are  to  be  found  in  most  major  air- 
ports^  This  will  avoid  the  high  repair  costs  being  regularly  experienced.  The  proposed  chairs 
will  prove  more  convenient  and  occupy  less  area.  It  is  intended  that  this  project  be  recurrent 
until  adequate  units  are  in  position. 

(e)  Sinking  of  Boreholes:  K50,000 

The  water  supply  to  the  airport  is  supplied  from  the  Lusaka  Urban  District  Council. 
Of  late  the  supply  has  not  been  adequate  due  to  increased  development  near  the  airport. 
This  has  adversely  affected  the  operations  of  the  airport  especially  the  toilets,  the  rescue  fire 
services  and  the  catering  services.  To  alleviate  this  problem  it  is  necessary  that  a  standby 
source  of  supply  be  provided.  It  is  therefore,  proposed  to  sink  a  number  of  boreholes  and  pumps 
fitted. 

(/)  Air-conditioning  Rectification:  K50,000 

Only  limited  areas  within  the  terminal  and  control  buildings  are  now  served  by  the  air- 
conditioning  system.  It  follows  that  conditions  in  these  areas  are  intolerable  during  the  hot 
weather  and  the  efficiency  of  some  telecommunications  equipment  which  require  good 
ventilation  is  affected. 

(g)  Bus  Shelter :  K50,000 

Two  airfield  buses  purchased  from  West  Germany  for  conveyance  of  passengers  to  and 
from  the  terminal  building  to  aircraft  are  currently  parked  in  the  open  and  the  paint  work  is 
already  being  affected.  It  is  proposed  that  a  shelter  be  constructed  to  house  them. 
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(. h )  Public  Information  Facilities :  K.85,000 


The  Public  Information  System  at  the  airport  has  been  in  existence  since  the  airport 
was  constructed.  It  is,  therefore,  not  functioning  properly.  It  is  proposed  to  make  repairs 
and  to  replace  various  information  facilities  within  the  airport.

Funds  are  required  to  continue  with  construction  works  which  have  now  reached  an 
advanced  stage.  Approximately  85  per  cent  of  the  road  has  been  tarred.  All  contractual  commit¬ 
ments  have  been  settled. 

8.  Living stone-Zimba  Road:  K2, 000, 000 

Funds  will  be  utilised  on  the  continued  construction  of  the  road  which  is  now  in  progress 
since  the  contract  was  let  out  in  April,  1982. 

9.  Bridge  Replacement  and  Remedial  Works:  K230,000 

In  1983  the  amount  allocated  will  be  utilised  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  Matebele  Bridge 
which  was  destroyed  during  the  Zimbabwe  liberation  war. 

10.  Plant  and  Vehicle  Servicing  Units:  Kl 00,000 

The  1983  allocation  will  go  towards  further  establishment  of  servicing  units  in  order  to 
improve  plant  and  vehicle  serviceability. 

11.  Mansa-Mwense-N clielenge  Road:  Kl, 000, 000 

Feasibility  studies  have  been  completed  and  this  year’s  allocation  will  go  towards  costs 
of  design.  Construction  is  expected  to  commence  in  1984. 

12.  Kafae-Chirundu  Road  Rehabilitation:  K2, 500, 000 

Rehabilitation  works  on  selected  portions  of  the  road  are  underway.  This  year’s  provision 
includes  a  K2.0  million  US  Aid  loan. 
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13.  Construction  of  Road  Camp — Kabwe:  K50,000 

Funds  allocated  under  this  Vote  will  be  utilised  for  the  construction  of  the  last  two  houses 
at  the  camp. 

14.  Mansa-Luwingu-Kasama  Road:  K2, 000, 000 

Funds  allocated  for  1983  will  be  utilised  to  construct  the  road  to  bitumen  standard.  Of 
the  total  allocation  K1.0  million  is  a  loan  from  the  Saudi  Fund  for  Development. 

15.  Mutanda-Chavuma-Zambezi  Road:  K2, 000, 000 

Funds  allocated  for  1983  will  be  utilised  on  the  design  of  the  road  for  its  construction  to 
bitumen  standard.  The  commencement  of  the  construction  phase  will  depend  on  the  outcome 
of  the  talks  between  KFM  (West  Germany)  and  GRZ  currently  on-going. 

16.  Road  Quarries:  K2, 310, 000 

Road  quarries  will  be  established  in  Western  and  North-Western  Province  and  this  year’s 
allocation  will  be  utilised  for  the  acquisition  of  crushing  plant  from  Finland.  The  funds  allocated 
include  a  Kl, 910, 000  Finnish  grant  for  the  plant. 

17.  Simango  Bridge:  K200,000 

The  funds  allocated  will  be  utilised  for  the  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  bridge. 

18.  Lufua  Bridge:  K200,000 

The  construction  of  this  bridge,  which  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  July,  1983,  is  still 
on-going  and  funds  allocated  this  year  will  go  towards  the  works. 

19.  Road  Camp,  International  Airport— Lusaka :  K50,000 

Funds  will  be  utilised  for  the  continuation  of  construction  work  for  the  camp  which  will 
also  accommodate  MSD  personnel  who  are  working  at  the  International  Airport. 

20.  Kalungwishi  Bridge:  K200,000 

The  1983  allocation  will  be  utilised  on  the  construction  of  a  biidge  to  replace  the  hand- 
operated  pontoon  currently  serving  traffic  between  Mporokoso  and  Kawambwa. 

21.  Chinsali  Airfield  Access  Road:  K500,000 

Funds  will  be  utilised  to  improve  accessibility  to  the  airfield  with  the  construction  of  a  road.

Zambia  Institute  of  Mass  Communications:  K20,000 

The  Ministry  in  1 980  planned  to  establish  an  Institute  of  Mass  Communications  to  train 
communication  media  personnel.  In  1982  the  provision  of  K40,000  was  made  to  commence 
the  converting  of  the  old  Zambia  Broadcasting  Services  studios  into  the  Institute.  The  provision 
of  K20,000  during  1983  will  go  towards  the  continuation  of  this  programme. 
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Film  on  the  History  of  Zambia :  K70,000 

The  provision  of  K70,000  during  1983  will  go  towards  the  purchase  of  3x35  mm  show 
copies  for  theatres  in  Zambia. 

Specialist  Vehicles:  K680,000 

In  view  of  the  forthcoming  Presidential  and  Parliamentary  Elections  the  item  is  to  cater 
for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  specialist  vehicles  (film  rovers)  to  enable  the  Department  to 
adequately  cover  the  Presidential  and  Parliamentary  Elections  Campaign  activities  in  order 
to  provide  maximum  and  effective  publicity. 

New  Transmitters  and  Other  Facilities:  Kl, 400,000 

The  funds  allocated  to  this  project  during  1983  will  go  towards  the  completion  of  the 
installation  of  a  500  Kw  MF  transmitter. 

Regional  Transmitters  and  Other  Facilities :  K  1,000, 000 

Under  the  Zambia  and  Chinese  Government  Agreement,  the  Chinese  are  reqiurecl  to 
install  50  Kw  MF  transmitters  at  Chipata,  Solwezi  and  Mongu.  The  1983  provision  of  Kl 
million  will  be  used  at  the  above  centres. 

Installation  of  these  transmitters  will  make  it  possible  for  each  province  to  be  adequately 
covered  thereby  greatly  improving  radio  reception  in  the  country. 

Replacevie7it  of  Worn-out  Plant:  K300,000 

There  are  four  short-wave  transmitters  in  Twinpalm  which  are  over  twenty  years  old  and 
obsolete.  It  is  therefore  impossible  to  keep  them  on  the  air  because  manufacturers  no  longer 
supply  spares.  Funds  will  therefore  be  utilised  to  purchase  two  powerful  transmitters  as  a 
turn-key  project. 

Video  Transmission  Equipment :  K200,000 

The  1983  allocation  will  be  utilised  on  the  purchase  of  video  transmission  equipment  so 
as  to  modernise  TVZ  in  line  with  international  standards. 

Specialist  Vehicles:  K90,000 

The  allocation  for  1983  w'ill  be  utilised  on  the  purchase  of  specialised  vehicles  to  allow7  for 
a  more  effective  news  coverage  of  political,  economic  and  social  current  affairs. 

Radio  Communications  Network:  K560,000 

The  equipment  for  this  project  is  being  supplied  by  Electrical  Technik  of  the  German 
Democratic  Republic  under  a  loan  agreement  signed  between  the  Republic  of  Zambia  and  the 
GDR. 
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Zambia  Railways 

The  Investment  Plan,  1983/84 

Zambia  Railways  has  an  ambitious  investment  plan  for  the  1983/84  financial  year. 
Apart  from  the  World  Bank  sponsored  third  Railway  Project,  the  company  has  a  number  of 
projects  which  are  self-sponsored.  The  major  categories  which  these  projects  can  be  classified  are 
as  follows : 

Staff  Housing 

Zambia  Railways  is  anticipating  to  spend  about  K927,000  on  the  houses  which  are  under 
construction.  These  are  expected  to  be  completed  in  1983/84  financial  year.  This  will  bring  the 
total  amount  of  funds  spent  to  Kl, 420, 000  since  April,  1981  on  staff  housing. 

Buildings  and  Platforms 

Zambia  Railways  plans  to  spend  a  total  of  K339,353  on  both  buildings  and  platforms.  The 
major  item  is  the  passenger  platform  at  Mazabuka  Railway  Station. 

Permanent  Way 

Most  of  the  investment  in  this  particular  area  will  concentrate  on  the  on-going  project.  A 
total  amount  of  about  K2  million  is  expected  to  be  spent.  This  will  mainly  consist  of  the 
following  projects. 

(a)  Relay  the  801b  track  on  wooden  sleepers  with  911b  track,  between  Ndola  and 
Kitwe. 

( b )  Replacing  of  old  wooden  sleepers  with  new  ones  at  Chunga,  Ngwerere,  Miswa  and 
Chisamba. 

(c)  Remodelling  of  a  yard  at  Bwana  Mkubwa  existing  yard  in  order  to  handle  the 
growing  number  of  trains  at  this  station. 

(d)  As  a  new  project  there  will  be  an  extension  of  a  line  ‘9’  and  ‘12’  to  provide  triangle 
of  the  new  workshop  in  Kabwe. 

Signals  and  Telecommunications 

Apart  from  the  installations  of  integrated  train  control,  which  is  being  financed  by  the 
World  Bank,  the  Signals  and  Telecommunications  Department  will  engage  in  various  capital 
projects  in  1983/84;  the  Department  will  need  to  provide  telecommunication,  test  and  measuring 
equipment  at  eight  stations,  flash  and  bells,  rectifier  fed  track  circuits  and  Zesco  power  on 
various  points  along  the  system. 

In  addition,  yard  alteration  and  extension  at  Bwrana  Mkubwa  plus  the  extension  of  loops 
at  Mienge  will  be  carried  out  during  the  1983/84  financial  year. 

Third  Railway  Project 

Apart  from  ordinary  annual  investment  plans  Zambia  Railways  undertakes,  the  company 
is  currently  implementing  a  five-year  investment  project  which  ends  in  1983/84  financial  year. 
The  investment  programme  which  was  estimated  at  US  $144.15  in  foreign  exchange  has  got  a 
lot  of  projects.  The  vrork  on  the  projects  is  still  in  progress  and  Zambia  Railways  Management 
is  trying  to  finalise  all  the  projects  in  1983/84.  The  follow'ing  are  the  projects  still  continuing  in 
the  year  1983/84. 

Track 

The  relaying  of  track  between  Mokamunga  and  Mukwela  commenced  in  the  second  quarter 
of  1981  with  locally  available  wooden  sleepers  and  later  on  with  the  utilisation  of  concrete 
sleepers  from  Kafue  Concrete  Plant. 

This  is  now  being  supplemented  by  sleepers  from  Gwelo  Concrete  in  Zimbabwe.  Therefore 
the  relaying  has  been  speeded  up  and  so  far  about  36  kilometres  have  been  relayed.  About  76 
kilometres  is  expected  to  be  done  in  1983/84  financial  year,  bringing  the  total  to  1 12  kilometres 
to  be  relayed  during  the  Third  Railway  Project. 
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Neiv  Computer 

4 

The  New  ICL  computer  was  delivered  by  the  end  of  1982  calendar  year.  Installation  of  the 
computer  is  expected  to  continue  in  the  year  1982/83  financial  year,  after  which  commissioning 
is  expected. 

Spare  Parts 

The  main  bottle-neck  of  Zambia  Railways  has  been  lack  of  spare  parts  for  the  locomotives 
and  wagons.  In  order  to  alleviate  the  problem,  under  the  Third  Railway  Project,  about  12 
million  US  dollars  was  provided  for  spare  parts  for  maintenance  and  rehabilitation  of  four 
locomotives.  The  finalisation  of  the  procurement  of  these  spares  is  expected  in  1983.

Contract  Haulage 

Generally  the  economic  performance  of  Contract  Haulage  (CH)  did  not  show  any  sign  of 
improvement  during  1982.  This  was  due  mainly  to  a  number  of  trucks  making  empty  returns 
and  also  due  to  stiff  competition  from  foreign  truckers.  Consequently  most  of  the  contract 
vehicles  were  lying  idle  for  some  months. 

During  1983  the  company  earmarked  a  total  investment  of  K2, 125,000  and  this  includes 
K3, 600,000  Brazilian  aid  for  the  purchase  of  thirty-three  Scania  trucks  including  spares. 
Another  loan  of  K580,000,  from  Leyland  (Z)  Limited  will  be  for  the  purchase  of  Leyland  trucks.

C.  Operational  Results 

The  company  operated  an  average  of  494  buses  in  1982.  Due  to  effective  vehicles  utilisation 
and  strict  controls,  the  company  covered  a  total  of  40.0  million  kilometres  and  carried  a  total 
of  60.0  million  passengers  during  the  year  1982. 
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D.  Manpower,  Industrial  Relations  and  Training 

The  company’s  total  work  force  in  1982  was  3  G48.  The  company  continued  to  enjoy 
industrial  peace  throughout  the  year  which  was  a  result  of  mutual  understanding  and  co¬ 
operation  between  the  National  Union  of  Transport  and  Allied  Workers  and  the  management. 
The  company  trained  several  of  its  employees  in  various  courses  both  locally  and  abroad  in 
1982. 

E.  Constraints  in  1982 

(a)  The  errative  supply  of  spare  parts  to  the  company  due  to  lack  of  foreign  exchange  is 
critically  affecting  the  operations  of  UBZ.  If  the  35  per  cent  of  the  company’s  vehicles  which 
were  grounded  throughout  the  financial  year  1982  due  to  lack  of  spare  parts  were  put  on  the 
road,  the  company  would  have  probably  not  made  a  loss  of  K1.6  million  before  taking  into 
account  the  devaluation  of  the  kwacha.  There  is  therefore,  need  to  revie vv  the  allocations  of 
foreign  exchange  to  UBZ  for  the  purposes  of  the  necessary  spare  parts  to  maintain  the 
company’s  vehicles. 

(b)  Presently,  the  company  is  severely  under-capitalised  with  the  shareholders’  funds  in 
deficit  by  K17.5  million  in  1982.  The  company  has  therefore  been  financing  its  operations 
by  borrowing  which  has  now  proved  to  be  a  big  financial  burden  on  the  company  in  terms  of 
debt  servicing.  The  shareholders  of  the  company  should  therefore  properly  capitalise  the  com¬ 
pany  to  give  it  a  sound  financial  base. 

(c)  Although  the  company’s  fares  wrere  increased  by  50  per  cent  as  from  the  30th  of  May, 
1982,  there  is  need  to  review  the  company’s  fares  every  year  in  order  to  accommodate  increases 
in  costs  due  to  inflation  which  is  affecting  the  whole  country. 

(d)  The  company  is  still  operating  several  makes  of  vehicles  in  its  fleet,  namely,  Fiats, 
Renault,  Dubrava,  Tata,  Mercedes  Benz,  Ashok  Leyland  and  British  Leyland.  The  multi¬ 
plicity  of  several  makes  of  vehicles  in  the  company’s  fleet  of  buses  makes  it  difficult  to  plan  for 
an  orderly  purchase  of  spare  parts  and  some  of  these  vehicles  are  not  suitable  to  the  Zambian 
conditions.  The  acquisition  of  too  many  makes  of  vehicles,  therefore,  reduces  efficiency  and 
prevent  standardisation  of  vehicles.  It  is  hoped  that  with  a  sound  financial  base  without 
further  reliance  on  commodity  loans,  UBZ  can  standardise  its  fleet  of  vehicles  on  two  or  three 
makes  of  vehicles  which  are  proving  to  operate  effectively  on  the  Zambian  conditions. 

( e )  The  company’s  operations  were  disrupted  towards  the  end  of  1982  by  shortage  of 
fuel,  tyres  and  tubes.  The  fuel  shortage  which  was  experienced  during  November,  1982  resulting 
into  the  company  only  being  allocated  70  per  cent  of  its  normal  fuel  consumption,  has  now 
come  to  an  end.  However,  the  company  is  still  experiencing  a  severe  shortage  of  tubes  due  to 
the  closure  of  the  Dunlop  factory  who  is  the  only  sole  manufacturers  of  tyres  and  tubes  in 
the  country.  These  two  disruptions  on  the  company’s  services  resulted  into  the  company 
grounding  several  vehicles. 

F.  Projections  for  1983 

(a)  The  company’s  budget  for  1983  has  been  prepared  taking  into  account  that;  there 
will  be  no  increases  in  fares  during  the  year ;  an  inflationary  rate  of  20  per  cent ;  and  that  no  new 
vehicles  will  be  deployed  into  the  fleet  since  the  company  has  not  yet  concluded  contracts  for 
supply  of  vehicles  with  any  supplier.  The  company  will  therefore  continue  to  utilise  the  available 
vehicles  in  1983.  The  company  has  planned  to  operate  453  vehicles  and  cover  a  distance  of  44.5 
million  kilometres.  Further,  the  company  will  carry  sixty-four  million  passengers  and  earn  a 
revenue  of  K50  million.  Although  the  company  plans  to  enter  into  various  contracts  for  supply 
of  245  vehicles  in  1983  wrorth  K15.7  million,  these  vehicles  will  be  deployed  in  the  company’s 
operations  in  1984.

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CHAPTER  X 


HOUSING  AND  REAL  ESTATE 

Sector  Review 

During  1982  the  Housing  and  Real  Estate  sector  continued  to  experience  problems  of 
which  the  most  constraining  were :  * 

(a)  Lack  of  foreign  exchange ; 

(b)  Rigid  administrative  and  institutional  structures  which  hampered  the  flow  of 

financial  resources  necessary  to  undertake  large  scale  investment ;  and 

(c)  Inflation  characterised  by  high  prices  of  building  materials  and  products. 

Despite  these  bottlenecks  and  constraints  experienced  during  1982,  the  sector’s  per¬ 
formance  indicated  an  improvement  over  the  preceding  year  recording  0.4  per  cent  growth 
in  output.  This  improvement,  though  marginal,  can  be  attributed  to  the  high  level  of  invest¬ 
ment  in  the  sector  during  1982  especially  on  the  re-construction  of  infrastructure  destroyed 
during  the  Zimbabwe  liberation  war. 

2.  The  1983  Annual  Plan  envisages  a  1  per  cent  growth  rate  (constant  1970  prices) 
in  the  sector.  This  pessimistic  outlook  rests  on  the  assumption  that  despite  the  possibility  of 
an  increase  in  the  profitability  of  firms  in  the  sector  as  a  result  of  the  newly  introduced  economic 
pricing  system  the  performance  of  the  sector  is  likely  to  be  adversely  affected  by  the  following 
factors : 

(i)  Low  level  of  investment  as  a  result  of  the  Government  capital  budget  limiting 
investment  to  on-going  projects. 

(ii)  Devaluation  of  the  Kwacha  making  importation  of  vital  inputs  more  expensive. 

(iii)  Critical  shortage  of  foreign  exchange  limiting  the  importation  of  such  inputs  as 

steel  and  other  metal  products. 

(iv)  Likely  closure  of  some  firms  due  to  operational  obstacles  arising  from  the  above 
mentioned  factors. 

Sector  Objectives  1983 

3.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the  building  and  construction  sector  is  the  third  largest  employer 
of  labour  after  the  mining  and  the  agriculture  sectors  and  that  it  has  very  developed  internal 
linkages  in  the  economy  the  1983  Plan  aims  at  the  achievement  of  the  following  objectives: 

(i)  Maintain  or  improve  if  possible  the  present  level  of  employment  and  output  in  the 
sector  despite  the  adverse  economic  conditions  currently  prevailing  in  the  economy. 

(ii)  Promote  research  into  the  development  of  local  materials  for  use  in  construction  so 
as  to  lessen  dependence  on  imports. 

(iii)  Encourage  the  building  industry’s  use  of  local  materials  established  as  suitable 
after  research  by  such  institutions  as  the  National  Council  for  Scientific  Research 
and  the  University  of  Zambia. 


Investment  Strategy  1983 

4.  In  order  to  realise  the  above  objectives  the  1983  Annual  Plan  will  adopt  the  following 
as  its  strategy : 

(i)  Completion  of  on-going  projects  undertaken  by  the  Government  and  parastatal 

companies : 

(ii)  Undertaking  of  new  projects  of  investment  by  the  parastatal  and  private  sectors. 

(iii)  Fuller  utilisation  of  external  and  internal  loans  and  grants  facilities  made  available. 

(iv)  Fuller  utilisation  of  existing  infrastructure  to  increase  the  net  returns  on  existing 
investments. 

(v)  Encouragement  of  more  flexible  lending  and  investment  policies  by  the  major 
financial  institutions  involved  in  housing  investment  so  as  to  spread  the  benefits 
to  a  large  section  of  the  population. 

(vi)  The  undertaking  of  feasibility  studies  to  prepare  new  projects  for  investment.

Housing 

5.  Due  to  the  non-availability  of  up-to-date  data  on  housing  statistics  and  requirements 
from  district  councils  it  is  not  possible  to  provide  an  accurate  report  on  the  shortfall  of  shelter 
jn  relation  to  demand  for  the  plan  year. 

6.  The  most  recent  statistics  are  those  based  on  returns  from  completed  statistical  question¬ 
naires  for  the  years  1980  and  1981  as  collected  by  the  National  Housing  Authority  and  reflected  in 
their  1981  Annual  Report.  These  figures  indicated  a  reasonable  overall  increase  in  the  provision 
of  shelter  in  permanent  housing  schemes,  site  and  service  projects  and  upgraded  squatter 
settlements.  According  to  the  National  Housing  Authority’s  1981  Annual  Report,  a  comparison 
of  the  total  stock  at  the  end  of  1981  with  the  population  increase  estimated  in  that  year  by 
the  Central  Statistical  Office  (CSO)  suggested  that  some  35  000  houses  were  still  needed  to 
cater  for  9  per  cent  demand  increase  during  1981.  During  1982  district  councils  planned  to 
invest  a  total  of  Kl 3,453,000  in  the  construction  of  944  low  cost  houses  264  medium  and  sixty- 
seven  high  cost  houses  with  funds  which  they  hoped  to  borrow  from  financial  institutions  such 
as  the  Local  Authorities  Superannuation  Fund,  Zambia  National  Provident  Fund,  Zambia 
National  Building  Society  and  Workmen’s  Compensation  Fund. 

7.  Most  of  this  investment  could  not  materialise,  however  due  to  a  number  of  reasons  such 
as  the  failure  by  councils  to  provide  the  lending  institution  with  title  deeds  upon  which  loans 
could  be  processed.  However,  due  to  the  non-availability  of  accurate  data  from  the  District 
Councils  themselves  it  is  difficult  to  state  with  certainty  how  many  houses  were  constructed 
and  at  what  cost. 

8.  In  1983  the  District  Councils  Plan  to  invest  a  total  of  K41,718,000  for  the  construction 
of  various  types  of  houses  with  funds  borrowed  from  non-banking  and  banking  financial 
institutions.  The  Table  below  gives  Total  cost  of  the  various  housing  schemes  as  well  as  the 
sources  of  finance.

Government  Investment 

Government  investment  in  the  building  construction  sector  is  effected  through  the 

O  O 

Ministry  of  Works  and  Supply  and  the  Provincial  and  Local  Government  Administration 
Division  which  makes  loans  and  grants  available  for  the  district  councils.  In  1982  a  total  of 
K65,053,000  was  planned  for  investment  out  of  which  K32, 27 1,931  was  actually  spent.  A 
number  of  factors  were  identified  as  being  responsible  for  this  low  actual  expenditure 
experienced  during  the  year.  These  were : 

(a)  Slow  releases  by  the  Ministry  of  Finance  due  to  adverse  liquidity  problems  faced 

during  1982. 

(b)  Low  disbursements  on  foreign  loans  financing  development  projects. 

In  1983  the  Government  plans  to  invest  a  total  of  K38,602,000  in  the  sector  as  detailed  in  the 
Table  below: 

The  Tables  below  summarise  details  of  departmental  investments  from  1979  to  date 

2.  It  should  be  noted  that  low  level  of  investment  in  1983  reflects  the  economic  problems 
the  nation  is  undergoing.  Emphasis  has  therefore  been  put  on  the  completion  of  on-going 
projects  while  all  new  projects  have  been  shelved  except  in  very  exceptional  cases.

MINISTRY  OF  WORKS  AND  SUPPLY 

Headquarters 

1.  Minor  Works:  K200,000 

At  the  end  of  1982  the  YNDP  provision  for  minor  works  was  exceeded  by  K57,000.  This 
was  inevitable  because  works  are  necessitated  by  the  demands  of  ministries  and  departments 
as  administrative  changes  are  made  to  institutions.  The  1983  work  programme  will  cover 
the  following : 

(i)  Boundary  wall  and  Guard  houses  at  Cabinet  Office  and  Secretariat  Building. 

(ii)  Boundary  wall  at  Ministry  of  Information  and  Broadcasting  Services. 

(iii)  Fencing  of  lender’s  houses. 

(iv)  Lusaka  Agricultural  and  Commercial  Show. 

(v)  Renovation  arid  re-decoration  of  houses  on  plants  885-981  at  Fir  Road,  Woodlands. 

2.  Block  Provision  for  Alterations  and  Extension:  K40,000 

F unds  will  be  utilised  for  extensions  and  alterations  to  the  following : 

(i)  Renovation  of  the  Secretariat  Building. 

(ii)  Extension  to  Block  29,  Accounts  Unit,  Ministry  Headquarters. 

(iii)  Conversion  of  the  old  National  Assembly  into  Conference  Centre. 

3.  Mumbwa  Road  Maintenance  Workshop:  K40,000 

In  1983  it  is  planned  to  complete  remaining  works  and  structures  at  the  workshop. 

4.  IBRD  Education  Project  II — Administration:  K  100,000 

Funds  will  be  utilised  to  meet  administrative  costs  related  to  the  implementation  of  the 
project,  including  salaries  and  wages  for  local  employees,  transport  and  office  expenses. 

5.  Prime  Minister's  Residence:  K500,000 

The  1983  provision  will  be  utilised  on  the  continuation  of  the  construction  work. 

6.  Lusaka  Pool  Housing:  Kl, 000, 000 

As  a  result  of  the  acute  shortage  of  housing  in  ^Lusaka  the  Ministry  has  embarked  on  a 
continuous  programme  to  construct  or  purchase  housing  units  in  order  to  cope  up  with  the 
problem.  The  envisaged  programme  for  1983  consists  of  the  construction  and  purchase  of 
medium  cost  houses  and  a  block  of  flats. 

7.  Hostels  Board  of  Management:  K115,000 

Host  els  need  a  lot  of  improvements  in  order  to  improve  their  standards.  Such  improvements 
as  renovations,  new  kitchen  equipment  and  furniture  are  envisaged  in  1983.  K15,000  carry¬ 
over  payments  will  be  settled  this  year. 

8.  UN  IP  Headquarters :  lv  1,400, 000 

These  funds  will  be  utilised  to  commence  construction  of  UNIP  headquarters. 

9.  Fisheries  Feeder  Roads,  Northern  and  Luapula  Provinces:  Kl, 500, 000 

This  provision  includes  K1.0  million  C1DA  loan.  The  1983  work  programme  envisages 
the  continuation  of  the  construction  of  feeder  roads  and  the  extension  of  the  programme  to 
Luapula  upon  the  completion  of  the  feeder  roads  system  in  the  Kaputa  area  of  Northern 
Province. 
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10.  Third  Highway  Project:  K2, 500, 000 

This  amount  is  to  enable  the  project  to  take  off  the  ground  during  1983.  There  has  been 
considerable  delay  due  to  various  technical  obstacles.  K2.0  million  is  an  IBRD  loan  for  procure¬ 
ment  and  spares. 

11.  North-  Western  Province  Feeder  Roads:  K900, 000 

Out  of  the  total  provision  of  K900,000  an  amount  of  K700,000  in  Federal  Republic  of 
Germany  loan  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  spare  parts.  A  sum  of  K200,000  is  to  meet 
local  costs  such  as  salaries  and  wages  for  local  employees,  fuel  and  lubricants  including 
purchase  of  other  local  materials  not  covered  by  the  loan. 

Buildings  Department 

1.  Rural  Townships  Water-borne  Sanitation  Schemes :  K300,000 

This  is  a  continuous  long  term  programme  for  the  construction  of  properly  reticulated 
sewerage  system  to  replace  pit  latrines  and  septic  tanks  in  the  low  cost  residential  areas  in 
the  numerous  rural  districts.  The  schemes  for  Solwezi  and  Kaoma  have  been  held  in  abeyance 
for  the  last  two  years  due  to  non-allocation  of  funds.  Each  scheme  will  cost  about  K750,000 
and  designs  and  drawings  have  been  completed.  Schemes  which  have  already  been  completed 
are  Zambezi,  Kabompo,  Kasempa,  Mumbwa,  Kalabo,  Kaoma,  Lundazi  and  Isoka. 

2.  Depots  and  Stores:  K30,000 

This  is  an  on-going  project  for  providing  new  or  extending  existing  depots  and  stores 
at  various  provincial  and  district  centres.  These  are  urgently  required  at  stations  where  storage 
facilities  for  building  materials  are  not  adequate  or  do  not  exist. 

3.  Sundry  Demolitions :  K2,000 

These  funds  are  to  be  used  for  the  demolishing  of  old  and  unserviceable  buildings  and 
houses  as  and  when  the  need  arises. 

4.  Urban  Water  and  Sewerage  Schemes:  K100,000 

This  is  a  continuous  programme  of  connecting  Government  buildings  in  urban  areas  to 
council  sewers. 

5.  Provincial  Woodworkshops :  K20,000 

This  is  a  continuous  programme  for  purchasing  machinery  or  for  carrying  out  improve¬ 
ments  in  wood  workshops  at  various  provincial  headquarters. 

6.  Electrical  Connections  and  Wiring  to  Government  Buildings:  K1 00,000 

This  is  an  on-going  project  for  providing  electricity  to  Government  Buildings  and  also 
undertake  wiring  of  those  buildings  which  were  not  initially  designed  to  receive  electricity, 
particularly  in  those  places  which  have  benefited  from  the  rural  electrification  programme. 
Schemes  are  on-going  at  Mporokoso,  Luwingu,  Chinsali,  Namwala  and  Mumbwa.  New  schemes 
are  underway  for  Sinazongwe,  Lukulu,  Chama  and  Kaputa. 

7.  Improvement  of  Water  Pressure  to  Government  Buildings :  K200,000 

This  i3  a  continuous  programme  to  improve  water  pressure  in  Government  Buildings 
and  multi-storey  residential  flats  because  of  low  pressure  in  City  Council  water  mains.  Important 
buildings  to  be  attended  to  in  the  year  1983  are  Lubambe  Road  flats,  Church  Road  flats, 
Old  Bank  of  Zambia  Buildings,  and  Cabinet  Office.  The  K48,000  allocated  in  1982  was  used  for 
Chilubi  Road  Flats,  Burma  Road  Flats,  Kent  Building  and  Longacre  flats. 

04.  Government  Printers 

1.  Printing  Machines  and  Equipment :  K300,000 

This  project  was  to  cost  K622,000  under  the  TNDP.  Due  to  the  delay  in  starting  the 
project  and  a  complete  switch  over  from  hot  metal  (letterpress  machines)  to  film  setting  (litho¬ 
graphic)  machines  the  department  is  forced  to  go  in  for  expensive  electric  models.  The  change  is 
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essential  because  if  the  department  does  not  follow  the  changes  in  technical  developments 
by  altering  models  it  would  be  difficult  to  get  spares  for  the  old  models  in  the  near  future. 

02.  Mechanical  Services  Department 

1.  Plant,  Tippers  and  Spares:  K.6, 741, 000 

The  1983  provision  includes  K2, 592, 000  Brazilian  loan  for  land  clearing  equipment  and 
K1  ,519,000  Finnish  grant  for  equipment,  materials  and  spare  parts  as  well  as  technical  assis¬ 
tance  personnel. 

2.  Vehicles  and  other  Equipment :  K3, 000, 000 

The  provision  of  K3.0  million  will  be  utilised  on  the  purchase  of  various  makes  of  vehicles 
and  spare  parts  for  the  pool  yard.  The  total  provision  also  includes  a  K2.0  million  grant  from 
Japan  for  the  purchase  of  road  construction  equipment. 

3.  Marine  Pontoon  and  Radio  Equipment :  K300,000 

The  funds  allocated  in  the  1983  Annual  Plan  are  for  the  purchases  of  Ochottel  units 
from  Northland  Engineering  Ltd  and  pontoon  equipment  for  Kasubi,  Chabuma  and  Zambezi 
standby  propeller  engine  units  and  other  pieces  of  equipment  including  tug  boat  for  rescue 
operation  on  the  Zambezi  River. 

4.  Improvement  to  Mechanical  Installations :  K 100, 000 

Provision  is  to  be  utilised  for  the  maintenance  of  essential  equipment  at  public  institutions. 

5.  Tools  and  Equipment :  K.50,000 

Provision  will  be  utilised  for  the  purchase  of  workshops  equipment  since  work  is  severely 
limited  due  to  lack  of  suitable  equipment  and  because  of  old  age  of  some  equipment. 

6.  Safety  Equipment:  K20,000 

Funds  provided  under  this  subhead  are  for  the  purchase  of  protective  and  safety  equip¬ 
ment  for  workers. 

7.  Marine  Workshop,  Mongu:  K50,000 

Funds  provided  for  under  this  subhead  are  for  the  development  series  and  maintenance 
of  marine  vessels  owned  by  the  new  River  Transport  Company  under  the  Ministry  of  Tourism 
operating  between  Mongu,  Lukulu  and  Kalabo  as  well  as  those  owned  by  the  Government 
itself. 

8.  Marine  Workshops,  Mpulungu :  K50,000 

These  funds  will  be  utilised  on  the  continued  improvements  to  the  workshop  facilities  at 
the  harbour  so  as  to  provide  adequate  servicing  and  repair  facilities  to  marine  vessels  operating- 
on  Lake  Tanganyika  and  also  those  engaged  in  trade  between  Burundi  and  Zambia. 

9.  Extension  to  Workshop  Training  School  and  Stores:  K  100,000 

Funds  provided  under  this  Vote  will  be  spent  on  extension  to  workshops  in  view  of  the 
increased  number  of  new  vehicles  which  will  necessitate  increased  storage  of  spare  parts  at 
stores. 

10.  Trial  Units:  K6,000 

Funds  provided  are  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  trials  of  plant,  equipment  and  vehicles 
offered  by  manufacturers  in  order  to  determine  their  suitability  for  use  by  the  Government.

Section  40  (1)  of  the  National  Housing  Authority  Act  (No.  10,  of  1971)  provides  for  grants 
to  be  made  to  the  Authority  up  to  an  aggregate  amount  of  K2, 000, 000  from  moneys  appropriated 
by  Parliament.  This  money  is  to  be  used  in  defraying  expenditure  properly  chargeable  to 
capital  account,  including  initial  expenses  and  working  capital.  To  date  only  Kl, 800, 000 
grant  has  been  given  to  the  Authority. 

The  sum  of  K200,000  applied  for  to  be  made  available  in  1983  represents  the  balance 
of  the  total  grant  due  to  the  Authority. 

The  Authority  has  undertaken  very  large  housing  development  projects  on  which  large 
sums  have  been  utilised  as  working  capital.  The  grant  funds  of  Kl, 800, 000  paid  previously 
to  the  Authority  had  been  used  as  working  capital.

Head  329,  Sub-head  314 — Lusaka  City  Tramway  System— Kl, 000 

Pragoinvest  of  Czechoslovakia  is  carrying  out  feasibility  study  of  Lusaka  Tramway 
System.  The  study  cost  would  be  K4, 000, 000.  A  sum  of  K200,000  (5  per  cent  of  the  cost) 
is  likely  to  be  paid  soon  on  receipt  of  an  invoice  from  Pragohrvest.  The  firm  has  since 
collected  all  the  necessary  data  from  Lusaka  and  the  final  study  report  is  expected  within 
the  next  seven  months.  The  provision  of  K1,000  is  a  token  provision  for  1983.

CHAPTER  XI 

TOURISM 

Sector  Performance 

The  tourist  industry  in  Zambia  continued  to  show  signs  of  improvement  during  1982. 
Zambia  earned  about  K55  million  from  tourism  during  the  year  which  represented  a  12  per  cent 
increase  in  net  earnings  over  1981.  About  130  000  foreign  tourists  visited  the  country  and 
although  this  figure  was  11  per  cent  below  the  1981  level,  revenue  from  tourism  increased  as 
indicated  above.  The  figure  for  domestic  visitor  arrivals  remained  at  the  1981  level  of  appro¬ 
ximately  85  000  earning  Zambia  an  estimated  K22.5  million  or  15  per  cent  in  real  terms  over 
the  previous  year. 

2.  Despite  this  increase  in  net  earnings  the  effects  of  the  world  economic  recession  took 
its  toll  on  the  industry  with  some  companies  closing  down  or  re-organised  so  as  to  form  a 
stronger  base  for  the  growth  and  the  development  of  the  industry.  Examples  of  companies 
which  closed  down  or  faced  re-organisation  are  the  Zambia  Travel  and  Touring  Company  and 
its  subsidiary  Zambia  Tours  and  Lodges  which  were  liquidated  and  the  assets  shared  between 
UBZ  and  Eagle  Travel  with  the  latter  being  merged  with  Zambia  National  Hotels  Development 
Corporation  (NHDC). 

3.  Despite  the  problems  that  the  liquidated  companies  faced,  the  hotel  industry  showed 
substantial  improvement  in  its  activities  during  1982.  The  Corporation  (NHDC)  managed  to 
complete  most  of  its  capital  projects  which  included  the  modernisation  and  refurnishing  of 
Savoy  Hotel  raising  its  room  capacity  from  95  to  188. 

4.  In  1982,  a  total  provision  of  K294,000  had  been  made  for  various  projects  as  against  a 
provision  of  K336,000  in  1981  showing  a  reduction  of  13  per  cent. 

1983  Investment 

5.  A  total  of  K16,593,000  is  earmarked  for  investment  in  the  sectors :  K330,000  effected  by 
the  Ministry  of  Tourism  and  K1 6,263,000  by  the  National  Hotels  Development  Corporation. 
The  Table  below  summarises  the  1982  and  1983  investments  in  the  sector.  It  should  be  pointed 
out  that  the  materialisation  of  the  K1 6,263,000  intended  investment  by  the  National  Hotels 
Development  Corporation  will  rely  heavily  on  the  Government  support.

National  Hotels  Development  Corporation 

Apart  from  managing  investments  in  the  public  sector  hotels,  motels  and  lodges,  the 
NHDC  in  1982  assumed  full  responsibility  for  the  management  of  MunclaAvanga  Zoological  and 
Botanical  Gardens.  In  October,  1 982  Eagle  Travel  became  its  subsidiary.

operators.  It  is  estimated  that  K2.907  million  is  earned  in  foreign  exchange  annually  from  game 
viewing  and  this  amount  may  be  increased  with  the  improvement  of  loop  roads  and  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  peak  tourist  season  from  1 50  days  to  at  least  300  days  per  annum  (earning 
K 5.814  million).

(iv)  Manpower  Training  Programme  in  1982:  K.2, 855, 820 

The  University  has  an  active  (on-going)  Staff  Development  Programme  which  started  on  a 
modest  scale  in  1972.  The  number  of  those  undergoing  training  both  locally  and  at  Universities 
abroad  varies  from  year  to  year.  However,  in  1982  there  were  295  participants  in  the  staff 
development  programme.  This  number  is  broken  down  as  follows : 

(а)  Special  Research  Fellows  ( SRF’s ) — 105 

These  are  teaching  and  research  staff  who  have  completed  their  masters  degrees  and  who 
have  already  been  appointed  to  teaching/research  positions.  They  are  sent  abroad  to  do  their 
doctoral  or  specialist  studies.  As  a  rule  all  staff  development  fellows  are  bonded  to  serve  the 
University  for  a  stipulated  period  upon  completion  of  their  studies. 

(б)  Staff  Development  Fellows  (SDF’s) — 119 

These  are  graduates  of  this  University  (and  indeed  of  any  other  recognised  institution) 
w  ho  have  graduated  with  a  Merit  or  Distinction  and  who  have  been  selected  to  participate  in 
the  Staff  Development  Programme.  They  are  required  to  do  their  masters  degree  either  locally 
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(if  facilities  for  their  field  of  specialisation  exist  at  UNZA)  or  abroad.  They  are  only  appointed 
to  teaching  positions  upon  successful  completion  of  their  masters  degrees.  In  some  exceptional 
cases  some  of  them  are  allowed  to  continue  on  to  their  Pli.D.  studies  w  ithout  returning  home  for 
appointment. 

(c)  Non- Academic  Awards — 55 

These  are  staff  development  awards  granted  to  members  of  staff  who  are  employed  on 
non-academic  terms,  that  is,  those  who  are  not  lecturers/researchers,  for  example,  technicians, 
junior  library  and  administrative  staff. 

(d)  Under -Graduate  Awards—  1C 

These  are  students  who  are  still  doing  their  under-graduate  studies  at  UNZA  who  have 
been  selected,  on  the  basis  of  their  promising  academic  performance  to  join  the  Staff  Develop¬ 
ment  Programme.  They  are  sponsored  fully  by  the  University  and  they  become  Staff  Develop¬ 
ment  Fellows  (SDF’s)  upon  successful  completion  of  their  under-graduate  studies. 

Table  XII. 2  gives  a  breakdown  of  the  programme  in  1982  as  at  1st  September.  Table  XII.  3 
gives  the  latest  Zambianisation  situation  by  School/Unit,  by  October,  1982.  Tables  XII. 4  and 
XII.

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B.  Teacher  Training  Colleges — Kl, 495,000 

The  following  projects  were  implemented  during  1982: 


(i)  David  Livingstone  Teachers'  Training  College:  K20,000 

The  construction  work  and  the  upgrading  of  water  system  in  order  to  meet  the  increased 
demand  of  both  students  and  staff  was  completed  in  the  year  under  review. 

(ii)  Mansa  Teachers'  Training  College:  K35,000 

The  initial  allocation  for  construction  work  was  K35,000.  However,  the  actual  amount 
spent  was  K25,000  and  the  outstanding  is  K16,000. 


(iii)  Solwezi  Teachers'  Training  College:  K50,000 

The  college  spent  K42,834  out  of  K50,000  allocated  on  building  works  and  the  outstanding 
amount  is  K7,166. 

(iv)  Mongu  Teachers'  Training  College:  K40,000 

The  K40,000  allocation  was  spent  on  the  construction  of  one  staff  house.

(xiii)  Production  Units:  K300,000 

K 240,670  was  utilised  leaving  the  balance  of  K59,330  out  of  SIDA  grant  of  K300,000. 
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1983  Capital  Programmes:  K  1,148,000 

(i)  Repairs  and  Improvements :  K100,000 

This  allocation  will  be  spent  on  the  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  teacher  training 
institutions. 

(ii)  Furniture  and  Equipment :  K20,000 

The  allocation  is  for  purchasing  furniture  and  equipment  at  various  colleges  in  particular 
Chalimbana  where  there  is  a  huge  backlog  of  furniture. 

(iii)  Staff  Accommodation:  K100,000 

The  teachers’  staff  accommodation  is  a  continuing  problem  and  it  is  still  far  from  being 
solved.  This  year’s  allocation  will  be  spent  on  the  construction  of  staff  houses  at  various  colleges. 

(iv)  Eight  Resource  Centres:  K628,000 

This  is  a  SIDA  grant  which  will  be  spent  on  Resource  Centres,  the  purpose  of  which  is 
to  improve  the  quality  of  teaching  in  schools.  The  Resource  Centres  will  provide  facilities 
for  carrying  out  innovations  in  teaching  methods  and  teaching  aids. 

(v)  Extension  to  Copperhelt  Teachers'  Training  College:  K50,000 

This  college  situated  in  Kitwe  trains  junior  secondary  school  teachers  in  science,  mathe¬ 
matics  and  homecraft.  This  year’s  allocation  will  be  used  on  the  construction  work  on  the 
extension  to  the  college. 

(vi)  Extensions  to  Nkrumah  Teachers  Training  College:  K150,000 

This  is  a  SIDA  grant  to  be  spent  on  teaching  facilities  to  cater  for  500  students.  Part 
of  the  funds  will  be  spent  on  the  completion  of  staff  houses. 

(vii)  Production  Units:  K  100,000 

This  is  also  a  SIDA  grant  which  will  be  spent  on  the  improvement  of  various  facilities 
for  production  units  at  various  colleges  such  as  the  improvement  of  water  supply,  purchase 
of  equipment,  seeds  and  other  materials  for  production  units.

The  British  Council  has  offered  fifteen  places  to  lecturers  at  teacher  training  colleges 
and  twenty-five  places  for  lecturers  in  the  Department  of  Technical  Education  and  Vocational 
Training.  Other  donors  such  as  FINIDA  and  SID  A  have  also  indicated  unspecified  offers 
of  training  awards  in  specialised  fields  like  technical  education  and  education  for  the  handi¬ 
capped  . 

C.  Department  of  Technical  Education  and  Vocational  Training 

(i)  In  the  fiscal  year  under  review,  the  Department  was  allocated  a  capital  outlay  of 
K2, 347,000.  This  allocation  was  to  finance  the  three  main  programmes,  namely: 

(a)  construction  of  the  new  Trades  Training  Institutes  at  Chipata,  Mongu  and  Solwezi ; 

( b )  replacement  of  additional  training  equipment;  and 

(c)  staff  development  activities. 

(ii)  For  staff  development  programme  the  Department  received  a  SIDA’s  grant  of 
K250,000. 

(iii)  The  development  of  the  new  Trades  Training  Institutes  commenced  with  the  con¬ 
struction  of  five  staff  houses  at  each  site.  Due  to  the  late  start  in  the  case  of  Chipata  and 
shortage  of  building  materials,  the  houses  could  not  be  completed,  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
They  are  now  expected  to  be  completed  in  the  first  half  of  1983. 

(iv)  The  replacement  of  equipment  was  seriously  constrained  by  non-availability  in 
the  country  of  required  equipment. 

(v)  The  three  components  of  the  staff  development  programme  were  successfully  pursued. 
These  are : 

(a)  award  of  scholarships ; 

( b )  organisation  of  seminars  and  workshops; 

(c)  educational  tours. 

Seven  officers  were  sent  for  study  abroad  for  duration  ranging  from  three  months  to  one 
year,  eleven  seminars  and  workshops  were  organised  for  both  instructional  and  key  admini¬ 
strative  staff  of  colleges  and  institutes.  Besides,  several  tours  were  undertaken  by  various 
groups  of  officers  to  some  SADCC  countries  to  study  technical  education  programmes  as  a 
basis  of  improving  and  enriching  the  country’s  system. 

(vi)  The  total  actual  expenditure  by  the  end  of  the  year  was  Kl, 384, 284  or  approximately 
59  per  cent  of  the  approved  expenditure  of  K2, 347,000.

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Details  of  the  progress  so  far  made  on  vaiious  projects  included  in  the  1 982  Annual  Plan  are 
as  follows: 


A.  Headquarters:  K2, 824, 000 

(i)  Building  Research  and  Development :  K6,000 

Planning  research  on  both  staff  houses  and  classrooms  for  piimary  and  secondary  schools 
was  carried  out.  Experiments  in  the  making  of  asbestos  sheets  based  on  local  materials  were 
carried  out  at  Kabulonga. 

(ii)  Upgrading  Hubert  Young  Hostel:  K.50, 000 

Some  improvements  were  made  to  the  sanitary  fittings  and  water  supply.  A  borehole  has 
been  drilled  and  an  elevated  storage  tank  is  under  construction. 

(iii)  Improvements  to  Institutional  Buildings:  K100,000 

More  than  half  of  the  nine  strongrooms,  one  in  each  region,  where  examinations  papers  are 
stored  were  completed.  The  remaining  ones  are  expected  to  be  completed  in  1983. 

(iv)  Specialist  Plant :  K50,000 
Four  speed  boats  were  bought. 

(v)  Vehicles:  K8,000 

Since  the  Zambia  National  Commission  for  UNESCO  was  operating  under  difficult  con¬ 
ditions  due  to  lack  of  transport,  one  saloon  car  was  bought  to  alleviate  the  problem. 

(vi)  Teachers'  Housing  Programme:  K400,000 

The  sum  was  used  for  buying  twelve  houses  in  Kabwe,  four  in  Ndola,  four  in  Livingstone, 
and  completing  some  of  the  houses  at  Kabulonga. 

(vii)  Lusaka  Housing  Project — Teachers  Houses'  K300,000 

Twenty-six  out  of  thirty-six  staff  houses  which  were  under  construction  in  the  site  and 
service  townships  in  Lusaka  have  been  completed. 

(viii)  Lusaka  Primary  School  Project:  Kl, 860, 000 

In  the  first  group,  all  eight  primary  schools  are  completed.  Three  in  Chawama,  two  in 
Garden  and  three  in  Lilanda  townships.  In  the  second  group,  three  schools  are  completed,  one 
in  each  of  the  following :  Lilanda,  Desai  and  George.  The  other  two,  one  at  Chaisa  and  one  at 
Olympia  are  not  yet  completed  due  to  shortage  of  sanitary  and  electrical  fittings. 

(ix)  Planning  Unit:  K50,000 

The  following  short  and  long  courses  were  undertaken  overseas. 

Three  officers  attended  a  study  seminar ; 

One  officer  attended  a  three  month  course ;  and 
Two  officers  are  still  attending  a  year’s  course. 


B.  Secondary  Schools:  K3, 303, 000 

(i)  IBRD  Education  Project  III :  Kl, 241, 000 

The  allocation  was  used  for  carrying  out  repair  and  maintenance  works  to  school  buildings, 
equipment  and  services  at  secondary  schools  which  were  built  with  the  assistance  of  the  World 
Bank  Loan.  Work  has  started  at  almost  all  schools  in  Northern,  Eastern  and  few  schools  in 
Lusaka,  Southern  and  Western  regions.  Progress  is  rather  slow  due  to  inadequate  funds  and 
transport. 
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(ii)  Lukulu  Secondary  Schools :  K50,000 

The  allocation  was  used  for  construction  of  four  classrooms  for  senior  secondary  schools 
classes. 

(iii)  Extensions  to  Aided  Secondary  Schools:  K40,000 

The  allocation  was  used  on  constructing  a  science  laboratory  at  Dominican  Convent  in 
Ndola  and  a  staff  house  at  Madia  Girls  Secondary  School. 

(iv)  Extension  to  Government  Secondary  Schools:  K80,000 

The  allocation  was  used  for  completing  agriculture  science  blocks  at  Katete  and  Mpika 
Secondary  Schools. 

(v)  Repairs  and  Improvements :  K 1 50,000 

The  allocation  was  used  for  carrying  out  repair  and  maintenance  works  at  the  following 
secondary  schools:  Chipepo,  Monze,  Kaoma,  Munali,  Luwingu,  Chinsali,  Isoka,  Katete,  Chi- 
zongwe  and  Libala. 

(vi)  School  Furniture  and  Equipment :  K247,000 

The  sum  was  spent  on  buying  various  items  of  furniture  and  equipment  for  additional 
classess  which  opened  in  the  last  two  previous  years. 

(vii)  Services:  K50,000 

The  sum  was  used  for  carrying  out  repairs  to  water  schemes  at  various  secondary  schools, 
(viii)  Vehicles:  K32,000 

The  Ministry  intended  to  buy  vanettes  for  boarding  secondary  schools,  but  this  could  not 
be  done  due  to  lack  of  foreign  exchange. 

(ix)  Equipment  and  Materials  for  New  Senior  Secondary  Schools :  K1 10,000 

The  sum  was  used  for  buying  educational  equipment  and  materials  for  the  new  classes  at 
various  secondary  schools  in  the  country. 

(x)  I BRDj AD B  Education  Project  V:  Kl, 400, 000 

The  sum  was  used  for  carrying  out  topographic  surveys  at  the  eleven  new  secondary 
schools  sites,  buying  of  printing  papers,  preparation  of  site  layouts  and  tender  documents. 
Construction  is  expected  to  start  in  July,  1983,  for  the  first  six  and  in  December,  1983  for  the 
second  group  of  five  secondary  schools. 

C.  Sundry  Services:  Kl,  194, 000 

(i)  Education  for  the  Handicapped :  K274,000 

The  allocation  was  used  for  buying  basic  materials  and  equipment  for  the  handicapped 
children  at  various  schools  in  the  country. 

(ii)  Department  of  Continuing  Education:  K10,000 

The  sum  was  for  completing  renovations  at  Lake  Chila,  Chililabombwe  Adult  Education 
Centre  and  also  for  buying  furniture  and  equipment. 

(iii)  Education  Broadcasting  and  Television  Services :  Kl  0,000 

The  sum  was  used  for  buying  equipment  for  video  cassettes,  studio  in  Kitwe  and  recording 
equipment  for  the  studio  in  Lusaka. 

(iv)  Educational  Equipment  and  Materials :  K900,000 

The  sum  was  used  for  purchasing  furniture,  exercise  books  and  text  books  for  pupils  in 
primary  schools. 
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1983  Capital  Programmes 

The  1983  Annual  Plan  for  General  Education  and  Culture  has  the  following  objectives  to 
fulfil : 


(a)  To  enhance  the  activities  of  the  Building  Research  and  Development  Unit  whose 
function  is  to  ascertain  and  advise  the  Ministry  on  cheap  but  durable  institutional 
buildings  in  the  present  development  programme. 

( b )  To  carry  out  repair  and  maintenance  works  to  former  Zambia  World  Bank  Secondary 
School  buildings,  services  and  equipment  so  as  to  avoid  dilapidation. 

(c)  To  start  construction  on  the  eleven  secondary  schools  which  are  financed  by  loans 
from  World  Bank  and  African  Development  Bank. 

(d)  To  increase  the  number  of  housing  units  for  teachers  in  an  effort  to  ease  the  current 
problem  of  scarcity  of  accommodation  for  teachers  in  the  country. 

In  order  to  realise  these  objectives  the  1983  capital  allocations  will  be  used  as  follows : 


A.  Headquarters:  K445, 000 

(i)  Building  Research  and  Development :  Ivl 0,000 

The  allocation  will  be  spent  in  planning  research  and  printing  of  schools  materials  for  the 
development  of  proto-type  primary  school  buildings. 

(ii)  U pgrading  Hubert  Young  Hostel:  K20,000 

The  hostel  provides  accommodation  to  teachers  in  transit  to  and  from  their  schools.  The 
allocation  is  for  updrading  facilities  at  the  hostel. 

(iii)  Improvement  to  Institutional  Buildings :  K60,000 

The  allocation  is  for  completing  strong-rooms  in  regions  for  storing  examinations  papers  and 
repairs  to  institutional  buildings  at  the  Headquarters. 

(iv)  Specialist  Plants:  K20,000 

The  allocation  is  for  buying  two  speed  boats  for  Mongu  and  Kabwe  and  for  buying  spare 
parts  for  old  boats.  These  are  used  for  inspection  of  projects  and  transportation  of  both  building 
and  educational  materials. 

(v)  Vehicles:  K35,000 

The  allocation  is  for  buying  one  station  wagon  and  one  pick-up  Land-Rover  for  inspection 
of  educational  facilities  in  the  country. 

(vi)  Teachers  Housing  Programme:  K120,000 

* 

The  allocation  is  for  completing  five  teachers’  houses  at  Kabulonga  and  buying  six  houses 
from  Lusaka  District  Council  (K30,000  and  K90,000  respectively). 

(vii)  Lusaka  Housing  Project:  K90,000 

The  allocation  is  for  completing  houses  at  the  ZWBEP  primary  schools:  Chawama, 
George,  Lilanda  and  Chipata  areas. 

(viii)  Lusaka  Primary  School  Project:  K50,000 

The  allocation  is  to  cover  retention  fees  for  the  five  completed  primary  schools  under  the 
ZWBEP  loan. 

(ix)  Planning  Unit:  KAO, 000 

This  is  a  SIDA  grant  for  training  planners  and  for  buying  equipment  for  use  in  research 
work. 
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B.  Secondary  Schools:  K3, 770,000 

(i)  IBRD  Education  Project  III :  Kl, 520, 000 

The  allocation  is  for  general  repairs  to  buildings,  furniture,  sanitary,  electrical,  water  works 
and  kitchen  equipment.  (The  repairs  started  two  years  ago  on  some  schools  in  Southern,  Lusaka, 
Northern,  Eastern  and  Western  provinces). 

(ii)  Lukuhi  Secondary  School :  K30,000 

The  allocation  is  a  grant-in-aid  for  completing  the  extensions  of  hostels,  laboratories  and 
water  works. 

(iii)  Extensions  to  Government  Secondary  Schools:  K30,000 

The  funds  are  for  completing  extensions  of  laboratories  at  Mpika,  Nyimba  and  other 
secondary  schools. 

(iv)  Extensions  to  Aided  Secondary  Schools:  K20,000 

The  funds  are  for  upgrading  electricity  at  St  Monica  and  Sefula  Secondary  Schools. 

(v)  Repairs  and  Improvements :  K30,000 

The  sum  will  be  used  on  repairing  Kaorna  Secondary  School  buildings  and  others  through¬ 
out  the  country. 

(vi)  School  Furniture  and  Equipment :  K50,000 

This  year’s  allocation  is  for  replacing  broken  furniture  and  for  new  intake  at  a  few  secon¬ 
dary  schools. 

(vii)  Services:  K30, 000 

This  allocation  will  be  used  for  carrying  out  repairs  to  water  supply  at  Pemba  Secondary 
School. 

(viii)  Vehicles:  K50,000 

The  funds  will  be  used  for  purchasing  one  Land-Rover  for  Kalabo  and  two  vanettes  for 
Chama  and  Luangwa  Boarding  Secondary  Schools : 

(ix)  IBRD  I  AD  B  Education  Project  V:  K2, 000, 000 

The  funds  are  for  construction  of  eleven  new  Junior  Secondary  Schools  to  be  financed  by 
International  Bank  for  Reconstruction  and  Development  (IBRD)  and  African  Development 
Fund  (ADF)  loan  and  the  Zambia  Government. 

The  first  batch  of  six  schools:  Mwenzo  (IBRD),  Chibombo  (IBRD),  Lubwe  (IBRD)  Mpo- 
ngwe  (ADF),  Kasempa  (ADF)  and  Maamba  (ADF)  are  expected  to  go  to  tender  in  February  this 
year.  The  second  batch  of  five  schools  will  be  tendered  approximtely  six  months  after  the  first 
batch. 

(x)  Equipment  and  Materials:  Kl 0,000 

The  funds  are  for  purchasing  and  materials  for  new  secondary  schools  classes. 

Sundry  Services:  K740,000 

(i)  Education  for  the  Handicapped :  K 100, 000 

This  is  a  SIDA  grant  for  buying  materials  and  equipment  for  the  handicapped  in  various 
schools  in  the  country  and  also  for  staff  development. 

(ii)  Department  of  Continuing  General  Education :  K20,000 

The  funds  are  for  purchasing  furniture  and  equipment  for  various  adult  educational 
centres :  Lake  Chila,  Chililaombwe,  Luanshya,  Mufulira  and  Chipata. 
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(iii)  Education  Broadcasting  and  Television  Services:  K20,000 

The  funds  are  for  buying  equipment :  Video  Cassette,  Recording  equipment  for  Lusaka 
Studio. 

(iv)  Education,  Equipment  and  Materials:  K600,000 

This  is  a  SIDA  grant  for  purchasing  education  materials  for  all  educational  institutions 
under  General  Education.

(а)  Zambia  Flying  Doctor  Service:  1x25,000 

The  construction  of  two  Health  Centres  was  completed. 

(б)  Medical  Stores:  K.52,000 

The  funds  were  paid  to  contractor  as  retention  money  to  clear  outstanding  claims  of  the 
previous  year. 

(c)  Hospital  Improvements :  1x70,000 

This  is  an  on  going  project  to  make  improvements  to  existing  hospitals  in  the  country. 
These  improvements  include  renovations  and  procurement  of  equipment  to  replace  old  and 
broken  ones. 

(d)  Minor  Works:  K50,000 

Work  under  this  project  is  identical  to  work  at  (c).  The  funds  are  utilised  on  minor  repairs 
to  various  health  institutions  in  the  country.  It  is  also  an  on  going  project. 

(e)  Ambulances:  K450,000 

Twenty-one  Ambulances  had  been  ordered  but  were  not  received  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
(/)  Urban  Clinics:  1x30,000 

Funds  were  too  inadequate  to  make  meaningful  improvements  to  various  clinics  in 
urban  areas. 

(g)  Bural  Health  Centres  Upgrading  and  Construction :  K  1,7 60, 000 

The  1982  provision  was  utilised  on  the  construction  of  new  health  centres  in  the  following 
provinces  with  SIDA,  EDF  and  EEC  support.

Apart  from  constructing  new  Rural  Health  Centres,  work  also  commenced  to  upgrade  at 
least  two  existing  health  centres  in  the  Southern,  Luapula,  Eastern  and  North-Western  Pro¬ 
vinces.  The  EEC  also  undertook  to  support  the  construction  of  five  new  health  centres  in  the 
Northern,  Luapula,  North  Western  and  Western  Provinces.

This  u  a  SIDA  grant  with  which  five  hundred  bicycles  had  been  bought  for  the  Primary 
Health  Care  Programme  to  be  used  in  the  rural  areas.  Also  five  hundred  bicycles  have  been 
ordered  for  the  nutrition  surveillance  programme  including  one  Land-Rover. 

(i)  Equipment  for  the  Maintena?ice  of  Workshops,  Lusaka:  K200,000 

Progress  on  this  project  was  satisfactory.  At  the  old  Medical  Stores  Site,  a  building  was 
acquired  and  plans  prepared  to  convert  it  into  an  Equipment  Maintenance  Workshop.  In 
the  Eastern  Province  a  pilot  project  has  been  launched  and  a  Provincial  Equipment  Main¬ 
tenance  Workshop  is  under  construction  in  Chipata  at  the  General  Hospital  Site.  Completion  is 
scheduled  for  early  1983.

(a)  Chipata  General  Hospital:  K  150,000 

There  was  no  physical  progress  to  construct  six  doctors’  flats  at  Chipata  General  Hospital.

Funds  were  paid  as  retention  money  to  the  contractor.

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(e)  Petauke  General  Hospital:  K200,000 

Funds  were  spent  on  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  an  operation  theatre  and  a  kitchen. 

(/)  Kabompo  District  Hospital:  K10,000 

A  standby  generator  has  been  installed  at  Kabompo  Hospital. 

(g)  Senanga  District  Hospital:  K750,000 

10  X  202  staff  houses :  superstructures  are  completed ;  interior  works  are  in  progress. 

13x311  staff  houses :  superstructures  are  completed ;  electrical  installation  is  in  progress. 

2  x  321  staff  houses  are  almost  completed;  the  mortuary  is  also  almost  completed.  Hospital 
building:  roofing  is  70  per  cent  completed.  Doors  and  windows  are  fixed.  Plumbing 
works  started. 

(h)  Staff  Accommodation :  K750,000 

Four  housing  units  were  completed  and  twelve  units  were  80  per  cent  completed. 

(i)  Kitwe  Out-Patient  Department :  K100,000 

The  funds  were  paid  to  the  consultants.  There  was  no  physical  progress  on  the  project. 

( j )  Kawambwa  District  Hospital:  K50,000 

Due  to  lack  of  funds  there  was  no  progress  on  this  project. 

( k )  Glioma  General  Hospital:  K50,000 

Due  to  lack  of  funds  there  was  no  progress  on  this  project  . 

(l)  Mansa  Hospital  Phase  II  :  K500,000 

Construction  started  on  two  nurses  hostels  and  two  staff  houses.  Superstructure  walls  were 
started. 

(m)  Serenje  Hospital  Extension:  K50,000 

Due  to  lack  of  funds  there  was  no  progress  on  the  project. 

(n)  Isoka  District  Hospital:  K50,000 
As  in  (m)  above. 

(o)  Lewanika  General  Hospital:  K500,000 

Theatre  block  and  out-patients’  departments  progressed  to  lintol  level,  administration 
block  at  wall  level,  services  block  at  window  level,  mortuary  at  roof  level.  Incinerator  was 
completed. 

(p)  Kalomo,  Chama,  Kaoma  and  Mbereshi  district  hospitals  also  had  no  funds  during  the  year 
and  there  was  therefore  no  progress.  The  same  thing  happened  to  the  Zambia  Enrolled 
Nursing  Training  School  at  Solwezi.  No  funds  were  available  to  start  the  project. 

University  Teaching  Hospital 

(a)  Medical  Assistants  Training  School:  K450,000 

The  1 982  provision  was  spent  on  the  construction  of  eight  staff  houses  which  were  completed 
at  Chainama  Hills  Hospital  and  the  improvement  to  existing  ones.  K350,000  of  the  allocation 
was  spent  on  construction  of  new  hostels  at  Kasama  and  Chipata  General  Hospital. 

(b)  Post-Basic  School  of  Nursing :  K325,000 

These  are  SIDA  funds  which  were  spent  on  the  construction  of  a  hostel  and  school  building 
at  the  UTH.  The  project  has  been  completed. 
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1983  Annual  Plan:  Capital  Programmes 

3.  The  1983  investment  for  the  Ministry’s  capital  programmes  has  been  reduced  from 
K14,552,000  in  1982  to  1x10,965,000  in  1983.  In  view  of  this  unhealthy  state  of  the  economy 
emphasis  on  capital  investment  in  the  1983  Annual  Plan  has  been  placed  on  the  top  priority 
projects  of  the  on-going  programmes. 

4.  The  following  are  the  activities  to  be  covered  in  the  1983  investment  programme : 
Headquarters:  K3, 955, 000 

(a)  Hospital  Improvements  and  Minor  Works:  K500,000 

Previously  these  were  separate  projects  but  in  view  of  the  similarity  of  their  activities  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  bring  them  under  one  sub-head  as  one  project.  The  objectives  of 
the  project  is  to  repair  and  improve  buildings,  equipment,  furniture  and  infrastructure.  Hospi¬ 
tals  and  other  health  institutions  are  in  a  state  of  breakdown  because  of  lack  of  maintenance 
due  to  inadequate  allocations  of  funds. 

(b)  Ambulances:  K300,000 

K150,000  of  this  allocation  is  down  payment  on  Brazilian  loan  to  purchase  ambulances. 
This  is  an  on-going  project  designed  to  revamp  the  transport  system.  Without  a  satisfactory 
transport  fleet  the  health  care  services  cannot  be  carried  out.  The  Ministry’s  transport  fleet 
consists  of  547  vehicles  but  onlyl45  are  running. 

(c)  Rural  Health  Centres  ( Construction  and  Upgrading):  K2, 500, 000 

The  1983  provision  for  this  project  includes  K1 ,000,000  SIDA  grant  and  another  K1 ,000,000 
EDF  grant.  Objectives  of  the  rural  health  centre  upgrading  and  construction  programme  is  to 
bring  all  existing  rural  health  centres  up  to  the  required  standard  as  set  out  in  the  primary 
health  care  programme  and  to  construct  new  rural  health  centres  in  areas  where  such  facilities 
do  not  exist.  The  programme  covers  all  rural  areas. 

The  targets  of  the  project  during  the  1983  Annual  Plan  is  to  upgrade  35  Phase  1  IIHCs 
and  40  Phase  II,  to  construct  twenty  new  rural  health  centres  and  to  replace  ten. 

(d)  Primary  Health  Care  and  Nutrition  Transport  System :  K250,000 

This  project  is  financed  by  a  100  per  cent  SIDA  grant.  The  objective  of  the  programme  is 
to  provide  the  necessary  transport  for  the  primary  health  care  and  nutrition  programmes  in 
all  the  provinces.  During  1983  the  target  is  to  purchase  500  bicycles  with  spare  parts  for  the 
Primary  Health  Care  Programme  and  another  500  with  spare  parts  and  a  Land-Rover  for  the 
nutrition  programme. 

(e)  Equipment  for  Maintenance  of  Workshop  and  Vehicle  Services  Stations :  K315,000 

The  provision  of  K3 15,000  is  also  a  SIDA  grant.  The  funds  will  be  spent  on  upgrading  and 
developing  the  facilities  for  the  Ministry’s  equipment  maintenance  and  vehicle  service.  The 
Ministry  has  started  to  develop  equipment  maintenance  facilities  in  Lusaka  and  is  extending 
the  development  gradually  to  every  province  and  to  train  the  necessary  staff.  The  target  in 
1983  is  to  complete  construction  workshops  in  Lusaka  and  Chipata. 

Provinces:  K4, 010, 000 

(a)  Petauke  Hospital  Extension:  K50,000 

Funds  are  required  to  complete  the  extension. 

(b)  Senanga  District  Hospital:  K550,000 

Funds  are  required  to  clear  outstanding  payments  and  to  enable  continuation  of  the 
work  during  1983. 

(c)  Staff  Accommodation:  KG00,000 

Design  work  lias  been  completed  and  the  1983  provision  will  be  spent  on  construction  of 
staff  houses  in  the  provinces. 
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(d)  31  ansa  Hospital  Phase  II:  KG00,000 

The  funds  will  be  spent  on  clearing  outstanding  payments  and  to  enable  the  completion  of 
works  during  1983. 

(e)  Serenje  District  Hospital  Extension:  K10,000 

This  provision  will  be  spent  on  planning  of  the  hospital  extension. 

(/)  Isoha  District  Hospital:  K250,000 

The  1983  provision  will  be  used  on  the  construction  of  the  hospital. 

(g)  Lewanika  Hospital  Extension:  K650,000 

Funds  will  be  used  to  clear  outstanding  payments  and  to  enable  the  completion  of  work  in 
1983. 

(h)  Kalomo  District  Hospital:  K250,000 

Funds  are  required  for  the  construction  of  the  hospital. 

ii)  Choma  District  Hospital:  K250,000 

Funds  are  required  for  the  construction  of  the  hospital. 

(j)  Kaoma  District  Hospital:  K50,000 

Funds  are  required  for  the  construction  of  the  hospital. 

( h )  Mhereshi  Hospital:  K  100,000 

Renovation  will  be  carried  out  to  Mbereshi  hospital. 

(1)  ZEN  Training  School,  Solwezi:  K300,000 

The  1983  provision  is  for  construction  to  start  on  the  project. 

University  Teaching  Hospital:  K3, 000,000 

(a)  Medical  Assistants’  Training  School:  K300,000 

Construction  of  hostels  and  improvements  to  existing  ones  will  continue  in  1983. 

(i)  Lusaka,  Chainama  Hills:  eleven  hostels,  renovation,  construction  of  eight  staff 
houses. 

(ii)  Chipata :  Construction  of  one  hostel  and  one  instructor’s  house. 

(iii)  Kahwe :  Construction  of  one  hostel  and  one  instructor’s  house. 

(iv)  Livingstone :  one  hostel  and  one  instructor’s  house. 

The  objectives  of  this  project  is  to  enable  the  increase  in  output  of  medical  assistants 
necessary  for  the  development  of  health  services  especially  within  the  Primary  Health  Care 
Programme  which  concentrates  on  the  rural  areas.  The  target  is  to  double  the  number  of 
students  to  be  trained  as  medical  assistants  from  eighty  to  160  after  a  three-year  training 
period. 

(b)  UTH  Paediatric  Unit:  K2, 200, 000 

K2, 000, 000  of  this  provision  is  a  Japanese  grant  and  the  rest  is  GRZ  contribution.  When 
completed  in  May,  1983  the  Paediatric  Unit  will  substantially  increase  the  quantity  of  and  level 
of  health  care  services  in  the  diseases  of  children. 
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(c)  UTH  Paediatric  Unit  Staff  Acco mmodation:  K500, 000 

Construction  of  staff  houses  at  the  paediatric  Unit  will  commence  during  1983  financial 
year. 

5.  Tables  XIII. 2  and  XIII. 2(a)  show  local  training  programmes  and  post-basic  courses 
undertaken  by  the  Ministry  up  to  1979.  There  is  no  new  data  and  information  on  these  activities 
after  1979.  However  the  Tables  should  only  serve  to  give  the  impression  of  staff  development 
in  the  health  field.  Table  XIII. 3  shows  the  distribution  of  medical  personnel  in  Zambia  by 
province  as  the  staff  position  was  in  1978.  Again  as  in  other  Tables  latest  data  is  lacking.  Table 
XIII. 4  shows  a  summary  of  staff  projection  for  lower  level  personnel  starting  from  1980  to 
1990.  Table  XIII. 5  shows  the  trend  or  growth  of  medical  facilities  in  Zambia  from  1964 — 78. 

Table  XIII. 6.  shows  the  geographical  distribution  of  health  facilities  as  the  position  was 
in  1978.

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CHAPTER  XIV 


MANPOWER  AND  EMPLOYMENT 


1982  Review 

1.  In  general  manpower  development  and  employment  in  1982  has  been  encouraging  as 
will  be  seen  shortly. 

2.  Zambia’s  efforts  to  diversify  the  economy  from  copper-based  production  sector  to 
‘agriculture’  and  ‘manufacturing’  sectors  have  caused  changes  in  the  general  employment 
structure.  The  employment  concentration  in  the  modern  sector  is  gradually  getting  distributed 
to  the  informal  sector.  The  modern  sector,  constrained  by  shortages  of  foreign  exchange  for  its 
imports,  is  unable  to  generate  adequate  employment.  Instead,  the  informal  sector  is  now  be¬ 
coming  a  significant  source  of  livelihood,  especially  for  semi-skilled  and  unskilled  workers. 

3.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1982,  Zambia  had  an  estimated  1  289  476  persons  employed 
out  of  a  labour  force  of  1  773  374  persons.  Detailed  estimates  are  given  in  Table  XIV.  1. 

4.  Accurate  employment  and  unemployment  figures  are  difficult  to  derive  from  the 
existing  statistical  base.

5.  Like  all  developing  countries,  a  major  proportion  of  the  work  force  is  in  the  informal 
sector,  which  to  some  extent  includes  the  non-cash  composition.  From  Table  XIV.  1  it  is 
clear  that  the  informal  sector  registers  employment  at  least  twice  as  much  as  the  formal  sector 
does. 


6.  Comparable  data  on  employment  by  different  categories  of  formal  and  informal 
in  1981  and  1982  are  not  available.  The  attempt  in  Table  XIV. 2  to  calculate  the  approximate 
increase  in  employment  in  the  year  1981-82  covers  only  categories  where  the  basic  data  is 
available. 
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7.  In  the  last  three  years  of  the  Third  National  Development  Plan  period  of  1980-84 
roughly  an  average  of  about  55  000  persons  is  added  annually  to  the  labour  force.  However, 
the  employment  generated  during  1981-82  was  only  about  39  224,  which  registers  a  shortfall 
of  about  28  per  cent  when  both  the  formal  and  the  informal  sectors  are  considered.  However, 
it  should  be  noted  that  the  above  employment  estimate  may  conceal  a  large  proportion  of 
under  employment  and  that  the  two  figures  may  also  suffer  incomplete  coverage.

8.  Table  XIV. 3  gives  the  distribution  of  employees  by  industry  1981-82.  The  formal 
sector  registers  an  increase  of  4  330  persons  when  both  Zambians  and  the  non-Zambians  are 
included.  The  non-Zambians  composition  has  registered  a  loss  of  1  810,  like  the  previous  year 
1980-81,  denoting  the  same  degree  of  Zambianisation  of  1  810  jobs.  In  absolute  terms  the 
increase  in  the  employment  of  Zambians  is  more  than  the  total  increase  of  4  330,  including 
the  jobs  taken  over  from  non-Zambians.  The  absolute  increase  is  6  140 — a  50  per  cent  more 
than  the  increase  registered  during  1980-81. 

9.  Had  the  industries  registered  the  same  rate  of  growth  of  1980-81  employment  of 
Zambians  during  1981-82,  the  wage  paid  employment  would  have  increased  to  376  461  only. 
The  actual  employment  has  increased  to  377  450.  The  details  of  growth  of  employment  by 
industries  is  given  in  Table  XIV. 4 

10.  Taking  the  formal  sector  alone,  the  employment  situation  of  1981-82  reflects  a 
greater  extent  of  recovery  than  that  experienced  during  1980-81,  particularly  the  sectors  of 
‘Distribution,  Restaurants,  and  Hotels’,  ‘Transport  and  Communications’  and  ‘Finance, 
Insurance,  Real  Estate  and  Business  Services’.  These  were  the  major  sectors  which  contributed 
most  to  the  growth  of  employment  in  the  formal  sector. 

11.  The  wage-paid  employment  still  falls  short  of  the  targeted  employment  of  1982, 
the  gap  in  the  total  wage-paid  employment  is  71  780.  However,  in  spite  of  the  above  gap,  it 
could  be  noticed  that  ‘Electricity’,  ‘Transport  and  Communications’  sectors  have  registered 
more  employment  than  the  set  targets.  Table  XIV. 5  gives  the  projected  and  actual  increases 
in  total  wage-paid  employment. 

12.  Manpower  Development  is  dealt  with  more  elaborately  in  the  chapters  on  ‘Education’ 
and  ‘Youth  and  Sport’. 

13.  A  deliberate  policy  to  accelerate  manpower  development  is  clear  from  Table  XIV. 6, 
where  the  distribution  of  Zambians  undergoing  skills  training  at  varied  levels  by  areas  of 
specialisation  is  outlined. 
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14.  To  increase  the  intensity  of  Zambianisation,  efforts  were  directed  to  utilise  specific 
funds  to  support  development  and  training.  Apart  from  the  local  effort  at  producing  graduates 
and  post  graduates  in  the  country  (Appendix  G),  scholarships  and  other  skill  training  facilities 
extended  by  organisations  and  governments  under  bilateral  and  multilateral  agreements 
were  utilised,  though  some  constraints  were  faced  in  the  process  of  utilisation.  The  main 
reason  of  non-utilisation  is  the  delay  in  processing  applications  for  scholarships  by  local  in¬ 
stitutions  involved.  A  summary  Table  (Table  XIV. 6)  is  given  below  and  an  elaborate  listing  of 
scholarships  by  level  of  training  and  education  etc.,  is  presented  in  Appendix.  The  data  shows 
that  graduates  and  post  graduates  studying  abroad  are  about  half  as  much  as  the  University 
of  Zambia  output  and  in  some  cases  are  found  in  fields  not  covered  by  UNZA :  Ceramics 
Criminology,  Museum  technology,  etc. 

Prospects  and  Targets  for  1983 

15.  Prospects  for  1983,  as  far  as  manpower  employment  and  development  are  concerned, 
are  promising. 

16.  As  pointed  out  before,  in  the  absence  of  adequate  data  particularly  in  the  informal 
sector,  it  is  difficult  to  distribute  available  human  resources  and  maximise  the  benefits  in 
terms  of  employment  and  production.  The  1980  census  data,  when  compiled  may  throw  some 
light  on  the  composition  and  distribution  of  the  population  by  economic  activity. 

17.  From  the  limited  data  available,  however,  possible  utilisation  of  labour  force  in 
1983  is  given  in  Table  XIV. 9,  along  with  its  source  (Table  XIV. 7  and  XIV. 8).

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18.  Regarding  the  development  of  skills,  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  bilateral  and 
multilateral  to  maximum  capacity,  by  a  regular  follow-up  on  unutilised  portions. 

19.  The  role  of  Youth  and  Sports  Ministry  in  its  various  activities  of  skill  training  and 
development,  especially  those  for  school  leavers,  is  a  major  solution  of  youth  unemployment 
and  lack  of  skill  for  possible  employment.  In  1983  (Table  XIV. 9)  0.15  million  labour  force  is 
targeted  to  be  catered  for  by  the  above  Ministry. 

Strategy 

20.  The  strategy  on  manpower  and  employment  in  1 983  formulated  to  intensify  and  generate 
employment  is  as  follows : 

(i)  Maximum  utilisation  of  scholarships  under  bilateral  and  multilateral  agreements. 

(ii)  Development  and  promotion  of  skill-oriented  training  for  school  leavers  and  other 
unemployed  youths.  The  programmes  are  formulated  by  the  Ministry  of  Youth 
and  Sports. 

(iii)  Generation  of  employment  under  Operation  Food  Programme  and  schemes  of 
Small  Scale  Development  Organisation  (SIDO)  and  Village  Industries  Service  (VIS). 

Manpower  and  Financial  Allocations 

21.  As  all  capital  allocations  involve  manpower  policy  in  its  three  aspects  of  planning, 
development  and  utilisation,  the  overall  capital  allocations  of  K25,000,000  for  1983  deserves 
particular  mention  here.

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CHAPTER  XV 


RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT 


Although  the  National  Council  for  Scientific  Research  Secretariat  has  been  able  to  obtain 
encouraging  co-operation  from  other  organisations  in  the  country  towards  the  fulfilment  of 
the  NCSR’s  role  as  the  national  body  for  co-ordinating  research  in  the  country,  difficulties 
still  exist  in  that  not  all  research  organisations  have  given  positive  and  active  co-operation. 
The  organisations  that  have  made  positive  co-operation  are :  the  Geological  Survey  Department, 
the  Fisheries  Department,  Department  of  Veterinary  and  Tsetse  Control  Services,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Water  Affairs,  Forest  Department,  WHO  Tropical  Diseases  Research  and  Training 
Centre,  the  Mining  Industry  Technical  Services  and  the  School  of  Engineering  of  the  University 
of  Zambia.  Except  in  the  case  of  the  Mining  Industry  Technical  Services  who  have  been  send¬ 
ing  to  the  NCSR  copies  of  their  published  monthly  reports,  attempts  to  obtain  up-to-date 
reports  on  planned  or  on-going  research  projects  of  the  other  organisations  were  only  partially 
successful. 

2.  The  inadequate  or  lack  of  up-to-date  information  on  planned  or  on-going  projects 
of  other  research  organisations  in  the  country  therefore  continued  to  be  a  major  constraint 
facing  NCSR  in  its  role  to  co-ordinate  research  activities  in  the  country.  Exercising  the  present 
legal  framework  may  not  be  the  answer  to  this  problem  since  all  major  research  activities  in 
the  country  are  carried  out  by  Government  departments  or  parastatal  organisations. 

3.  The  overall  objectives  of  the  industrial  and  scientific  research  during  the  Third  National 
Development  Plan  (TNDP)  continues  to  be  the  increase  of  national  capacity  in  science  and 
technology.  The  approach  has  been  to  strengthen  existing  research  and  development  facilities 
and  to  establish  new  ones  in  areas  of  national  priority.  Emphasis  has  therefore  been  placed  on 
the  development  of  manpower  and  establishment  of  physical  facilities. 

4.  In  1982  the  NCSR  received  from  the  Government  a  grant  of  K4, 205,098  of  which 
K3, 205, 098  was  for  recurrent  expenditure  and  the  remainder  for  capital  development.  The 
provision  was  used  for  the  construction  of  research  laboratories,  staff  houses,  purchasing  of 
equipment,  furniture  implements  and  for  meeting  research  and  administrative  expenses. 
Additionally,  efforts  continued  to  be  made  to  solicit  for  external  aid  to  strengthen  the  research 
and  development  infrastructure. 

5.  The  project/programme  which  the  National  Council  for  Scientific  Research  plans  to 
undertake  during  1983  together  with  their  estimated  expenditure  are  outlined  below:

The  programme  will  continue  to  carry  out  the  following  projects :

(ii)  Proximate  chemical  and  fibre  analysis  of  Pinas  Kesiya  with  or  without  bark. 

(iii)  Proximate  chemical  and  fibre  analysis  of  wild  grass. 

Research  and  Other  Projects  in  1983 

(i)  Radioactive  mineral  prospectionj  exploration 

The  Unit  will  continue  to  assist  ]\linex  and  any  other  organisation  seeking  its  help  in 
geochemical  analyses  for  radioactive  prospection  samples.  The  unit  will  be  in  a  better  position 
in  respect  of  instrumental  analyses  to  handle  larger  number  of  samples. 

(ii)  Radioactive  mineral  ore  benefication 

Work  will  continue  under  this  project  improving  upon  the  various  unit  operations  and 
processes  in  the  production  of  refinery  grade  uranium  yellow  cake  from  ores.  This  will  involve 
operations  both  on  laboratory  and  pilot  plant  scales.  It  is  hoped  that  the  amine-extraction 
process  will  be  scaled  up  to  pilot  plant  level  if  resources  permit.  Benefication  work  on  thorium 
ores  may  also  be  taken  up  this  year. 


(iii)  Development  of  nvelear  and  other  analytical  methods 

The  analytical  equipment  received  from  IAFEA  will  be  put  into  use  in  temporary  loca¬ 
tions.  This  will  help  in  developing  new  procedures  for  analysis  of  various  materials.  Emphasis 
will  be  on  ores,  minerals  and  uranium  processing  by-products  and  yellow  cakes. 
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(iv)  Radioactive  Waste  Management 


The  on-going  laboratory  investigations  would  be  scaled  up  to  handle  larger  volume  of 
wastes  from  the  uranium  pilot  plant.  In  addition,  work  on  the  fixation  and  storage  of  solid 
radioactive  waste  will  be  started.  This  require  construction  of  underground  pits  and  trenches 
in  a  scheduled  dermacated  area. 


(v)  Radiation  Protection  and  other  Services 

The  Unit  will  continue  to  offer  ionizing  radiation  protection  to  personnel  who  are  in 
constant  contact  with  such  radiation. 
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CHAPTER  XVI 


1982  Review 


YOUTH  AND  SPORT 


The  year  1982  proved  to  be  a  difficult  year  for  the  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  in  meeting 
the  TNDP  objective  particularly  in  regard  to  the  problem  of  youth  unemployment.  This  was 
due  mainly  to  inadequate  funding  for  the  various  projects;  and  a  severe  shortage  of  manpower 
and  resources  to  especially  the  locally-based  community  programmes  and  projects.  This  has 
severely  constrained  the  expansion  of  these  programmes. 

2.  In  spite  of  these  problems,  the  Rural  Reconstruction  Co-operatives  and  the  Zambia 
National  Service  Production  Units  did  well  in  terms  of  physical  production  of  various  agri¬ 
cultural  crops.  Table  XVI.  1  (a)  and  ( 6 )  present  levels  of  crop  production  attained  by  RRCs 
and  ZNS  Production  Units  in  1982.

1983  Objectives 

3.  The  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  was  created  with  a  view  to  undertake  a  systematic 
planning  and  implementation  of  youth  development  programmes.  The  basic  objectives  of 
the  Ministry  in  1983  will  be  to  reduce  youth  unemployment  through  direct  participation  by 
youth  in  production  schemes,  especially  agro-based  industries,  agricultural  settlements,  and 
small-scale  industries.  The  Ministry  will  continue  to  conduct  and  promote  research  in  youth 
development,  providing  the  youth  with  opportunities  to  participate  in  national  cultural 
activities,  sport,  physical  education  and  fine  arts  through  a  number  of  well  co-ordinated 
programmes. 

Development  Programmes 

Youth  Affairs 

4.  The  policy  of  the  Government  as  regards  the  Department  of  Youth  is  to  implement 
youth  development  programmes  through  local  communities,  local  authorities,  village,  district 
and  provincial  development  committees  and  voluntary  organisations.  Such  administrative 
structures  are  involved  in  identification  of  youth  problems,  planning  and  implementation  of 
local  youth  projects.  With  due  regard  to  resource  inflow  to  the  community  projects,  the  Party 
and  its  Government  through  the  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  have  realised  that  local  resources 
in  most  cases  are  very  limited  and  that  training  cannot  pay  fully  for  itself.  In  this  regard,  the 
ministry  through  the  Department  of  Youth  Development  assists  local  communities  and  project 
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sponsors  with  a  modest  grant-in-aid,  technical  and  professional  services.  The  department  has 
developed  a  system  by  which  project  sponsors  are  helped  with  preparation  of  their  project 
proposals.  However,1  the  budgetary  allocations  by  the  Government  to  the  youth  programmes 
has  not  been  adequate  to  cover  all  projects  and  programmes,  that  need  such  funds.  As  regards 
the  activities  related  to  training  and  actual  establishment  of  the^  skills  centres,  the  aim  is  to 
create  employment  opportunities  so  as  to  absorb  an  estimated  2  million  unemployed  youths. 
So  far,  one  hundred  and  one  community-based  and  skills  centres  have  been  established.  Table 
XVI. 2  and  3  present  a  summary  of  the  status  in  terms  of  training  and  employment  creation 
by  various  skills  centres,  under  the  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport.

5.  As  a  follow-up  to  skills  training  and  community  based  programmes  during  1983  the 
Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  plans  to  assist  graduates  from  the  training  centres  settle  in  their 
communities  in  groups  or  individually.  The  assistance  will  be  given  in  the  form  of  grants  of 
inputs  or  tools  depending  on  the  availability  of  funds.  The  present  unemployed  who  are  training 
in  skills  will  be  settled  in  Rural  Reconstruction  Centres.  Furthermore,  the  ministry  plans  to 
tackle  the  problem  of  youth  unemployment  with  skilled  personnel.  In  this  regard,  the  ministry 
plans  to  hold  short  courses,  workshops  and  seminars  for  the  youth  workers  during  1983.  Other 
plans  involve  the  carrying  out  of  community  profile  surveys  with  the  aid  of  ILO-SASR  project 
expertise  in  order  to  plan  programmes  and  projects,  within  the  limits  of  resources  and  con¬ 
sidering  the  needs  of  the  people  as  much  as  possible,  and  as  determined  by  the  community 
profiles.  The  ministry  also  plans  to  pursue  further  its  planned  programme  of  building  skills 
centres  in  every  district  as  well  as  the  opening  of  new  offices  for  the  youth  department  in  all 
the  provinces.  Table  XVI. 4  presents  a  list  of  youth  projects  which  are  run  by  various  district 
councils.

6.  The  Ministry  plans  to  increase  the  manpower  at  the  headquarters  and  to  appoint 
provincial  sports  officers  in  all  the  provinces  in  order  to  enhance  and  promote  the  development 
of  decentralised  sport  during  1983. 

As  a  means  of  improving  performance  in  sport,  arrangements  will  be  made  during  the 
year  to  intensify  coaching  in  various  sports. 

Zambia  National  Service  and  Rural  Reconstruction  Centres 

Production  Strategy  and  Targets  for  1983/84 

7.  Effort  Mill  continue  to  be  put  in  improving  the  performance  of  the  Zambia  national 
production  units  and  conditions  in  the  rural  reconstruction  centres  to  make  them  economically 
viable.  In  order  to  raise  the  crop  yield  and  increase  production  of  various  crops,  several  measures 
have  been  undertaken  aimed  at  revamping  the  production  system  in  these  units. 

8.  As  a  means  of  increasing  the  area  of  cultivated  land,  a  new  method  of  tractor  use  will 
be  employed  during  1983.  The  method  was  tried  during  1982  and  was  found  to  be  ideal  for  land 
preparation  and  planting.  The  training  programme  for  the  tractor  users  will  be  intensified, 
and  it  is  expected  that  a  further  100  tractor  drivers  will  be  trained  during  1983  and  distributed 
to  each  agricultural  production  centre.  Coupled  with  expansion  of  area  is  a  new  policy  of 
increasing  production  in  the  centres  by  allocating  four  hectares  of  land  to  each  of  the  settlers. 

Table  IV.4  in  Chapter  IV  presents  production  targets  that  have  been  set  for  both  RRCs 
and  ZNS  production  units. 

9.  In  1982,  the  training  of  centre  leaders  was  by  way  of  leadership  courses  conducted  at 
the  President’s  Citizenship  College.  There  has  been  a  notable  improvement  in  the  use  of  chemical 
fertiliser,  implements  and  machinery  and  other  agricultural  inputs  in  general  which  could  partly 
be  attributed  to  the  agricultural  courses  offered  to  the  unit  commanders  and  centre  leaders. 
It  is  planned  to  continue  with  similar  training  courses  in  1983.  The  introduction  and  strength¬ 
ening  of  the  revolving  fund  in  centres  has  ensured  the  procurement  of  farm  requisites  in  good 
time.  This  system  is  expected  to  help  raise  significantly  the  crop  yields,  in  future.  Each  centre 
will  during  1983,  work  on  a  poultry  scheme  by  keeping  fifty  broilers  as  a  means  of  consolidating 
the  financial  position  of  the  centre. 

10.  Employment  oiDportunities  Mill  continue  to  be  available  to  those  who  wish  to  join 
the  rural  reconstruction  co-operatives  as  members.  It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  an  increase 
in  the  population  of  new  members  joining  the  centres  in  view  of  the  effort  which  has  been  made 
in  improving  the  living  standards  of  the  settlers  in  the  centres.  For  this  reason,  it  is  expected 
that  more  youths  will  be  attracted  into  the  centres  as  more  social  amenities  are  made 
available.  It  is  therefore,  planned  as  part  of  an  on-going  programme  to  revive  and  consolidate 
the  non-agricult ural  activities  too,  such  as  cultural  arts  and  sports  in  the  centres. 

11.  The  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  in  collaboration  Mritli  the  ZNS  Headquarters  urill 
continue  to  co-operate  with  relevant  institutions  and  agencies  in  getting  the  necessary  agri¬ 
cultural  knoMrledge,  methods,  and  techniques.  To-date,  the  ZNS  has  established  professional 
contacts  M'ith  institutions  such  as  the  National  Council  for  Scientific  Research,  the  University 
of  Zambia,  Mt  Makulu,  Magcye  Research  Centre  and  continues  to  make  full  use  of  local  and 
foreign  experts  who  provide  the  necessary  advice. 

12.  During  1983,  the  ZNS  plans  to  renovate  and  construct  houses  for  ZNS  instructors, 
accommodation  for  recruits,  make  roads  and  paths  and  renovate  some  of  the  existing  buildings 
in  the  Zambia  National  Service  Camps.  These  renovations  and  constructions  are  crucial  to  the 
resumption  of  the  suspended  Form  Five  School  Leaver  National  Service  Programme. 

13.  As  regards  the  problems  of  the  unemployed  youth,  the  ministry  plans  to  re-organise 
the  ZNS  programme  with  a  view  to  providing  a  programme  which  will  place  emphasis  on 
practical  subjects  such  as  technical  training,  vocational  training,  agricultural  and  commercial 
skills  so  as  to  facilitate  the  settlement  of  graduates  on  the  land  and  in  technical  field  after  their 
graduation. 

14.  In  order  to  improve  on  the  ZNS  production,  the  ministry  plans  to  clear  additional 
land  in  ZNS  camps  in  order  to  increase  land  to  be  cultivated  in  the  1983/84  agricultural  season, 
as  a  means  of  improving  the  institutions’  self-financing  effort  and  reducing  dependence  on 
the  Government. 
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15.  The  Government’s  objective  as  related  to  the  RRCs  aims  at  reducing  youth  un¬ 
employment  by  turning  the  centres  into  co-operatives  and  skills  training  centres.  The  pro¬ 
gramme  for  1983  is  intended  at  increasing  the  intake  of  settlers,  and  funds  allocated  to  the 
RRCs  will  go  into  making  adequate  arrangements  for  this  purpose.  An  appraisal  team  for 
RRCs  has  been  constituted  and  will  during  the  year  commence  its  task  which  will,  among 
other  things,  examine  the  managements,  manpower,  financial  requirements,  the  productivity 
and  living  conditions  in  the  RRCs  in  order  to  make  them  a  more  viable  set  up. 

Investment  Programme 

16.  The  total  allocations  to  the  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  for  the  various  programmes 
and  projects  has  been  increased  from  K6, 325, 000  to  K 6, 821, 000.  Amiex  XVI. 5  below  presents 
the  budgetary  allocation  for  1983  and  the  actual  expenditure  during  1982.

(iii)  Office  Accommodation — Livingstone :  K40,000 

The  project  is  70  per  cent  completed  with  construction  work  at  the  window  level  of  the 
first  floor.  All  materials  are  on  site  and  out  of  the  total  allocation  of  K90,000  a  sum  of  K76,000 
was  spent  on  the  project.

The  objective  is  to  improve  the  living  conditions  of  the  old  people  at  Chibolya  Home  in 
Mufulira  by  constructing  a  low  cost  house  for  their  cook.  A  covered  walkway  has  already 
been  completed  which  connects  their  dormitories  and  the  ablution  block  so  that  they  should 
walk  at  their  own  pace  without  being  soaked  by  rains.  At  the  same  time,  a  renovation  to  their 
Warden’s  house  has  been  done. 

(ix)  Adidt  Literacy  Programme :  K70,000 

As  an  on-going  programme  the  Department  will  continue  conducting  literacy  classes 
throughout  the  Republic  of  Zambia.  The  aim  is  to  enable  every  Zambian,  to  read  and  write.

1982  Capital  Projects  Review 

(i)  Speaker's  Lodge 

K5,000  provision  was  intended  for  the  construction  of  separate  guests’  toilets  at  the 
lodge.  The  same  amount  was  also  intended  to  finance  the  construction  of  a  separate  canopy. 
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Work  on  this  project  did  not  commence  during  the  year  due  to  the  limited  nature 
of  the  allocation.  However,  in  the  course  of  the  same  year,  a  supplementary  provision  of 
Iv42,000  was  made  available  to  meet  a  long  outstanding  contractual  certificate  incurred  on  this 
project  during  original  construction  period. 

(ii)  Members'  Motel 

K85,000  was  provided  to  finance  the  following  works : 

(a)  Landscape  and  irrigation ; 

{b)  security  wall/fence; 

(c)  construction  of  internal  roads  (tarmac) ; 

(d)  roof-top  security  lighting; 

(<?)  conversion  of  administrative  offices;  and 
(/)  construction  of  storerooms  and  workshops  etc. 

Only  K49,984  was  spent  on  contractors  who  connected  the  motel  sewage  system  to  the 
council  sewers.  The  balance  of  K35,016  was  not  utilised  because  of  the  delays  by  the  Buildings 
Department  to  commission  a  contractor  to  continue  with  the  projects. 

(iii)  Motel  Housing 

K16,000  was  allocated  out  of  which  K2,011  was  paid  to  the  contractors  as  a  final  certifi¬ 
cation  for  the  2x313  medium  houses  built  at  the  motel  for  staff.  Further,  there  was  a  variation 
of  KlOCfOOO  from  the  library  Vote  to  motel  housing  earmarked  for  completion  by  the  first 
quarter  of  1983. 

(iv)  Institutional  Water  Supply 

K85,000  was  provided  in  1982  to  sink  a  borehole,  provide  an  industrial  water  pump  and 
instal  the  necessary  pipings.  This  project  is  complete  and  is  now  functional. 

(v)  Library  Extension 

K200,000  wras  made  available  to  commence  work  on  this  project.  There  was  a  change  in  the 
project  content.  The  space  within  the  existing  main  buildings  was  found  unsuitable  for  ex¬ 
tension.  A  new  complex,  therefore,  became  necessary.  Architectural  drawings  were  still  being 
prepared  at  the  end  of  1982  fiscal  year. 


(vi)  Minor  Projects— Parliament  Buildings 

K10,000  was  provided  in  1982.  However,  because  the  provision  was  meagre  only 
K6,988  was  spent  on  the  storage  huts  and  a  temporary  workshop. 


1983  Capital  Programmes 

(i)  Speaker's  Lodge:  K60,000 

A  number  of  ancillary  facilities  were  omitted  from  the  original  contract  of  the  Speaker’s 
Lodge  because  of  the  cost.  During  this  fiscal  year  a  number  of  works  are  separately  to  be 
carried  out  when  funds  are  made  available.

The  National  Assembty,  on  the  advice  of  the  Director  of  Buildings  has  decided  to  construct 
a  separate  library  complex  which  would  also  provide  adequate  reading  and  storage  space.  The 
K2 10,000  will  be  utilised  on  the  initial  tage  of  the  construction  of  the  complex.

Review  of  1982  Annual  Plan 

Headquarters 

(i)  Minor  Works:  K20,000 

A  total  amount  of  K3,319  was  released,  part  of  the  amount  was  spent  on  repairing  the  roof 
of  the  Headquarters  building.  The  remaining  amount  was  spent  on  renovations  and  painting 
of  some  of  the  offices.  This  project  is  still  continuing. 

(ii)  Extension  to  Headquarters :  K700,000 

A  total  sum  of  K41C,094  was  spent  on  this  project.  Most  of  the  work  has  reached  the  final 
stage.  Only  a  few  remaining  works  of  outside  clearing,  making  a  car  park,  and  some  fittings  and 
fixtures  for  the  canteen  have  to  be  installed. 

Government  Stores 

(i)  Minor  Works — Lusaka:  K60,000 

This  project  was  undertaken  and  was  completed  in  November,  1982,  at  a  total  cost  of 
K47,400.  There  is  outstanding  K5,000  retention  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  contractor  sometime  in 
1983. 

(ii)  Storage  Racks — Ndola:  Kl5,000 

The  erection  of  storage  racks  at  Ndola  stores  was  completed  in  December,  1981  and 
payment  of  K1 3,363  was  made  in  1982.  There  was  no  work  executed  during  1982. 

(iii)  Provincial  Stores  and  Staff  Houses — Mongu:  K10,000 

Work  could  not  start  because  a  site  for  the  project  was  not  made  available  until  late  1982. 

(iv )  Bulk  Fuel  Storage — Kalabo :  K20,000 

The  construction  of  bulk  fuel  storage  and  office  block  continued,  being  undertaken  by  the 
Provincial  Department  of  Works,  Mongu.  Whereas  installation  of  fuel  tanks  was  completed 
including  plot  fencing  and  double  gate ;  the  office  block  could  not  be  completed  during  the  year 
due  to  lack  of  building  materials.  Electricity  connection  to  fuel  storage  tanks  was  also  not  done. 
Although  K20,000  was  released  towards  end  of  1982,  work  is  hoped  to  be  completed  during 
1983. 

Customs  and  Excise  Department 
(i)  Minor  Works:  K30,000 
Funds  were  used  on : 

(a)  completion  of  additional  male  toilet  and  customs  headquarters ;  and 

(b)  Other  minor  works  at  various  stations  in  the  country  which  are  to  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  March,  1983. 
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(ii)  Kabive  Customs  House  and  State  Warehouse:  K  10,000 

The  amount  was  required  as  retention  money  for  payment  of  the  last  certificate  but  the 
contractor  did  not  claim  the  money. 

(iii)  Water  Supply,  Various  Stations :  K50,000 

The  funds  were  used  on  the  purchase  of  a  water  pump  and  this  pump  has  been  installed  at 
Kazungula  Border  Post. 

(iv)  Chirundu  Ablution  Blocks  and  Staff  Houses:  K60,000 

This  amount  was  intended  to  be  spent  on  the  renovation  and  repair  of  staff  houses,  which 
were  damaged  during  the  liberation  war  in  Zimbabwe.  However,  there  was  no  progress  on  this 
project. 

(v)  Electrification  of  Border  Posts  and  Staff  Houses:  K60,000 

Funds  were  used  on  the  purchase  of  florescent  tubes  and  installation  at  Nakonde  Border 
Post  Office. 

(vi)  Kasama  Customs  and  Excise  Post  and  Staff  Houses:  K90,000 
There  was  no  progress  on  this  project. 

(vii)  Staff  Houses—. Kashiba  and  Lukwesa — Mwense:  K50,000 
Funds  were  used  on : 

(a)  construction  of  two  staff  houses  which  reached  window  level  by  the  end  of  1982. 

(b)  construction  of  one  staff  house  which  reached  slab  level  by  the  end  of  1982. 

The  three  houses  should  be  completed  by  April,  1983. 

(viii)  Training  School,  Chelston:  K35,000 

The  project  was  90  per  cent  completed  by  the  end  of  1982. 

(ix)  Chembe  Customs  Post  and  Staff  Houses:  K36,000 
No  progress  on  this  project.  Funds  were  not  released. 

Department  of  Taxes 

(i)  Minor  Works:  K26,000 

Building  materials  have  been  purchased  for  the  work  on  partitioning  of  offices  at  Lusaka 
and  renovation  of  Ndola  offices.  Work  on  this  project  continued  during  the  year.

The  amount  allocated  was  spent  on  the  following :

This  amount  was  spent  on  the  construction  of  Regional  Income  Tax  Office  block  which  is 
expected  to  be  completed  later  this  year. 

(iv)  Office  Accommodation  and  Staff  Houses — Mongu:  K44,000 
Funds  were  spent  on: 

(a)  1  X  203  type  house  which  is  now  completed. 

(b)  2x311  and  1  X  302  type  houses  which  are  expected  to  be  completed  this  year. 
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(v)  Office  Accommodation  and  Staff  Houses — Kabwe:  K156,000 
Four  medium  cost  houses  were  purchased  at  Kabwe.

Headquarters — Lusaka 

(i)  Minor  Works  (Data  Processing  Unit):  K35,000 

Funds  will  be  used  to  carry  out  minor  repairs  to  the  Computer  Rooms,  replacing  the  existing 
tiles  which  are  worn  out. 

(ii)  Extension  to  Headquarters :  K380,000 

Funds  will  be  used  to  provide  more  office  accommodation  since  the  present  offices  are 
inadequate  and  that  the  volume  of  work  has  so  far  increased  greatly. 

Department  of  Taxes 

(i)  Minor  Works — Chipata,  Kasama,  Mongu:  Kl 2,000 

Funds  will  be  used  to  provide  extra  counters  at  Mongu  tax  office  and  carry  out  renovation 
of  Ndola  tax  office. 

(ii)  Office  Accoommodation  and  Staff  Houses — -Chipata:  K129,000 

Funds  will  be  used  for  the  decentralisation  of  services  and  collection  of  revenues  for  tax 
payers.

Funds  will  be  used  for  the  collection  of  revenues  and  decentralisation  of  services  for  tax 
payers.

Customs  and  Excise  Department

Funds  will  be  used  to  repair  and  renovate  staff  houses  at  border  stations. 

(ii)  Kabwe  Customs  House  and  Staff  Houses:  K5,000 

Funds  will  be  used  to  provide  office  accommodation  and  storage  space  of  uncustomed 
goods. 

(iii)  Water  Supply,  Various  Stations :  K50,000 

Funds  will  be  used  to  improve  water  supply  at  border  posts  at  various  stations. 

(iv)  Chirundu  Ablution  Block  and  Staff  Houses:  K150,000 

Funds  will  be  used  to  provide  four  communal  ablution  blocks  and  accommodation  for 
staff  at  Chirundu  Border  Post. 

(v)  Electrification  of  Border  Posts  and  Staff  Houses:  K.60,000 

Funds  will  be  used  to  provide  electricity  at  border  posts  and  electrification  of  313  staff 
houses  at  various  border  posts.

Funds  will  be  used  to  provide  office  and  staff  accommodation  for  officers  to  be  moved 
from  Mbala  to  Kasama.

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CHAPTER  XVIII 


PARASTATAL  INVESTMENTS 


The  sectoral  Chapters  have  given  a  detailed  discussion  of  projects  and  programmes  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  Government  ministries,  provinces  and  parastatal  companies  and  corpora¬ 
tions.  This  Chapter  summaries  the  parastatal  investments  of  ZIMCO  and  non-ZIMCO  compa¬ 
nies  in  financial  terms. 


Performance  in  1982  and  the  1983/84  Plan 

2.  The  investment  performance  review  below  covers  the  nine  months  period  from  April 
to  December,  1982  against  the  twelve  months  Plan  from  April  1982  to  March  1983,  following 
the  accounting  period  of  most  of  the  parastatal  corporations  and  companies. 

3.  The  Tables  provided  below  will  in  summary  indicate  that  all  the  parastatals  budgeted 
for  an  investment  of  K683.034  million.  However,  the  actual  stood  at  K294.948  million  during 
the  nine  months  of  1982.  The  planned  parastatal  investment  for  1983/84  is  K662.813  million 
(excluding  Government  budgetary  contribution). 

4.  The  ZIMCO  Group  of  Companies  alone  planned  to  make  an  investment  of  K581.5 
million  during  1982/83  although  the  actual  expenditure  was  at  K266.4  million.  Table  XIX.  1 
below  gives  the  sectoral  ZIMCO  distribution  of  investment.

5.  Table  XVIII.  1  above  gives  in  part  the  sectoral  distribution  of  the  budget  investment 
for  the  ZIMCO  group  of  companies  during  1982-83  amounting  to  K581.503  million.  Of  this 
total  the  major  sector  contributions  were:  mining  47.4%,  industry  28.8%,  transport  12.6%  and 
energy  4.6%.  However,  the  actual  investment  made  as  at  the  31st  December,  1982  by  the 
group  only  amounted  to  K266.364  million.  This  has  been  attributed  mainly  to  the  shortage  of 
foreign  exchange  and  internally  generated  funds.  On  the  other  hand  ZIMCO  plans  to  make  an 
investment  of  K595.708  million  during  the  1983-84  financial  year.  The  sectoral  distribution  of 
this  amount  is  further  broken  down  in  percentages  in  Table  XVIII. 2  below.

6.  As  shown  in  Table  XVIII. 2  ZIMCO  plans  to  make  an  even  higher  investment  ex¬ 
penditure  during  1983-84  as  against  the  1982-83  Plan.  This  capital  expenditure  plan  has 
been  made  high  due  to  the  projects  and  programmes  to  be  undertaken  in  the  mining,  transport, 
finance,  agriculture,  and  communications  sectors  which  are  to  invest  much  more  than  during 
the  previous  year. 

7.  In  Tables  XVIII. 3  and  XVIII. 4  below  a  further  breakdown  of  the  ZIMCO  invest¬ 
ment  programmes  is  made  sector-wise,  company-wise  and  project- wise  in  the  case  of  Indeco 
projects.

National  Agricultural  and  Marketing  Board  (NAMBOARD) 


17.  Namboard  has  now  been  re-organised  with  some  of  its  original  functions  taken 
over  by  organisations  such  as  ZAMSEED  and  the  co-operative  unions.  The  Board  will  now 
be  restricted  to  carrying  out  the  following  functions : 

(a)  Importation  of  maize  as  and  when  necessary; 

(b)  Importation  and  distribution  of  fertilisers; 

(c)  Maize  distribution:  from  surplus  to  deficit  areas; 

(d)  Sale  of  fertilisers  to  co-operatives  and  farmers. 

So,  with  the  successful  implementation  of  the  1983  capital  budget  NAMBOARD  expects  to 
solve  the  long  standing  problems  of  storage,  transport,  staff  accommodation  and  both  office 
equipment  and  accommodation.  The  1982  progress  of  expenditure  and  the  1983  budget  are 
shown  in  Table  XVIII.  11  below.

18.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  Table  just  above,  NAMBOARD  planned  to  make  a  capital 
expenditure  of  K1  0.180  million  during  1982.  However,  nothing  of  the  total  amount  was  dis 
bursed  due  to  late  availability  of  funds.  During  1983-84  the  Board  has  budgeted  to  spend 
K8.233  million  largely  financed  under  the  CIDA  programme  through  the  Government  budget. 
Namboard  itself  expects  to  contribute  K2.01  million. 

National  Housing  Authority  (NHA) 

19.  The  National  Housing  Authority  had  an  immense  investment  programme  for  1982 
in  its  usual  crucial  role  in  the  Housing  and  Real  Estate  Sector.  The  Authority  planned  to  invest 
KG6.114  million  on  various  projects  as  discussed  in  the  Sectoral  Housing  and  Real  Estate 
Chapter  X.  During  1983  NHA  plans  to  make  a  total  capital  expenditure  of  K24.634  million 
with  K200,000  coming  from  the  Government  budget. 

The  State  Lotteries  Board 

20.  The  State  Lotteries  Board  did  not  plan  to  incur  any  expenditure  of  capital  nature 
during  1982  and  hence  expenses  w'ere  not  made.  However,  for  the  period  1983/84,  the  Board 
has  planned  for  the  following  capital  expenditure:

21.  Table  XVIII.  12  just  above  shows  that  whereas  TBZ  earmarked  K  125,000  for  capital 
expenditure  during  1982,  only  K65,854  was  spent.  The  Board  wanted  to  make  an  additional 
expenditure  for  a  water  sprinkler  system  of  K70,000.  However,  the  contracting  company 
had  difficulties  in  acquiring  foreign  exchange  to  import  the  necessary  items.  The  Tobacco 
Board  of  Zambia  has  planned  to  invest  K39,999  during  1983/84. 


Workmen’s  Compensation  Fund  (WCF) 

22.  The  WCF  planned  to  spend  K9.2  million  during  the  1982-83  financial  year.  Instead 
the  fund  incurred  only  K2.0  million  as  at  the  end  of  December,  1982.  The  fund  expected  to 
purchase  motor  vehicles,  houses  and  build  houses.  These  were  not  done  for  various  reasons 
and  hence  the  lower  actual  capital  expenditure.

24.  Table  XVIII.  13  above  summarises  that  whereas  the  ZNBS  planned  to  invest  K2.050 
million  in  1982,  only  K1.6  million  was  actually  spent  due  to  the  shelving  of  the  Mongu  housing 
scheme.  The  society  house  and  Solwezi  projects  were  duly  completed  with  the  funds  fully 
disbursed. 

Zambia  Publishing  Company 

25.  The  Zambia  Publishing  Company  planned  to  make  an  investment  of  K0.260  million 
during  1982.  The  breakdown  was  that  K0.2  million  was  to  be  spent  on  machinery  and  K0.060 
million  on  staff  housing  in  Lusaka.  However,  of  that  total  only  K0.45  million  was  the  actual 
disbursement  done  only  on  staff  housing. 

The  Company  on  the  other  hand  plans  to  make  a  capital  expenditure  of  K0.165  million 
during  the  1983-84  accounting  period.  The  amount  will  be  spread  out  as  follows: 

K0.150  million  on  machinery;  and 
K0.015  million  on  staff  housing.

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CHAPTER  XIX 


ECONOMIC  AND  TECHNICAL  CO-OPERATION 


In  1983  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of  Zambia  will  continue  utilising  programmes 
of  international  economic  and  technical  co-operation  as  a  powerful  lever  in  the  accelerated 
mobilisation  of  human,  material  and  financial  resources  for  execution  of  various  development 
projects.  These  programmes  can  be  divided  into  three  main  categories : 

(i)  International  development  aid  from  friendly  countries  and  international  aid  agencies ; 

(ii)  International  negotiations  for  the  restructuring  of  the  world  economy  as  a  first 
step  towards  the  creation  of  a  new  international  economic  order  in  which  it  is  hoped 
the  developing  countries  will  not  only  obtain  a  just  remuneration  for  their  com¬ 
modity  exports  to  the  international  markets  but  will  also  have  fair  access  to 
development  assistance  and  transfer  of  science  and  technology ;  and 

(iii)  Regional  economic  co-operation  aimed  at  fostering  close  economic  co-operation 
between  the  countries  of  the  Eastern  and  Southern  African  Region,  through  which 
economic  integration  through  collective  self-reliance  could  be  achieved  in  order  to 
make  such  countries  less  dependent  on  the  advanced  market  economies. 

2.  As  in  the  previous  years  international  aid  from  friendly  countries  and  aid  agencies 
will,  in  1983,  constitute  a  sizeable  instrument  in  the  execution  of  various  development  projects, 
while  at  the  same  time  remaining  complementary  to  domestic  resources.  The  projects  to  be 
executed  through  international  assistance  during  the  course  of  1983  have  been  outlined  in 
the  various  sectors  of  the  Annual  Plan  under  which  they  fall  such  as  agriculture,  education, 
health,  water  supply,  trade,  industry  and  so  on.  These  projects  will  be  implemented  on  the 
basis  of  either  co-financing  between  Zambia  and  various  aid  agencies  or  complete  financing 
by  the  aid  agencies  themselves. 

International  development  assistance  will  comprise  the  following : 

(i)  A  total  of  K46.8  million  is  estimated  to  be  injected  into  the  economy  through  foreign 

assisted  projects  in  the  form  of  grants. 

(ii)  The  loan  element  in  the  form  of  international  aid  estimated  for  expenditure  during 
the  1983  planning  period  is  K80.5  million. 

(iii)  For  both  loan  and  grant  external  capital  receipts,  there  will  be  continuing  effort 

during  1983  to  expedite  the  release  of  funds  from  the  various  external  sources 
in  line  with  the  policy  of  the  Party  and  its  Government  to  expand  the  foreign  aid 
absorptive  capacity  of  the  Zambian  economy.  The  depressed  state  of  funding  in 
the  United  Nations  Development  System,  will  however,  adversely  affect  the  imple¬ 
mentation  of  various  projects  most  of  which  will  have  to  be  shelved  until  the  funding 
situation  improves. 

(iv)  During  1983,  the  economy  will  also  continue  to  receive  technical  assistance  in  the 
form  of  equipment  and  specialised  manpower  in  the  execution  of  various  projects 
and  programmes  like  surveys,  feasibility  studies,  improvement  of  economic  and 
social  planning,  investment  stimulation  and  applied  technology.  This  assistance 
will  come  in  the  form  of  both  loans  and  grants.  Some  of  these  have  already  been 
quantified  in  value  terms  and  appear  in  the  1983  budget  estimates,  while  others 
are  in  the  process  of  quantification. 

(v)  Commodity  assistance  by  way  of  food  aid  such  as  maize,  rice,  wheat,  fertilisers 
and  other  essential  commodities  like  industrial  raw  materials  and  spare  parts 
will  continue  to  be  used  to  meet  shortfalls  in  normal  procurements  through  export 
earnings.  This  assistance  has  been  declining  progressively  since  1979. 

(vi)  A  new  Chapter  in  international  economic  co-operation  was  opened  a  few  years 
back  when  barter  trade  contracts  were  adopted  as  a  means  of  expanding  the  export 
potential.  However,  although  this  system  has  so  far  worked  with  some  measure  of 
success,  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Party  and  its  Government  to  review  this  arrangement 
in  order  to  ensure  its  better  management  so  that  the  nation  derives  optimum 
benefits  from  it. 
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(vii)  As  in  the  previous  years,  negotiation  of  aid  pledges  will  be  a  continuing  effort 
for  mobilising  external  resources  for  development.  The  mobilisation  effort  will 
be  based  on  the  priorities  of  the  national  development  plan  as  well  as  existing 
programmes  of  co-operation  between  Zambia  and  international  aid  agencies.  Some 
of  these  programmes  are  based  on  five-year  forward  planning  and  are  reviewed  in 
accordance  with  changing  circumstances  in  the  economy. 

3.  A  number  of  important  meetings  aimed  at  restructuring  the  present  world  economic 
order  will  take  place  in  1983.  The  Non-Aligned  Summit  Conference  took  place  in  India  in 
March,  1983.  The  Sixth  General  Conference  of  the  United  Nations  Conference  on  Trade  and 
Development  will  take  place  in  Yugoslavia  in  June,  1983.  There  will  also  be  regular  meetings 
of  United  Nations  specialised  agencies  like  UNIDO.  In  these  meetings,  Zambia  will  continue 
pressing  for  the  evolutiori  of  ways  and  means  of  restructuring  the  present  world  economic 
order.  Zambia  like  any  other  developing  country  will  continue  to  negotiate  for  the  establishment 
of  a  democratic  world  economic  system  in  order  to  achieve  the  following  objectives: 

(i)  elimination  of  protectionism  and  other  trade  barriers; 

(ii)  stabilisation  of  commodity  prices  in  the  world  commodity  markets; 

(iii)  increases  in  the  prices  of  manufactured  imports  from  the  industrialised  economies 
to  be  brought  to  manageable  levels  so  that  they  have  a  relationship  to  the  export 
earnings  of  the  developing  countries. ; 

(iv)  stabilisation  of  the  world  monetary  system ;  and 

(v)  discriminatory  patent  and  licensing  procedures  vis-a-vis  acquisition  and  transfer 
of  technology  to  developing  countries  be  eliminated. 

4.  Zambia  believes  that  the  principle  of  mutual  benefit  should  guide  international 
economic  relations  and  lead  to  lessening  of  existing  tensions  in  international  economic  relations. 
This  is  the  only  basis  for  the  creation  of  a  just,  equitable,  and  interdependent  world  economic 
order. 

5.  Asa  landlocked  country,  Zambia  will  continue  to  strive  for  expanded  regional  economic 
co-operation  as  a  way  of  fostering  close  economic  co-operation  between  the  countries  of  the 
Eastern  and  Southern  African  region  and  also  progressively  promote  a  balance  in  the  levels  of 
economic  development  for  the  region.  It  is  in  this  way  that  a  programme  of  economic  integration 
can  be  evolved  and  implemented  in  the  region. 

6.  During  1983,  due  recognition  will  be  given  to  the  fact  that  programmes  of  regional 
economic  co-operation  between  the  countries  of  the  region  are  in  their  nascent  stage.  There 
will  hence  be  a  continuing  effort  to  build  up  the  infrastructure  that  will  pave  the  way  for 
effective  regional  co-operation. 

7.  Through  Joint  Permanent  Commissions  of  Co-operation  created  between  Zambia  and 
all  neighbouring  States  except  Namibia,  consultations  will  still  continue  aimed  at  evolving 
concrete  programmes  of  action  that  will  foster  close  economic  relations  between  Zambia  and 
these  countries.  Main  focus  will  be  to  evolve  programme  of  co-operation  in  development 
planning,  transport  and  communications,  trade,  industry,  joint  mobilisation  of  development 
finance  and  other  monetary  matters  as  well  as  scientific  and  technical  co-operation.  Permanent 
Commissions  of  Co-operation  have  also  been  created  with  other  countries  within  the  Eastern 
and  Southern  African  region.  Eleven  consultative  meetings  of  these  Permanent  Commissions 
of  Co-operation  will  be  held  in  1983. 

8.  The  Preferential  Trade  Area  wall  also  focus  on  establishing  the  necessary  infrastructure 
before  economic  co-operation  with  particular  reference  to  sectors  such  as  trade,  customs, 
industry,  transport,  communications,  agriculture,  natural  resources  and  monetary  affairs  is 
developed.  Ten  meetings  of  the  various  PTA  institutions  are  planned  to  be  held  during  the 
course  of  1983.  Some  of  these  meetings  wall  look  at  issues  like  the  establishment  of  the  common 
list  of  commodities  to  be  traded  within  the  PTA.  Zambia,  amongst  other  member-States  of  the 
PTA,  will  revise  her  commodity  list  in  the  second  quarter  of  1983.  Other  issues  to  be  looked  at 
at  these  meetings  will  be  the  establishment  of  an  Eastern  and  Southern  African  Trade  and  Devel¬ 
opment  Bank  as  well  as  the  interim  PTA  Clearing  House. 

9.  There  will  also  be  continuing  effort  to  strengthen  the  existing  infrastructure  established 
in  the  Southern  African  Development  Co-ordination  Conference  (SADCC).  At  the  same  time, 
emphasis  will  be  laid  on  the  implementation  of  existing  SADCC  Projects  which  are  currently 
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concentrated  in  the  transport  and  communications  sector  in  line  with  the  SADCC  strategy. 
Zambia  will  also  fulfil  her  mandated)  f  co-ordinating' SADCC  programmes^’ the  mining  sector 
and  will  also  continue  her  studies  oii^the] proposed  Southern  African  Development  Fund. 
Eight  regular  meetings  of  the  various  SADCC  policy  organs  and  technical  committees  are 
planned  for  1983.  Two  of  them  will  be  held  in  Zambia,  namely,  the  Southern  African  Transport 
and  Telecommunications  Committee  of  Ministries  (which  was  held  in  March,  1983)  and  the 
SADCC  Annual  Conference  to  be  held  towards  the  end  of  1983. 

10.  The  Lusaka  based  Multi-national  Operational  and  Programming  Centre  of  the  Econo¬ 
mic  Commission  for  Africa  (ECA-MULPOC)  will  continue  to  be  relied  upon  in  the  evolution 
and  elaboration  of  programmes  and  projects  of  co-operation  for  the  eighteen  member-States 
of  the  Eastern  and  Southern  African  region.  A  lot  of  technical  data  and  policy  options  have 
been  established  by  the  ECA/MULPOC  for  the  creation  of  economic  co-operation  in  Eastern 
and  Southern  Africa  embracing  sectors  like  food  and  agriculture,  industry,  trade,  finance, 
transport  and  communications,  natural  resources,  manpower  development  and  training,  and 
information  and  documentation.  With  the  establishment  of  regional  economic  associations 
like  the  PTA  and  SADCC,  the  ECA/MULPOC  will  be  expected  to  render  back-stopping  services 
to  these  institutions.  It  is  in  this  light  that  during  1983  the  ECA/MULPOC  will  be  requested 
to  study  the  framework  of  economic  and  technical  co-operation  in  the  Eastern  and  Southern 
African  region  and  evolve  a  mechanism  for  harmonizing  the  operations  of  these  economic 
associations. 

11.  All  the  programmes  of  economic  and  technical  co-operations  to  be  undertaken 
during  1983  will  be  geared  to  render  the  greatest  possible  economic  co-operation  and  expand 
the  development  base  of  the  economy.  The  latter  aspect  is  important  because  economic  and 
technical  co-operation  holds  a  special  position  in  the  Zambian  economy.  Economic  and  technical 
co-operation  is  the  mechanism  through  which  the  national  economy  is  tied  up  to  the  economies 
of  other  countries.  The  outlook  during  1983  will  be  to  continue  relating  programmes  of  economic 
and  technical  co-operation  to  the  development  needs  and  potentials  of  the  national  economy. 
During  1983,  there  will  be  increased  emphasis  on  timely  disbursement  of  aid  funds  and  com¬ 
pletion  of  various  projects  according  to  stipulated  time  schedules. 

12.  In  the  programme  of  regional  co-operation,  due  cognisance  will  continue  to  be  given 
to  the  fact  that  co-operation  in  production  among  countries  of  the  region  constitutes  the  basis 
of  effective  economic  co-operation  and  integration.  It  is  on  this  basis  of  economic  co-operation 
that  consultations  on  regional  economic  co-operation  at  both  bilateral  and  multilateral  levels 
will  continue  to  be  undertaken.  The  ECA-MULPOC  has  already  created  a  valuable  reserve  of 
data  for  the  execution  of  production  co-operation  in  the  region,  especially  in  the  engineering, 
iron  and  steel,  and  chemicals  industries.  The  data  will  be  of  immense  use  when  institutions  of 
regional  economic  and  technical  co-operation  are  fully  established. 

13.  Effective  management  of  economic  and  technical  co-operation  rests  on  the  aggregate 
framework  of  managing  the  national  economy.  There  will  hence  be  need  for  increased  co¬ 
ordination  between  the  various  economic  management  organs  such  as  the  National  Commission 
for  Development  Planning,  the  Ministry  of  Finance,  the  Bank  of  Zambia,  the  Ministry  of 
Commerce  and  Industry  and  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  in  order  to 
foster  the  greatest  possible  economic  co-operation.  It  is  only  when  effective  co-ordination  is 
achieved  that  it  will  be  possible  for  the  economy  to  derive  full  benefits  from  economic  and  technical 
co-operation  programmes  in  line  with  the  Party  and  its  Government  policy  of  realising 
accelerated  development  through  the  media  of  short-term  and  medium-term  development  plans. 
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CHAPTER  XX 


REGIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

During  the  TNDP  period,  the  major  objective  for  regional  development  has  been  to 
reduce  the  regional  imbalances  as  they  exist  between  and  within  regions.  This  is  being  done 
through : 

(a)  Spatial  diffusion  of  investment  resources  by : 

(i)  Increasing  the  Provincial  share  in  the  annual  capital  budgets ; 

(ii)  Giving  first  priority  to  project/programmes  which  directly  support  production 
in  rural  areas  viz.,  agricultural  extension,  marketing,  veterinary  services, 
forestry,  fisheries,  feeder  roads  and  beekeeping; 

(iii)  Giving  second  priority  to  infrastructural  projects/programmes  that  facilitate 
rural  development,  viz.,  rural  health  centres,  primary  schools,  community 
development  projects  etc. ;  and 

(b)  Improving  and  strengthening  the  existing  provincial  planning  machinery  and  the 

establishment  of  new  planning  units. 

Spatial  Diffusion  of  Investment  Resources 

2.  The  provincial  share  in  the  Annual  Capital  Budget  has  been  fluctuating  from  year  to 
year,  a  factor  which  over  the  years  is  attributable  to  fluctuations  in  the  National  Capital 
receipts.  For  the  whole  TNDP  period  the  provinces  were  allocated  a  total  amount  of  K150 
million.  However,  the  amounts  disbursed  to  provinces  since  1980  were  K61,985,000  implying 
an  annual  average  capital  investment  of  K15.5  million  (at  current  prices).  This  does  not  take 
into  account  the  increase  in  prices  of  investment  goods.  If  allowance  is  made  for  the  inflationary 
trends  in  the  economy  the  average  annual  capital  investments  in  the  provinces  (at  1977  prices) 
is  reduced  from  K15.5  million  to  K8  million  as  shown  in  Table  XX.  1.

3.  Following  the  TNDP  objective  to  reduce  imbalances,  the  regional  policy  guidelines 
for  the  preparation  of  annual  plans  places  heavy  emphasis  on  those  projects /programmes 
which  directly  support  production  in  rural  areas;  and  those  infrastructure  projects/programmes 
which  facilitate  agricultural  and  social  service  development  in  rural  areas.  The  objective  to 
concentrate  investment  resources  in  the  most  productive  sectors  and  related  infrastructure  can 
be  discerned  from  the  Table  below.  The  three  sectors  in  all  provinces  received  an  allocation 
of  about  59  per  cent  of  the  total  TNDP  outlay.  This  policy  was  consistently  followed  during

programme  implementation  as  shown  in  the  percentage  share  of  authorised  and  actual  expen¬ 
ditures  in  Table  XX. 2.  Table  XX. 3  shows  that  although  a  total  amount  of  K150  million  was 
earmarked  to  be  spent  on  projects  and  programmes  covering  all  provinces  over  the  TNDP 
period,  to  date,  however,  only  K50  million  representing  33  per  cent  of  the  total  TNDP  al¬ 
location  has  been  authorised.  This  is  merely  one-third  of  the  budget.  This  unfavourable  trend 
stems  largely  from  the  poor  economic  situation  the  country  has  been  facing  over  the  past 
few  years.  This  picture  is  more  fully  realised  by  noticing  that  the  overall  provincial  total  actual 
expenditure  accounted  for  27  per  cent  of  the  total  TNDP  allocation  as  shown  in  Table  XX. 3. 
However,  the  utilisation  rate  averaged  about  81  per  cent  of  the  authorised  expenditure  and  this 
was  encouraging. 

4.  With  regard  to  the  TNDP  objective  of  reducing  regional  imbalances  as  they  exist 
between  and  within  regions,  consistency  can  be  observed  in  the  authorised  expenditures. 
Nearly  all  the  provinces  had  about  one-third  of  their  TNDP  allocations  released  through  in  terms 
of  actual  expenditures  the  provinces  utilised  an  average  of  27  per  cent  of  the  TNDP  allocations. 
Copperbelt,  Luapula,  North-Western  Province  utilised  32,  30,  and  30  per  cent  of  their  TNDP 
allocations  respectively  while  Western  and  Southern  Provinces  are  lowly  ranked  having 
utilised  24  and  23  per  cent,  respectively 

5.  Looking  at  the  capacity  for  provinces  to  spend  the  annual  authorised  amounts  it 
can  be  deduced  from  the  Table  that  Copperbelt,  Lusaka  and  North-Western  ranked  highly 
while  Western  and  Southern  ranked  least  having  utilised  70  per  cent  of  their  authorised  ex¬ 
penditures  in  the  period  under  review. 


Decentralisation 

6.  In  1980  the  National  Commission  for  Development  Planning  embarked  on  an  ambitious 
national  project  to  establish  provincial  planning  units  with  the  assistance  of  foreign  donors 
from  whom  the  necessary  aid  has  been  sought.  The  responses  were  more  than  favourable  and 
encouraging  from  the  donor  organisations.  The  first  planning  units  were  set  up  at  Mongu  and 
Chipata  supported  by  the  Dutch  and  Swedish  Governments  respectively.  Under  the  auspices 
of  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  steps  have  been  taken  to  construct  an  office  block  and 
staff  houses  for  the  Planning  Unit  in  North-Western  Province.  With  respect  to  provinces 
without  direct  donor  assistance  steps  have  been  taken  to  set  aside  the  necessary  funds  for 
the  establishment  of  planning  units.  These  are  Copperbelt,  Central,  Northern  and  Southern 
Provinces.  It  is  further  envisaged  to  decentralise  the  planning  services  to  the  district  level  with 
the  establishment  of  two  more  planning  units  in  each  province  with  the  assistance  of  the 
National  Commission  for  Development  Planning.  Much  of  this  programme  is  expected  to  be 
implemented  during  the  course  of  1983,  in  spite  of  the  numerous  problems  likely  to  be  faced.

Strategy  for  1983 

7.  With  the  ratio  of  actual  expenditure  of  81  per  cent  of  the  provincial  allocations  as 
shown  above  a  number  of  projects  and  programmes  were  not  completed  according  to  plan, 
during  the  period  under  review.  Given  this  retrogressive  picture  of  incompleted  projects 
and  programmes  the  general  strategy  for  1983  will  therefore  place  emphasis  on  the  completion 
of  economically  productive  and  on-going  projects  so  that  investment  in  these  projects  would 
start  yielding  the  expected  returns  in  time.  The  data  in  Table  XX. 4  shows  provincial  author¬ 
ised  expenditure  for  1983  by  province  and  sector.  It  is  envisaged,  that  priority  in  the  allocations 
of  funds  will  be  given  to  the  most  productive  sectors  of  Works  and  Supply  and  Agriculture 
and  Water  Development  and  to  a  lesser  extent  Lands  and  Natural  Resources.  The  implemen¬ 
tation  of  the  policy  of  decentralisation  of  Government  machinery  has  also  been  given  a  boost 
under  Provincial  and  Local  Government  Administration  Division. 
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CENTRAL  PROVINCE 


Progress  in  Plan  Implementation  1980-82 

8.  The  TNDP  strategy  for  the  province  lays  emphasis  on  stimulating  economic  develop¬ 
ment  for  all  the  areas  in  the  province.  This  involves  the  development  of  agriculture,  fisheries,' 
water  supply,  industry,  mining,  economic  and  social  infrastructure. 

9.  The  scope  of  the  objectives  and  priorities  within  the  context  of  the  TNDP  include 
the  following,  among  others : 

(i)  Projects  which  directly  support  production  in  the  rural  areas  such  as  agriculture 
extension,  marketing,  veterinary  services,  forestry,  fisheries  and  bee-keeping. 

(ii)  Development  of  infrastructure  which  would  further  encourage  the  development  and 
growth  of  agriculture. 

(iii)  Fuller  development  of  social  services  in  rural  areas  such  as  health  centres,  primary 
schools,  community  development  to  improve  living  conditions  in  rural  areas. 

10.  Given  this  strategy  during  1980-82  it  was  intended  to  ensure  that  the  bulk  of  invest¬ 
ment  went  to  rural  areas  and  was  channelled  to  productive  sectors,  such  as :  Agriculture  and 
Water  Development,  Lands  and  Natural  Resources,  and  Works  and  Supply  as  shown  in  the 
Table  below.

As  can  be  seen  from  the  Table,  the  three  sectors  were  allotted  K76.65  per  cent  of  the  total 
TNDP  allocation  for  the  Province.  The  share  of  the  authorised  expenditure  was  59.71  per  cent 
which  is  more  than  half  of  the  total  authorised  capital  expenditure.  It  will  be  observed  in 
the  Table  below  that  the  three  sectors  were  given  the  largest  share  both  in  the  TNDP  and  in 
the  subsequent  Annual  Plans. 

11.  Works  and  Supply  received  50.46  per  cent  share  of  the  TNDP  and  the  authorised 
expenditure  was  37.97  per  cent.  In  both  cases  this  was  reflective  of  the  high  priority  given  to 
this  sector.  Two  of  the  major  projects  undertaken  during  the  period  were  the  10.5  km  portion 
of  Luano  Valley  Road  and  the  10.5  km  portion  of  Chitanda  Road  which  were  completed  in 
1981. 

12.  The  Provincial  and  Local  Government  Administration  and  Education  and 
Culture  sectors  had  also  been  given  a  substantial  amount  of  money  to  cover  the  provision 
of  social  services  such  as  health  centres  and  primary  schools  aimed  at  improving  the  living 
standards  for  rural  areas  which  would  in  turn  help  reduce  the  rural-urban  migration  from  the 
province. 

1983  Strategy 

13.  It  is  apparent  from  the  past  performance  over  a  period  of  three  years  that  the  overall 
expenditure  fell  below  the  authorised  amounts.  A  considerable  number  of  projects  remained 
incompleted  and  this  stemmed  largely  from  the  country’s  inability  to  pay  all  the  way,  given 
the  country’s  unfavourable  economic  climate  over  the  past  decade.  To  contain  the  situation 
Government  policy  has  since  given  preference  to  the  completion  of  economically  productive 
and  on-going  projects  within  an  allocation  of  K984,000  for  the  year  1983. 
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State  Farms 

14.  At  Mswebe  State  Farm  in  Mumbwa  District,  200  ha  land  has  already  been  cleared. 
As  for  Katikulula  State  Farm  in  Serenje,  negotiations  for  a  feasibility  study  of  the  farm  are 
going  on. 

Development  Centres 

15.  In  keeping  with  Government  policy  the  province  will  attempt  to  establish  a  number 
of  village  development  centres  out  of  the  forty-two  which  have  already  been  selected. 

Decentralisation 

16.  Offices  of  the  provincial  planning  unit  were  established  in  1982  with  three  professional 
officers.  The  National  Commission  for  Development  Planning  has  deployed  two  more  officers 
to  man  the  Mkushi  and  Serenje  District  Planning  Units.  The  Provincial  Planning  Unit  has 
been  allocated  K52,000  for  1983.  Decentralisation  at  the  district  level  will  be  reinforced  further 
during  the  coarse  of  the  year  1983  and  the  programme  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the 
Fourth  National  Development  Plan.

PROGRESS  IN  PLAN  IMPLEMENTATION  FOR  COPPERBELT  PROVINCE 

(1980-82) 

17.  The  Third  National  Development  Plan  Strategy  for  the  development  of  the  Copper- 
belt  purported  to  increase  the  productive  capacity  of  agro-based  industries  and  small  scale 
industries.  The  implementation  of  this  strategy  essentially  involved  three  sectors,  namely 
Works  and  Supply,  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  and  Agriculture  and  Water  Development. 

18.  The  total  TNDP  allocation  to  these  sectors  amounted  to  K5.2  million,  representing 
51.8  per  cent  of  the  total  provincial  TNDP  outlay  allocation.  At  the  end  of  the  period  K2.2 
million  had  been  authorised.  The  percentage  distribution  by  sector  under  the  TNDP  outlay 
for  the  Copperbelt  Province  and  the  percentage  share  of  each  sector  of  authorised  expenditure 
is  as  shown  in  Table  XX. 7  below.

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19.  The  largest  share  of  investment  by  sector  as  shown  in  Table  XX. 8  went  to  economic 
infrastructure.  This  brought  the  rural  areas  in  the  province  under  more  accessible  and  improved 
feeder  roads.  By  the  end  of  the  period  under  review,  namely  1980-82,  the  Table  shows  that  out 
of  a  total  of  K1.02  million  authorised  outlay  for  Works  and  Supply,  K893,000  was  actually 
disbursed.  During  this  period  the  up-grading  of  the  Masaiti-Kafulafuta  Road  to  class  3  stan¬ 
dard  was  undertaken. 

20.  The  Ministry  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources,  was  allocated  K329,000  of  which 
K322,000  was  expended  to  complete  almost  all  projects  which  were  undertaken.  The  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  showed  an  expenditure  of  over  100  per  cent  of  total 
authorised  outlays  with  nearly  all  the  projects  completed. 

21.  However,  the  allocations  to  provinces  in  the  three  sectors  has  not  been  very  satis¬ 
factory.  For  instance  by  1 982  only  38  per  cent  of  the  total  TNDP  outlay  for  Works  and  Supply 
had  been  authorised  and  44  per  cent  for  Agriculture  and  Water  Development.  However,  Lands 
and  Natural  Resources  faired  quite  well  with  an  allocation  of  65  per  cent  of  the  total  authorised 
outlay. 

22.  Although  authorised  expenditure  in  this  period  had  been  too  limited  to  meet  the 
TNDP  strategy  the  Province  had  shown  tremendous  capability  in  utilising  its  share  of  the 
little  it  was  authorised.  In  the  case  of  Works  and  Supply  the  expenditure  was  87  per  cent,  and 
as  high  as  98  per  cent  for  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  and  over  100  per  cent  for  Agriculture 
and  Water  Development. 

1983  Strategy 

23.  The  strategy  for  the  Province  will  emphasise  on  the  completion  of  various  projects 
including  carry-overs  and  economically-oriented  ones.  To  this  end  the  programmes  envisaged 
in  1982  will  be  carried  over  to  1983  for  actual  completion. 

Development  Centres 

24.  In  keeping  with  Government  policy  the  Province  will  attempt  to  complete  some  of  the 
projects  which  were  initiated  in  all  sixteen  centres  throughout  Ndola  Rural  District  in  1981  and 
1982.  The  projects  cover  the  provision  of  staff  housing,  health  and  educational  services,  village 
regrouping,  women’s  production  units,  establishment  of  farm  settlement  schemes,  marketing 
services,  fruit  nurseries,  piggeries  and  irrigation  and  research. 

Decentralisation 

25.  The  Provincial  Planning  Unit  on  the  Copperbelt  was  established  early  this  year  and  is 
based  in  Ndola,  with  Chingola  and  Masaiti  as  the  two  District  Planning  Units.  Personnel  has 
already  been  sent  to  both  the  Provincial  Planning  Units  and  the  two  District  Planning  Units. 
Funds  have  been  initially  made  available  in  the  amount  of  KICK), 000  for  offices,  staff  accom¬ 
modation  and  vehicles  for  the  year  1983.

2G.  The  TNDP  strategy  for  the  Eastern  Province  addressed  itself  to  enhancing  rural 
development,  encouraging  small-scale  industries,  construction  and  upgrading  of  feeder  roads. 
In  this  regard  ministries  of  Agriculture,  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  and  Works  and  Supply 
were  allocated  K3.9  million  out  of  K5.5  million  total  TNDP  authorised  expenditure. 

27.  The  ratio  distribution  under  the  TNDP  and  the  percentage  share  by  sector  for  the 
province  during  the  1980-82  period  is  reflected  in  the  Table  below :

28.  The  productive  sectors  received  a  total  outlay  of  about  57  per  cent  of  the  total 
TNDP  allocation  in  the  province  by  the  end  of  1982.  A  lot  of  successes  were  attained  towards 
implementing  the  projects /programme.  These  included  achievements  in  improved  feeder  roads, 
construction  and  repairs  of  bridges.  The  allocation  of  65  per  cent  in  1981  for  the  Ministry  of 
Works  and  Supply  was  to  cover  the  construction  and  upgrading  of  feeder  roads  and  bridges  to 
facilitate  easy  access  to  productive  areas.  During  the  following  year,  69  per  cent  (K354,000)  out 
of  a  total  of  K506,000  was  set  aside  for  the  development  of  feeder  roads  and  Lupande  Bridge. 

29.  The  Ministry  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  on  the  other  hand  performed  well 
during  the  period  in  terms  of  beekeeping,  fishing  development  and  the  forestry. 

30.  However,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  had  made  a  good  attempt  in  development  with 
a  total  TNDP  allocation  of  26  per  cent.  For  example,  some  projects  in  settlement  schemes 
reached  completion  in  good  time. 

1983  Strategy  (for  Eastern  Province) 

31.  The  regional  development  strategy  for  the  province  will  be  seriously  handicapped  by 
financial  constraints.  This  will  inevitably  confine  the  work  programme  to  the  completion  of 
carry-over  projects  in  the  majority  of  cases.  Therefore,  priority  will  be  given  to  more  pro¬ 
ductive  and  economic  sectors  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 
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Development  Centres 

32.  Although  the  programme  will  be  mostly  concerned  with  the  completion  of  carry-over 
projects,  in  the  province  as  a  whole,  a  limited  number  of  new  economically  productive  projects 
shall  be  initiated  where  appropriate.  This  will  be  done  by  the  Provincial  Planning  Authorities 
working  in  collaboration  with  the  District  Councils.  In  this  respect  some  centres  will  be  taken 
up  by  the  World  Bank  Agricultural  Development  Project,  Africare  and  the  Integrated  Rural 
Development  Programme. 

Integrated  Rural  Development  Programme 

33.  The  Eastern  Province  Integrated  Rural  Development  Programme  has  decentralised 
its  activities  to  all  the  districts  in  the  province  and  first  priority  has  been  given  to  the  less 
developed  areas  with  the  potential  for  agricultural  development  as  presented  in  the  1982  Annual 
Plan. 

Development  of  Feeder  Roads 

34.  Within  the  feeder  roads  development  programmes  the  construction,  improvement  and 
maintenance  of  roads  leading  to  productive  areas  will  be  continued.  Under  the  same  strategy 
the  completion  of  Lupande  Bridge  and  site  investigations  and  designs  of  Msandire  Bridge  will 
be  undertaken. 

Operation  Food  Production/LIMA 

35.  The  Mtirizi  State  Farm  in  Petauke  District  awaits  further  development  following  the 
feasibility  studies  which  are  being  carried  out  by  a  Yugoslav  firm.  Land  clearing  on  the  site  has 
already  begun. 

36.  The  Eastern  Province  Agricultural  Development  Project  is  a  five  and  a  half  year 
programme  which  is  aimed  at  raising  agricultural  production  and  the  living  standards  of  the 
small-scale  farmer.  This  involves  an  agricultural  development  commitment  of  a  K3.8  million 
loan  from  the  World  Bank  for  the  province. 

Decentralisation 

37.  In  accordance  with  the  Third  National  Development  Plan  as  well  as  the  1981  Annual 
Plan  with  respect  to  the  Regional  Strategy,  the  province  established  a  provincial  planning  unit 
in  1981  based  at  Chipata.  A  lot  of  preparatory  groundwork  to  decentralise  the  planning  services 
further  at  the  district  level  with  the  establishment  of  two  more  planning  units  at  Petauke  and 
Chipata  have  already  been  initiated.  Further  efforts  will  be  made  to  cover  the  rest  of  the  dis¬ 
tricts  during  the  course  of  the  year. 
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38.  It  is  apparent  from  the  Table  that  the  three  productive  sectors,  namely  Agriculture 
and  Water  Development,  Works  and  Supply,  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  have  not  functioned 
according  to  the  TNDP  Plan  in  the  province  during  the  three  years  under  review.  For  example 
out  of  a  total  TNDP  allocation  of  K13.2  million  the  sectors  were  only  authorised  to  use 
K3.9  million.  This  indicates  that  in  terms  of  meeting  the  TNDP  objectives  for  the  province, 
its  performance  was  behind  schedule. 

39.  Due  to  delayed  releases  of  funds  and  other  underlying  factors  not  all  projects  could  be 
completed.  Out  of  the  total  TNDP  allocations,  K.13.2  million  of  only  K3.3  million  was 
actually  used  from  the  authorised  allocation  of  K3.9  million.  This  implies  that  projects  worth 
about  K10.0  million  could  not  be  started.  The  Table  shows  that  the  province  generally  has  the 
capability  and  potential  of  implementing  the  TNDP  strategy.  This  is  clear  from  the  fact  that, 
the  province  absorbed  83  per  cent  of  the  authorised  expenditures.

LUAPULA  PROVINCE 
Progress  in  Plan  Implementation  1980-82 

40.  The  TNDP  Strategy  for  Luapula  Province  was  devised  to  cater  for  productive 
projects,  which  in  turn  would  stem  off  rapid  migration  of  labour  from  Luapula  to  other  regions 
of  Zambia  especially  the  Copperbelt.  It  was  therefore  expected  to  channel  the  bulk  of  the 
funds,  in  projects  which  would  generate  gainful  employment  and  increase  the  productivity 
of  the  employed  resources.  Among  the  planned  projects  were  fisheries  development;  rice 
development  schemes;  development  of  feeder  roads  and  the  establishment  of  an  IRDP  in 
Kawambwa. 

41.  Since  the  overall  strategy  had  given  preferential  treatment  to  Luapula  among  other 
provinces,  the  provincial  outlay  for  Luapula  was  K16,300,000  or  11.9  per  cent  of  the  total 
TNDP  provincial  budget.  However,  during  the  period  under  review  only  36.6  per  cent  or 
K5.9  million  of  the  planned  expenditure  was  finally  allocated  to  the  province  out  of  which 
only  K5, 287, 000  was  actually  utilised.  This  outcome  is  attributed  to  the  budgetary  constraints 
suffered  by  the  country  in  the  wake  of  global  economic  ills.  However,  the  province  maintained 
a  relatively  good  utilisation  capacity  of  funds  as  reflected  by  the  expenditure  rate  of  92.5 
per  cent  of  the  total  authorised  outlay. 

42.  On  the  whole,  the  three  productive  sectors,  namely,  Works  and  Supply,  Agriculture 
and  Water  Development  and  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  featured  most  prominently  in 
the  share  of  and  utilisation  of  the  TNDP  allocations  as  shown  in  the  Table  below :

43.  The  total  actual  investment  in  the  province  from  1980  to  1982  was  K5, 287, 300  or 
33.8  per  cent  of  total  TNDP  estimated  expenditure.  Out  of  this,  the  three  sectors  utilised 
K2, 973,000  (or  56  per  cent).  This  was  indeed  a  commendable  effort  and  one  needing  further 
encouragement. 

44.  The  Ministry  of  Works  and  Supply,  in  spite  of  limited  plant  and  equipment,  managed 
to  complete  most  of  the  projects.  Examples  include  the  upgrading  exercise  of  important 
roads  like  Lambwe-Chomba,  construction  of  the  common-user  office  block  at  Mansa,  and 
most  of  the  staff  houses. 

45.  The  Ministry  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  on  the  other  hand,  managed  to  finish 
stumping  and  ploughing  of  plantations  and  demarcations  in  all  districts  in  the  province. 
The  extensions  to  breeding  fish  ponds  and  storage  sheds  at  Fiyongoli  Fish  Farm  in  Mansa 
were  carried  out.  The  provision  of  forest  extension  services  and  bark  hives  were  made  in  all 
districts.  In  1981  the  Ministry  bought  three  Land-Rovers  and  one  lorry. 
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46.  Under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development,  the  IRDP  in  Kawambwa 
was  established.  A  rice  settlement  scheme  was  set  up  at  Chama-Wabuseba.  The  general 
picture  for  non-productive  sectors  on  the  other  hand  showed  an  obvious  bias  towards  over¬ 
expenditure.  For  instance  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  Administration  incurred  an 
expenditure  of  112  per  cent  of  the  total  outlay  in  three  years’  time,  particularly,  following  the 
inception  of  the  decentralisation  policy.  The  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  also  accoimted 
for  an  expenditure  of  104  per  cent  used  to  construct  the  sports  stadium  at  Mansa. 

The  Strategy  for  1983 

47.  During  the  course  of  the  year  Luapula  Province  will  continue  to  rely  more  heavily 
on  the  development  of  the  productive  sectors  of  Agriculture,  Works  and  Supply  and  Lands 
and  Natural  Resources.  How'ever,  most  of  the  activities  will  be  dictated  by  the  need  to  complete 
carry-over  and  on-going  projects  in  the  province  which  in  turn  will  be  influenced  by  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  funds,  materials  and  transport  as  well  as  human  resources. 

Decentralisation 

48.  Under  the  policy  of  the  decentralisation  of  the  planning  machinery  to  the  provinces, 
a  planning  unit  w'as  established  at  Mansa  in  1981.  Other  steps  to  decentralise  further  to  the 
district  level  were  undertaken.  In  1983  it  is  anticipated  that  funds  to  construct  office  and 
housing  accommodation  and  purchase  vehicles  would  be  made  available  during  the  course 
of  the  1983  Annual  Plan.

Progress  in  Plan  Implementation  1980-82 

49.  Following  the  TNDP  regional  development  strategy  to  reduce  disparities  between 
regions,  the  least  developed  provinces  like  Western  and  Luapula  received  the  largest  allocation 
while  the  leading  industrial  provinces  of  the  Copperbelt  and  Lusaka  were  allocated  less  funds 
out  of  the  total  TNDP  expenditure  of  K150  million.  Lusaka  Province  accounted  for  only 
5  per  cent  of  the  total  TNDP  allocation. 

50.  The  TNDP  strategy  for  Lusaka  Province  during  the  period  under  review  placed 
emphasis  on  stimulating  sustained  economic  development  for  all  the  areas  in  the  province. 
This  meant  that  the  development  of  agriculture,  water  supply,  industry,  mining,  economic 
and  social  infrastructure  received  greater  impetus. 

51.  During  the  same  period  the  largest  share  went  into  the  development  of  Education 
and  Culture  which  received  K675,000  and  incurred  an  expenditure  of  94.7  per  cent  of  the 
authorised  allocation. 

52.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  economic  infrastructure  in  Lusaka  is  relatively 
more  fully  developed  than  most  of  the  outlying  provinces,  other  social  infrastructure  including 
Education  and  Culture  were  given  greater  emphasis  to  cope  with  the  ever  rising  demands 
and  pressures  stemming  from  unimpeded  rural -urban  migration. 

53.  As  evidenced  by  Table  XX.  1 3  Works  and  Supply  and  Agriculture  and  Water  Develop¬ 
ment  were  similarly  accorded  more  importance  than  other  sectors  in  the  province  but  not  in  the 
same  manner  as  i  n  other  rural  provinces.

54.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  was  allocated  K418,000  and 
utilised  96.4  per  cent  of  the  total  authorised  expenditure.  The  allocation  for  Works  and  Supply 
was  K567,000  of  which  72  per  cent  was  actually  utilised,  to  provide  general  infrastructure, 
particularly  feeder  roads  in  productive  areas.

55.  It  is  further  apparent  from  Table  XX.  13  that  the  allocations  were  not  consistently 
even.  In  1982  for  instance,  the  shares  for  Works  and  Supply  and  Agriculture  and  Water  Develop¬ 
ment  were  considerably  curtailed  as  compared  to  the  previous  year  from  K325, 000  to  K145.000 
and  K226,000  to  K60,000  respectively. 

56.  Some  of  the  major  projects  which  were  undertaken  and  comple  ted  successfully 
by  the  Provincial  Administration  and  Local  Government  were  construction  and  extension 
of  office  blocks,  rest  houses,  bridges  and  market  sheds.  However,  due  to  financial  constraints 
a  number  of  projects  including  the  purchase  of  vehicles  and  spare  parts  were  not  undertaken. 

1983  Strategy 

57.  Since  the  performance  by  sector  over  the  previous  years  was  not  as  satisfactory 
as  expected  it  stands  to  reason  that  a  fresh  start  must  be  made  to  re-direct  development 
efforts  in  completing  carry-over  projects  before  introducing  new  ones.  To  this  end  the  Province 
has  been  allocated  K751,000  for  1983  mainly  for  completion  of  on-going  projects.

State  Farms 

58.  Land  clearing  on  the  Lusaka  South-West  Farm  lias  been  completed  and  the  Bulgarian 
team  of  experts  have  also  completed  the  design  study  of  the  pilot  farm.  It  is  expected  to 
embark  on  the  first  planting  during  the  1983/84  season. 

59.  A  pre-feasibility  study  of  Kanakantapa  State  Farm  has  revealed  that  the  area  is 
not  good  for  agriculture  and  an  alternative  site  is  yet  to  be  identified  by  the  Provincial  Council. 

Development  Centres 

60.  A  total  of  eleven  potential  areas  have  been  selected  for  the  establishment  of  village 
development  centres.  Their  distribution  will  be  skewed  in  favour  of  the  rural  districts  away 
from  Lusaka  Urban  which  has  always  had  the  largest  concentration  of  population  and  socio¬ 
economic  activities. 

Decentralisation 

61.  Following  the  TNDP  objective  to  improve  the  planning  machinery  in  the  country, 
a  provincial  planning  unit  was  established  in  the  City  of  Lusaka  and  two  officers  are  already 
at  station.  Another  two  officers  are  expected  to  take  up  their  posts  at  the  district  level,  during 
the  course  of  1983.

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Progress  in  Plan  Implementation  1980-82 

62.  Given  the  major  TNDP  policy  guidelines  to  optimise  the  development  of  regions 
according  to  their  respective  potentialities  the  Province  directed  its  main  efforts,  during  the 
period  in  question,  towards  the  development  of  coffee,  maize,  beans,  production  schemes, 
IRDP,  wood  based  industries  and  beekeeping.  On  the  whole  the  bulk  of  investment  went 
into  the  three  sectors  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development,  Works  and  Supply  and  Lands 
and  Natural  Resources. 

63.  During  the  same  period  a  total  sum  of  K7.6  million  was  authorised  for  the  province. 
This  represented  33.3  per  cent  of  the  TNDP  allocation,  for  the  period.  The  actual  expenditure 
rate  was  only  25.2  per  cent  of  the  TNDP  capital  outlay. 

64.  The  above  three  major  sectors  accounted  for  22  per  cent  of  total  authorised 
expenditure  for  the  Province,  while  actual  expenditure  stood  at  62.7  per  cent  of  total  authorised 
expenditure  for  the  same  period. 

65.  On  the  other  hand  the  allocation  for  the  Provincial  and  Local  Government  Admini¬ 
stration  Division  accounted  for  12.4  per  cent  of  the  total  authorised  expenditure.  The  largest 
amount  was  utilised  for  the  erection  of  veterinary  offices  at  Kasama  and  Chinsali  and  the 
Governor’s  office  at  Kaputa. 

Chilubi  and  Kaputa 

66.  Upgrading  activities  of  Chilubi  and  Kaputa  into  districts  were  among  the  major 
programmes  that  were  undertaken  during  the  period  1980-82.  Most  of  the  funds  allocated 
to  these  areas  went  into  construction  of  housing  and  office  accommodation,  setting  a  proper 
foundation  for  the  establishment  of  the  two  districts  as  fledged  administrative  entities. 

Decentralisation 

67.  In  order  to  speed  up  the  decentralisation  process,  a  Provincial  Planning  Unit  was 
established  at  Kasama  in  the  last  quarter  of  1982,  following  the  arrival  of  a  Chief  Regional 
Planner  from  Denmark.  Four  economists  have  since  been  sent  to  the  Province  to  strengthen 
the  PPU  and  to  lay  the  foundation  for  the  establishment  of  two  district  planning  units.  The 
1983  Capital  Budget  for  Northern  Province  included  an  authorised  expenditure  of  K100, 000 
for  the  Provincial  Planning  Unit.  The  funds  would  be  utilised  to  secure  transport,  new  staff 
houses  and  office  accommodation. 

Performance  by  Sector 

68.  The  Ministry  of  Works  and  Supply  received  33.2  per  cent  of  total  authorised 
expenditure.  The  funds  were  spent  on  development  of  feeder  roads,  maintenance  of  camps 
and  purchase  of  machinery  for  the  Public  Works  Department.  Other  projects  included 
completion  of  staff  houses  in  Chinsali  and  Chilubi  and  improvement  of  a  road  (D43)  between 
Luwingu  and  Nsombo,  and  construction  of  MSD  workshop  at  Kaputa. 

69.  The  outlay  for  the  Ministry  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  was  8.2  per  cent  of 
total  authorised  expenditure  during  the  same  period.  Some  of  the  completed  projects  were 
building  of  office  blocks  at  Mpika,  Nakonde  and  Mpulungu.  Other  projects  covered  the  purchase 
of  seeds  and  development  of  forest  plantations. 

70.  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  was  authorised  25  per  cent  of  the  total 
expenditure.  Major  projects  were  the  completion  of  Luangwa  and  Isoka  Farm  Training  Centres, 
staff  housing,  electrification  of  houses  and  a  coffee  factory  in  Kasama.  Others  involved  purchases 
of  requisites  for  milk  production  and  completion  of  piped  water  schemes  for  Mbala  and  Chinsali. 

71.  The  Ministries  of  Youth  and  Sport,  Labour  and  Social  Services,  Legal  Affairs,  Health’ 
and  Education  and  Culture  were  allocated  Kl, 577, 000.  This  constituted  20.8  per  cent  of  total 
authorised  expenditure.  Actual  expenditure  stood  at  18.9  per  cent  of  TNDP  budget  for  these 
sectors. 

72.  Youth  and  Sport  received  1.2  per  cent  of  total  authorised  expenditure.  By  1981 
Phase  II  of  Kasama  Stadium  was  completed.  Labour  and  Social  Services  accounted  for  0.9 
per  cent  of  total  authorised  expenditure.  Most  of  the  funds  were  spent  on  financing  social 
groups  and  construction  of  staff  houses. 
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73.  With  an  allocation  of  1.4  per  cent  of  total  authorised  expenditure  Legal  Affairs 
Ministry  channelled  its  funds  to  construction  of  staff  houses  and  court  buildings. 

74.  Health  received  7.7  per  cent  of  total  authorised  expenditure.  The  largest  portion 
of  these  funds  were  spent  on  erection  and  development  of  rural  health  centres,  staff  housing 
and  aiding  non-Governmental  health  institutions. 

75.  The  allocation  for  Education  and  Culture  was  9.6  per  cent  of  total  authorised 
expenditure.  Major  projects  undertaken  included  construction  of  staff  houses,  repairs  to  schools 
and  staff  houses,  and  sinking  of  wells  at  various  schools  throughout  the  Province. 

Strategy  for  1983 

76.  The  Province  has  been  haunted  by  a  considerable  number  of  incompleted  projects 
for  quite  some  time.  This  has  given  rise  to  escalating  project  costs.  In  order  to  redress  the 
situation,  in  1983,  priority  will  be  given  to  the  completion  of  all  on-going  and  carry-over 
priority  projects  instead  of  embarking  on  new  ones. 

Conclusion 

77.  It  is  apparent  from  the  discussion  that  the  largest  portions  of  the  funds  of  K7.6 
million  during  the  initial  period  1980-82  went  into  the  main  productive  sectors  of  Agriculture 
and  Water  Development,  Works  and  Supply,  and  Lands  and  Natural  Resources. 

78.  Overall  progress  tended  to  be  hindered  by  a  number  of  intervening  factors.  These 
included  problems  of  limited  funds  which  influenced  variations  of  funds  from  productive  sectors 
to  other  sectors.  Other  problems  were  delays  in  the  release  of  funds,  difficulties  in  procuring 
in-puts  and  lack  of  transport.

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NORTH-WESTERN  PROVINCE 


Progress  in  Plan  Implementation:  1980-82 

79.  The  TNDP  development  strategy  for  North-Western  Province  during  1980—82, 
centred  on  the  establishment  of  an  integrated  rural  development  programme  in  the  Kabompo- 
Manyinga  area,  improvement  of  feeder  roads,  development  of  forests  and  bee-keeping  and  the 
establishment  of  Village  Development  Centres. 

80.  The  strategy  was  consistently  followed  during  the  period  in  question.  The  IRDP 
programme  introduced  in  1978  had  the  basic  components  of  the  programme  such  as  mechanical 
workshop,  vehicle  pool  and  planning  sections  established  to  sustain  it.  This  programme  was 
oriented  towards  the  productive  sectors  with  the  involvement  of  a  relatively  large  cross  section 
of  the  community  in  the  production  process  and  administration  of  services  in  the  Province. 

81.  Over  the  period  the  Province  received  an  authorised  amount  of  K5, 833, 000  of  which 
90.8  per  cent  was  actually  spent.  Although  the  actual  expenditure  has  been  encouraging,  in 
actual  fact  the  authorised  amount  was  only  33  per  cent  of  the  TNDP  which  was  not  enough  to 
keep  up  with  the  desired  pace  of  development  of  the  Province.  The  Table  below  depicts  this 
picture  vividly. 

82.  The  successful  projects,  however,  included  the  construction  of  the  office  blocks  at 
Chizela  and  Chavuma  and  the  extension  of  the  MCC’s  office  in  Solwezi,  which  were  completed 
ahead  of  schedule.  The  Chikenge  Bridge  in  Kabompo,  Chivatu  Bridge  in  Zambezi  and  another 
m  Kasempa  were  completed  while  Lunga  Bridge  (Phase  II)  was  expected  to  reach  completion 
during  1983. 

83.  The  total  amounts  authorised  under  Health  were  K410,000  and  83  per  cent  of  this 
was  spent  on  the  construction  of  rural  health  centres  in  Mwinilunga  and  Zambezi  and  carrying 
out  renovations  of  existing  centres. 

84.  In  laying  the  necessary  infrastructure  for  future  development,  provincial  workshops 
were  set  up  in  all  the  districts  to  facilitate  proper  maintenance  of  transport.  Some  feeder  roads 
in  all  the  districts  were  opened  while  some  existing  ones  were  upgraded  such  as  Solwezi- 
Kipushi  and  Kasempa-Lunga  roads. 

85.  The  development  of  basic  infrastructure  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture  was  also 
given  higher  priority  through  an  outlay  of  Kl, 7 19, 000  which  represented  53.4  per  cent  of  the 
projected  expenditure  during  the  TNDP  period.  Out  of  this  amount  89.5  per  cent  of  the  funds 
were  actually  utilised.  Among  the  completed  projects  in  almost  all  the  districts  were  the  fer¬ 
tiliser  storage  sheds,  outlet  roads  from  farm  settlement  schemes  and  the  up-grading  of  farm 
training  institutes  embracing  Lima  Programmes.  During  the  period  in  question  the  Birla 
Engineering  Services  carried  out  two  feasibility  studies  for  Solwezi  and  Shivuma  State  Farms 
and  a  decision  by  the  National  Commission  for  Development  Planning,  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Water  Development  in  collaboration  with  the  Provincial  Council  is  awaited. 

1983  Strategy 

86.  The  major  emphasis  during  the  year  will  be  centred  on  the  completion  of  projects 
carried  over  from  the  previous  year.  The  general  strategy  will  therefore  include: 

(i)  Development  of  feeder  roads; 

(ii)  Integrated  Rural  Development  Programme; 

(iii)  Development  of  forestry  and  bee-keeping ; 

(iv)  Decentralisation;  and 

(v)  Extension  service. 

Development  and  Improvement  of  Feeder  Roads 

87.  In  a  continued  effort  to  improve  rural  communication  the  feeder  roads  programme 
will  cover  the  completion  of  works  on  such  roads  as  D271  Solwezi/Kipushi  Road,  D301  Ka- 
sempa/Lalafuta  Road.  D286  Manyinga/Mwinilunga  Road  and  Mushima/Kasempa  Road. 
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88.  The  construction  under  the  national  programmes  will  include  such  works  as  the 
Mutanda-Zambezi-Chavuma  Road  and  Sohvezi-Ikelenge  (Phase  II)  Road. 

Integrated  Rural  Development  Programme 

89.  The  programme  is  being  financed  by  FRG.  Initially  the  project  was  confined  to 
Kabompo/Kasempa  Districts  but  now  it  has  spread  to  the  other  districts  of  Zambezi,  Chizela 
and  Mwinilunga  where  special  programmes  have  been  introduced  such  as  water  supply  schemes 
and  women  participation  in  nutrition  and  health  care. 

Development  of  Forestry  and  Beekeeping 

90.  The  development  of  forestry  industry  in  the  Province  will  be  directed  at  expanding 
and  developing  the  existing  supply  plantations  and  plantation  nurseries  in  the  districts.  The 
beekeeping  programme  is  also  being  given  attention  through  the  training  of  more  beekeepers 
while  those  already  engaged  in  the  industry  are  provided  with  the  necessary  extension  services. 

Decentralisation 

91.  The  Provincial  Planning  Unit  in  Solwezi  will  start  operating  fully  in  1983.  Four 
Economists  from  the  National  Commission  for  Development  Planning  and  a  Regional  Planning 
Expert  from  FRG  will  assume  their  offices  by  April,  1983.  The  Unit  is  expected  to  operate 
effectively  since  the  necessary  office  equipment,  furniture  and  transport  have  finally  been 
provided.  The  establishment  of  Planning  Units  at  the  District  level  will  be  mounted  during  the 
later  part  of  the  year. 

Extension  Service 

92.  In  line  with  Lima  policy  the  necessary  extension  services  will  be  made  available  for 
settlement  schemes  by  the  Provincial  Agricultural  Offices  in  conjunction  with  IRDP.  In 
addition  to  the  provision  of  advice  the  programme  will  include  water  development,  road 
maintenance,  transport  services  like  bicycles,  farm  implements  and  inputs. 

93.  The  necessary  renovations  to  buildings  and  improvements  of  water  supplies  will  also 
be  carried  out  at  farm  training  centres  to  boost  operations  to  capacity.

Progress  in  Plan  Implementation  1980-82 

94.  Overall  investment  for  the  Province  during  the  TNDP  period  went  into  productive 
projects  directly  related  to  the  development  of  rural  areas  and  these  included  agricultural 
extension,  marketing,  veterinary  services,  forestry,  fisheries,  bee-keeping  and  development  of 
infrastructure  all  of  which  were  intended  to  stimulate  agricultural  development. 

95.  Over  the  same  period  1980-82  the  productive  sectors  of  Agriculture  and  Water 
Development,  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  and  Works  and  Supply  were  allocated  K3  million 
or  45  per  cent  out  of  the  total  TNDP  outlay  of  K8.767  million.  In  this  respect  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Water  Development  constructed  dams,  wells,  dip  tanks  and  water  ponds  in 
various  settlement  schemes  including  new  boreholes  which  were  sunk  in  various  districts 
following  a  severe  period  of  drought  in  the  Province.  The  major  works  undertaken  by  the 
Ministry  of  Works  and  Supply  were  the  construction  of  a  feeder  road  in  Namwala  District, 
while  improvements  were  made  to  various  feeder  roads  which  lead  to  agricultural  production 
areas.  This  Ministry  was  able  to  construct  houses  at  road  camps  in  Glioma  District.  The  Ministry 
of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  on  the  other  hand  established  a  plantation  scheme  of  over 
750  hectares  and  carried  out  improvements  of  the  existing  plantations  as  well  as  the  Musi-O- 
Tunya  National  Park,  the  country’s  tourist  attraction. 

96.  The  overall  actual  expenditure  incurred  by  the  sectors  reached  a  total  of  K2.249 
million  representing  71.9  per  cent  of  the  authorised  expenditure  or  25.7  per  cent  of  the  total 
TNDP  allocation.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Water  Development  in  this  regard  performed 
badly  having  utilised  only  53  per  cent  of  the  total  outlay.  The  ministries  of  Lands  and  Natural 
Resources  and  Works  and  Supply  accounted  for  expenditure  of  96.7  and  77.1  per  cent,  res¬ 
pectively. 

97.  The  social  sectors  performed  relatively  well.  For  instance,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
was  able  to  construct  a  number  of  rural  health  centres  in  virtually  all  districts  in  the  province, 
while  Labour  and  Social  Services  and  the  Ministry  of  Youth  and  Sport  completed  most  of 
their  projects. 

Conclusion 

98.  However,  due  to  the  ovetall  unfavourable  economic  circumstances  prevailing  in 
the  country,  the  provincial  allocation  accounted  like  the  others  for  only  32.6  per  cent  of  the 
total  TNDP  outlay.  Of  this  amount  70.2  per  cent  of  the  authorised  expenditure  or  22  per  cent 
of  the  TNDP  was  actually  expended.  (See  Table  XX.  17). 

Investment  Outlook  for  1983 

99.  The  total  provincial  budget  for  1983  is  Kl, 303, 000.  This  amount  will  in  the  majority 
of  cases  be  spent  on  completing  carry-over  and  on-going  projects  and  programmes.  The  major 
portion  of  total  investment  will  be  expected  to  be  channelled  into  viable  and  productive  sectors 
including  Agriculture  and  Water  Development,  Works  and  Supply  and  Lands  and  Natural 
Resources. 

Decentralisation 

100.  The  TNPD  stipulations  which  were  further  amplified  in  the  1981  annual  regional 
plan  lead  to  the  establishment  of  a  planning  unit  at  provincial  level  at  Livingstone.  Further 
attempts  to  set  up  two  units  at  the  district  level  would  be  made  particularly  during  the  year 
1983  at  Mazabuka  and  Choma.  To  support  these  efforts  and  effect  smooth  implementation 
of  the  units  a  provincial  allocation  in  respect  of  this  programme  was  made  for  the  total  amount 
of  K  100,000  for  1983.  The  expenditure  would  cover  construction  of  staff  houses,  offices  and 
purchase  of  transport.

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WESTERN  PROVINCE 


Progress  in  Plan  Implementation  1980-82 

101.  During  the  TNDP  period  the  major  thrust  in  the  programme  for  the  province  was 
directed  towards  supporting  production  and  infrastructural  projects  to  facilitate  development 
of  agriculture,  health  services,  and  education.  To  realise  these  objectives,  priority  was  given  to 
the  implementation  of  a  communication  network  programme  of  feeder  roads,  microwave 
transmission  and  development  of  agriculture  by  providing  more  extension  services  to  both 
cattle  and  cron  farmers,  research  and  marketing  services. 

102.  During  the  period  in  question  rice  production  in  the  Kalabo  and  Mongu  districts 
was  improved  and  maize  production  in  Kaoma  District.  The  Kalabo  Wheat  Scheme  was  also 
maintained  successfully.  Largely  due  to  extension  services  during  this  period  the  province  was 
transformed  into  a  major  supplier  of  beef  to  the  urban  centres  in  the  region. 

103.  As  regards  the  development  of  infrastructure  that  directly  support  production  a 
total  allocation  of  Kl, 728,000  was  made  to  maintain  the  programme  under  the  Ministry  of 
Works  and  Supply.  This  represented  18.7  per  cent  of  the  TNDP,  of  which  64  per  cent  was 
actually  spent.  The  implementation  programme  included  staff  houses  and  provincial  workshops 
in  all  the  districts  as  well  as  the  feeder  roads.  The  development  of  Mongu  and  Kalabo  harbours 
involved  substantial  amounts  of  investment  to  ease  the  communication  and  transport  problem 
jn  the  flood  plains. 

104.  In  the  agricultural  sector  the  total  authorised  expenditure  over  the  period  was 
K2, 610, 000  representing  46.5  per  cent  of  TNDP.  The  actual  expenditure  was  quite  favourable 
standing  at  77.5  per  cent  of  the  authorised  expenditure.  The  investment  plan  emphasised 
mostly  extension  services,  expansion  of  activities  to  promote  Regional  Research  Centres, 
co-operatives  and  village  water  supply  programmes,  opening  up  canals,  development  of  cattle 
industry  and  crop  production. 

105.  In  order  to  lend  practical  support  to  the  lima  production  programme  staff  accom¬ 
modation  and  farm  training  centres  were  improved  in  every  district  in  the  province. 

1983  Strategy 

106.  The  development  strategy  for  the  province  in  1983  will  continue  to  follow  the 
pattern  of  1982  Annual  Plan.  Greater  mobilisation  of  resources  will  be  encouraged  to  promote 
development  in  the  establishment  of  development  centres;  Operation  Food  Production  and 
Lima  Programme;  development  of  feeder  roads,  extension  and  training  and  decentralisation. 
During  1983  special  efforts  will  be  made  to  clear  outstanding  projects/programmes  particularly 
those  carried  over  from  1982. 

Development  Centres 

107.  During  1983  efforts  will  be  made  to  strengthen  established  centres  through  extension 
services.  In  this  respect  the  necessary  accommodation  for  staff  will  be  made  available  including 
the  renovations  to  staff  houses  and  farm  training  institutes. 

Operation  Food  Production/Lima  Programme 

108.  The  feasibility  study  of  Kalumwange  State  Farm— Kama,  is  expected  to  be  carried 
out  in  1983  as  well  as  the  pre-feasibility  study  for  the  Luanzamba  State  Farm.  The  Lima 
programme  will  continue  to  provide  the  necessary  services  to  the  small  scale  farmers.  During 
the  year  more  lima  courses  will  be  conducted  to  boost  lima  production.  These  will  cover  both 
farmers  and  field  trainers  in  the  province. 

Development  of  Feeder  Roads 

109.  The  major  works  this  year  will  involve  up-grading  of  a  section  of  Luampa-Machile 
Road  and  doing  repairs  of  plant  and  equipment  for  road  construction.  Other  works  will  also 
include  completion  of  extensions  to  the  Roads  Department  offices  in  Lukulu  and  Kalabo  and 
the  MSD  workshops  in  the  province. 

De  centralisation 

110.  During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  two  more  economists  will  be  posted  to  the 
province  to  man  Kaoma  and  Kalabo  District  Planning  Units.  This  is  aimed  at  strengthening 
the  planning  machinery  at  district  and  provincial  levels  in  conformity  with  the  Party  and 
Government  policy  of  decentralisation.  The  provincial  planning  unit  which  has  been  in  operation 
since  1980  has  been  doing  a  commendable  job  and  this  will  be  encouraged.
